The. reforms are ja ';prer;ogatlve of 
Russia under the treaty iof 1896. 

Tho secretary of the American em- 
bn.s.sy here today conferred with 
Alcorotovltz, who was In charge of tho 
Asiatic department of tho Foreign 
Onice, regarding the situation at Har- 
bin.

However short a tunc one h:\a in 
Cairo it is imposHible to leave without 
paying a visit to tliu Pyr.'iinlds. There- 
fore, although my wife and I arrived 
in Cairo M)nly on Saturday afternoon 
and had .arranged to start for a trip 
up the Nile on Monday afternoon, it 
was clear that there was only one way 
in wliich Jionday morning could be 
sjicnt— in seeing these famous relics 
of antiquity. 

Acconiingly at half pa.st eight our 
dragomtui was ready for us with' a 
t.urlage whicli took us at a smart 
I'aco past the Esbekiya gardens 
throughi, Iiandgojttio streets built np 
with magiiUlcent bank buildings, 
palatlaU hotels,, -.substantlaj consulate^-, 
gay shppa:.'.arid'' private fealdencea. to 
tlio Kasr.76n-'N11— th'd Nile bridge. 
Clo.=.e to the bridge a footbaiU Jnatch 
In lull swing revealed the barra'csks 
ot tlu! iCnglUh garrhson, for sufely 
only lirltlsh' soldiers would play foOt- 
li;ill in Eg.vpt in March, and beyond 
the barrack yard rose the dome of 
the famous museum of Kgyptlan an- 
tiquities. The entrance to the Nile 
bridge Is guarded by two colos.-al sit- 
ting Hons of good and imposing de- 
sign iiiul as we cros.seii ii we caught 
a gliinp.se nl tin; re.-^ideiico of tlio 
British cuiisiu-Hi/neral. for many years 
the home of Lord Cromer, the con- 
structor of luoilern Egypt. On tlie 
I'urther side of tlie bridge we ex- 
chaiigod our carriage for tlic electric 
ear line and wci-c .soon whirling along 
through ilur suburb of Gc/ira, jiasi 
the zoologlc'al gardcii.s and the ruin.'i 
of till- palaci' of C;iza, one of the 
Klicdi\-e Lsmail's Vi'nsteful erections 
and iati'ly the temporary homo of the 
national museum. 

Hero the road turns sharply to the 
rlglit and continues in a straight lino 
under an avenue of lebbokh trees dl- 
rict to the pyramids. 

Disappointed at First 

Seen at a distance of four milo.^ 
away, one is ratlier disappointed at 
their appearance, liut as one aji- 
proaclies nearer and nearer they in- 
crease in size and dignity till at 
length standing beneath them one is 
ainav.ed at their grandeur and Im- 
mensity. 

On the way I could not "help com- 
paring this visit with one that I paid 
just lifteen years ago. Then I bad to 
travel by carriage, now by electric 
car; then the road ran through great 
stretclies of fields, now there arc a 
large number of handsome residences 
facing the road; then the land bor- 
dering on the road could easily be 
brouglit for $1!50 dollars an acre, now 
it could not be purchased for less 
than $7,500 an acre; and greatest 
and uio.st wolcomo change of all, then 
the roa<I swarmed with ragged chil- 
dren running after the carriage and 
boggers of every kind al^ screaming 
out "bachshoe.sh, ' baqhsheesli," but 
on this trip I don't yUnk/;! sa\%.,a 
single begg<}r,' thOiWholf^i^ way, but the 
roatl was busy .'witU "/carriages and 
wagons, bicycles and auton\oblle8 all 
mixed up with lines of camjols, mules 
and herds of sheep or goats. 

So at tlic great pyramid Itself there 
was on the former occasion a yelling 
crowd of ' Arabs, loud-voiced, clamor- 
ous, mendicant, almost tearing one in 
pieces with their importuiutles; now a 
strange and wonderful order and (piiet 
prevailed, evidently ensured by the 
presence of u single mounted private 
;>( the Egyptliin police, and one was 
left free to spend a few moments in 
contemplating the stupendous mass of 
masonry before one. 

;rhen it stood in nigged grandeur, 
L'o\ering an i.'xtent of thirteen acres, 
iKiving a solid . content of 85 million 
cubic feet and towering up to the 
height of 451 feet, the loftest piece of 
masonry In-the; \yorld, and all thiji 
mighty titruoture-was the work of Kufii 
or Cheb^fe, 'the second king of the 
fnurtli dynasty, more th.'iii 5.000 years 
ago. liy what engineering device he 
r.'ii.-Jod those Immense blocks of stone 
ami granite, some of them nearly .18 
li-ct long, to so great a height is quite 
uiiUnowii, liut it Is said tliat he imi- 
liloyed relays of 100,000 iiion, each 
relay working for tlireo months for 20 
years in building the great pyramid, 
after having spent 10 years in con- 
structing a causeway for the transport 
of the stone from the river Nile. 

But one's meditations are broken Into 
by the approach of the sheikh of the 
pyramids, a dignified figure In a long 
lilack robe, and a fez covered with a 
turban. He comes to levy the tri- 
liute which is Ills due, by right of an 
anclenl tirinan, to receive from every 
visitor to the pyramkls. .Mutual salu- 
tations are made, the tribute given 
and rccc'ived and then ho summoned 
si.v; Arabs of his tribe wIhj were sitting 
aroMiiil to cunie and show us the way 
and take care of u.s. AVe dirt not go 
to Iho top because I had been before 
and I thought it too great an exertion 
for my wife, so we contented ourselves 
with i?olng inside, and this wo found 
sufllclently exciting. The entrance l.s 
a square hole, not quite 4 feet lilgli 
and about S feet and a half wide, 15 
font above the base and is now reached 
by a rough sloping .path. Then a 
stceijly descending passage polished 
Ijy much passing to and from and sllii- 
pei'y as marble runs for ;M0 feet to a 
chamber far beneath tlie base of tlio 
liyr.'unid, dow'u this pas.-jage we 1-ave 
to gi) In a stooping position for over 
llu feet, the only foothold being shallow 
depressions cut in the Iloor. of v;u-yliig 
.sl;:e at irreguai- intervals, but with an 
Aral.) in front of you to place his liaro 
feet to i)ri;veiit you. from sUiiping, and 
another by your side to hold yoll up, 
and yet aiiollu^r bebind. Y.OU then turn 
shari) to the right and dl'sporn by thp 
dim light (if a caudle a poriiondicular 
riji-k lu friuit (if you; up'thLs rock yon 
an; iiulled and iiushed and hustled, 
and then you tliid tlial you are in an-

mit the Arabs are. anxious to got 
through llicir work, and you are soon 
liusllcd up again and conducted along a 
horizontal passoge of only about three 
foot in height for anp|hor 127 feet, and 
then you . can stand 'erect In the 
Queen's chamber, which. is 'If feet long, 
17 broad and 20 in height, arid la roof- 
ed with lininenso blocks of stone plac- 
ed like a ])ent liou.se. 

The IClng'.s chamber Is readied by a 
continuation of tlio iirevlous ascending 
passage.

The Sphinx 

Having rested for a few minutes and 
more or less satlstied the niifortunate 
demand.s of the Arabs M'o both mount- 
ed camels and made our way to visit I 
the Sphinx. Tlio camel kneels right | 
down for .vou to mount him, and utters 
plaintive groans In, prospect of -the 
burdqii he Is about to bear, "VVhen you 
havo"so,ttlea yourself on his hack ho 
half rises on his bind -legs, then fully 
on his fore l»gs, and, again fully on 
his hind legs with a kind of switch- 
back motion. His paces are n long 
loose walk iiiul a longer trot. They 
say that iifter the first day's ride you 
feel as If you had ijroken ever.v b(m 
in your bod.v. but that in a few days 
you become able to aceonmiodato .vour- 
selt to the motion. As to the date, 
origin and purpose of the Kpliinz noth- 
ing really is known, but that it stands 
— its body 110 feet long of natural un- 
cut rock, and its head cut out of the 
solid rook and measuring nearly 30 
feet from the top of the forehead to 
the bottom of tiie chin, with its an- 
cient head dress and Its inscnitlble 
.smile — one of the most remarkable 
monuments of antlquit.v. Having paid 
our respects to the Sphinx and visited 
the ancient temple close by wo return- 
ed to Cairo In time to pack our trunks 
and catch the river, pteamer before it 
started for Assouan.

Myriads of 
ducks and wild geo.90 now abound in 
fhe various Islands, which are their 
favorite breeding places.

Ho was llio original 
discoverer of gold on Ciiiuriz crei-k and 
located the claims which made llio for- 
tiino of .SwifUvaler Bill Gates.

::''-'Bvery one must have read with, plea- 
iilro tho brief interview printed in our 

telegraphic columns yesterday with 
air. C. M. Hays, of the Grand Trunk 
and Grand Trunk Pacltlc Railways. It 
'iTvas highly optimistic. Mr. Hays gave

Mr. Hays is very hopeful as to the 
Koneral business outlook.

A SAD CONDITION 

Jlr; lUidyard Ivipiing .-^ays tliat Oan- 
tidlan nowspapens use "sccond-clasa" 
• .words, Possibly this '- Is true; indeed 
wo rather think it is; but dnfortunate- 
l\- llio groat majority of Canadians are 
.second-class i)oople. Tlioy neither bo- 
long to the typo wlaich employs the 
slang of the gutter, nor to .that which 
employs verbosity to conceaf absence 
of tliought. They are for tlie most 
part a lot ot plain folk, striving with 
the help of Providence and a feu- 
friendly critics from the Mother Coun- 
try to accomplish the herculean task of 
subdiilng half a. continent. After they 
have completed this, they may pro- 
duce a .school of journalists, wlio can 
till two and a half columns of a news- 
paper wltli a lot of observations, 
whicli. clotiio third class ideas in first 
class- language. 

' Me,. Kipling .sfcnis t.) 1)0 nioro or lo.ss 
worried over tln' suppos«'d attitude oi" 
Canadians towards lOiLgli-sbiiien. Tie 
S^oed not be. An Knglisliman, wlio 
comes to tiiis country and takes things 
as he finds thcni, is just as welcome 
as any one else. He must make up 
ills mind to ])ut up w.ith our second 
class wu.\ (it doing Uiiiigs. A\'e make 
no claim to be superior people out here 
in Canada, 'but we think ,we know our 
own ! business. -Now and again some 
follow, wlio left /lis coiintry for his 
i:oiiii try's good, si'ts out to teach us 
liovj- wo .should do tliiii.trs. i'ei'liaps it 
i.-; liow to eul down a Ireo; ])OHsil)ly it 
may be liow to conduct a newspaper. 
He usually ends by making an ass of 
himself, although this Is possilily giv- 
ing liiiii Ino niucii credit, for tlir. 
chiiiicrs aro lhat iJaiii.; Naiure, savi'il 
him llie trouble of doing even tliat. 
Vto feel very sorry for some of these 
creatures. They arc characterized by 
a; pig-Iieadod and pompous assump- 
tion of infallibility, whicli tliey im- 
agino serves to disguise the inflnitc 
littleness of thoir menial calibre. Put 
tho groat majority of Englishmen, we 
may toll Mi-. Kipling, are vvelcomo any- 
where in Canada. But this is only by 
tlio way. 

\Vc are more concerned about our 
aceond-cias.4 language than about the 
. vagaries of certain silly Englishmen. 
Mr. ICipling's actual words are: "One 
hates to tliinlc of tiiesc splendid peo- 
ple using second-claHS words to ex- 
press fii'st-class emotions." His refor- 
.ence Is to the Canadian newspapers, 
'/which, using llrst-class words we sup- 
pose, he describes as "back numbers 
C0i)yii)g back numbers." It is sur- 
prising that a man of his brcadtli of 
view and ample opportiniitlcs for ob- 
servation, has not recognized that tin; 
newspapers of a count;ry mirror tiio 
conditions of tho country. Tho Can- 
adian people are concerned about tlie 
ovcry (lay affairs of life, about the 
tilings that come home to them, about 
the doings of their neighbors, about 
the jn-OKiiects of this, th.at or tho otiicr 
locality. They arc also Interested In 
tho iolngs of thoir public lu^n, and 
the affairs of some newly opoiicd dl.s- 
trict are twenty times of as niuoii Im- 
portance '1.0 them as tlioso W .Hio 



Dar.ubian principalities. Those things, 
vviiich .Canadian readers'.'aro foolish 
enough to prefer, are all in the second- 
class and can only he properly dealt 
with in socond-cla.ss language. Mr. 
Ivlpling ought also to have been broad 
enough in his idea,^; to have realized 
that the production of neWspapers in 
a jiew country Is very different to such 
work In an old settled community. 
When a "city" consists of 'two lines of 
plank sidewalk with a lot of one storey 
shacks along them, and a few isolated 
liouses, whicli look as if they had been 
dropped from some pa.sslng ilying ma- 
chine a^id been allowed to remain 
where thoyi-feU, it mtist-have its . news- 
paper; and' that newspaper' is mighty 
luclcy if it struggles into tho second 
class. It Is sad to think that in tho 
opinion of Mr. Kipling our newspapers 
in Canada are so hopelessly . second- 
class, but ho might have had the 
decency to credit thoni witii having 
given him some llrst-class advertising. 

We subjoin a second-class observa- 
tion from tho Ottawa Citizen: 

Different opinions are liold as to 
whether Rudyard Kipling is a liter- 
ary deity or a "banjo poet." Mean- 
time, while tho said R. Kipling, by 
Wfltlng a column article to a news- 
paper, can set two oontinfents chatter- 
ing, lie does not liave to worry whe- 
ther ho is slated for a front seat or 
tho burdock row in tlie literary Val- 
halla. 



LABOR IIM CANADA. 

At Belfast a few weeks ago, Mr. II. 
W. Trotter, British represcntaLivo of 
the Canadian Labor Congress, speak- 
ing of immigration to Canada, com- 
plained that the Salvation Army, while 
campaigning in tlie United Kingdom 
for emigrants, were canvassing in 
Canada for situations for thom. Ho 
thought this a sufficient answer to the 
claim that tho Dominion offers oppor- 
tunities for 'mmlgranrs. Tills illus- 
trates how very easy it Is to employ 
the truth for purposes ot misrepresen- 
tation.-. What Mr.- Trotter said was 
Quite true. The Salvation Army is 
seeking both for immigrants and for 
situations for tliem. That is Its plan 
of action. It does not Invite people to 
leave England for Canada until it is 
able to place them In suitable situa- 
tions. Tlie officers of the Army know- 
that as a rule the undirected immigrant 
into tills country may have a very 
hard time in securing llio kind of em- 
ployment to wiiicli lie is adapted. 
There are in some Canadian cities 
many' hundreds of men, iVliiO came out 
to the conntr.v on . tho chance of gel- 
ting work and liavo been disappointed. 
They reacli tlic eastern frontier ot a 
vast region;. ;and .' "they. - hstrdly ■ ■ know 
which way to turn. Thloir- money - is 
soon exhausted and ; they' are'. Stranded 
In a place whore tho chances of relief 
are not very good. Xo organization 
belter understands the condition of 
those men than the Salvation Army, 
and ib is ,to, prevent deserving immi- 
grants from'becoming destitute that it 
carries on Its campaign for men and 
worlc simultaneously, it is fair to Jlr. 
Trotter to say that lie was opposed es- 
pecially to ^ the emigration .of. skilled 
workmen. In this he was oh ground 
that can to a great extent bo justified. 
We do not tliiiik there is any scarcity 
of sicilled labor in Canada at the prc- 
.sent time. The country can al;vays 
absorb a certain' number of .skilled ar- 
tizans, but there also is a. chance that 
the skilled mahTmay haEvo- to take, a 
place where only unskilled Labor Is re- 
cjuired, even if lie is not forced un- 
willingly into the army of the unem- 
ployed. V/e find, no fault with, the ad- 
vice given by -Mr. Trotter to skilled 
workmen. As to iinsklllod, it is quite 
tru(-- -tjiat during the winter there has 
in .some parts of .Canada bei^n a large 
surplus'df these, liUt iC they are willing 
to leave the cities and engage in rail- 
wax- construction or labor resulting 
llui-efroni, there ought to be few idle 
men in Canada during the next year or 
two. it is I'oolish ti) paint the iileture 
in too roseate hues. The work tliat tho 
unskilled man mu6t expect will be real 
work, and although the pay will be 
good, lie will have to bo economical if 
lie expects to .save anything. To the 
unskilled man witli no capital Canada 
(loos not offer a picnic, but tlien such a 
man does not expect picnics. 



• WOMAN SUFFRAGE 

Kdilli M. Massie coiilrlbiitcs to llu! 
.^iiiieleenlli Century a clever riau 'r 
agaiii.st woman .suffrage. ;>)io draws 
a dlstlnclion belwf'cn \\b;it. ,slic calls 
"local deputed bodies" and Parliament. 
Siie thinks the things with -which par- 
liaments deal essentially belong to 
men, and argues that "it Is Ju«t that 
niaiters of Imperial Interest, of peace 
and war, trade and commerce, should 
be under the Jurisdiction of those wlio 
are the defcndcra and wealth produc- 
ers of the country," She reminds us 
that "civilization lias not been able to 
eliminate force, -whiiih still 'remains 
the ultimate basis of law and order, 
the final tribuiio of appeal," and tells 
us that "the force of the community 
is man." She doubts the ability of 
women to deal -vvith great national 
questions, because she says they are 
guided rather by thoir hearts than 
their heads, and she asks: "'What 
would bo the condition of the country 
III a crisis of its fate if its policy 
were swayed to and fro by the gusts 
of feminine emotion?" She l.-iys stres.s 
upon the fact that one of the duties 
of women Is to raise families, and 
asks If it Is fair .to roaiilro them to 
bear In aadUloh-tlie responsibilities 
Involved In participation in active 
politics. She denies that women Inive 
lost anytlilng for the lack of .a vole or 
gained anything by Its possession, 
drawing attention to Ilic j'act lliat 



that men . have gained ~ through' Uio 
instrumentality of legislation, women 
have gained also. Sne points out, 
wliat lias been mentioned in this paper, 
that the groat majority of women aro 
Indifferent on the matter of voting, 
and tlilnks this of itself is a reason 
why they should not have the ballot. 
Tlie concluding paragraph of the paper 
reads as follows: . ' . 

This jis ^a i quositlori^;^ o£ i supreme ^ Im-. 
portancirraiid,vlt>^i!iQuld ■considered 
from tlie -n'ldest: possible standpbiht 
Let us as women look to tho end; and 
let every woman, looking to th6 end, 
a.S'k lier.seU' not whether women desire 
tho franchiso, but whether, if it were 
granted, it w-ould make for their o 
highe.st good and for the welfare of 
the nation at large. And let the" men 
who respect women much but lovo 
their country more, do their utmost 
to keep women out of a sphere which 
would hp fraught alike with harm to 
them.selvcs and danger to the common 
wealth.

PAYMENT OF. AWARD 

Mayor Will Ask That-City Pgy 
Mrs, Patton the Amount 
' Awarded 



Tho ' questloa" of the •settlement of 
the .claim -which Mrs. Martha Patton 
:has against the city, n.s awarded to 
her'under the Victoria AVost arbitra- 
tion "proceecilngs, will come before the 
city council at ilonday night's m,oot-. 
ing. Mayor Hall has posted notice 
that ho win rocommen'd that, pursuant 
to the Victoria West arbitration by- 
law, the corporation should borrow 
from the Bank of British North 
America on temporary loan the 
moneys payable pursuant to the award 
on the arbitration, dated the 20th of 
Februoi-y, in the case of Mrs. Martha 
Patton, and an order of the chief jus- 
tice, dated the 31st of March, amount- 
ing to a total of $2,75lt.50. This in- 
cludes the arbitrator's fee of $294 and 
tho sum of $110.05 c.xpen.ses already 
Incurred In connection with the arbi- 
tration. "While the above subject will 
he, inti®luced It will prSbably . not, 
JMayor Hall states, be finally - decided 
upon until further facta in connec- 
tion with the presedt status 'cif the 
Victoria' TCest tangle have been con- 
sldeted. 

Now that the by-laws which -will 
be submitted to the ratepayers on the 
ICth are out of tho way tho council 
will take up the consideration of the 
by-laws providing for the appoint- 
ment of a public prosecutor and that 
relating to the "perpetuity plans of 
cemetery maintenance," As regards 
this last measure, -the aldermen are 
divided In opinion; in fact, it is stat- 
ed that there is little chance of the 
measure passing the council. Several 
of the aldermen feel that the time is 
not yet ripe for the city to undertake 
such a scheme, and that until those 
owners of plots who reside elsewhere 
are comuiunlctttcd with and tho coun- 
cil receives an assurance from ail 
that they will agree to the proposed 
plan, it would be unwise to undertake 
the permanent upkeep of tho cemetery. 

After Us strenuous- labors, ,-whlcb 
necessitated a large number of -ses- 
sions for consideration of the .various 
items, the council will take up tbe 
"expenditure by-law," by Which the 
various estimates ot expenditure for 
tho year will be fixed and the amounts 
for the different aepartnierits stated 
In detail. Alderman' ' Cameron, chair- 
man of the finance committee, will In- 
(troduce the by-law, which will be a 
bulky affair. In view of the extrordl- 
nary demands made upon tho city this 
year, and tho deficit of nearly $80,- 
000 which was caiTied oyer from the 
last council, the work of figuring out 
tho estimates has been an arduous 
one, and, while no figures have" as 
yet been given out, it is hinted that 
In several oases - -the appropriations 
asked' for have been materially, cut 
down.

The 
movement of the bullet might have 
been caused by muscular action since 
the X ray e.vanilnatloh was made.

Mota Singh, the Hindu, wjio was 
arrested by Tlio police on the charge 
of having tlireatenod to bdrn down 
Leigh's mill, was tried in tho police 
court yesterday. The man had been 
found in tho sawmill at night when 
the same was deserted save by the 
night watchman, so as the threats 
were only niado by word of ptouth, the 
charge was altered to vagrancy. This 
the .sikh..was able to defeat, by show- 
ing that heji- had, > dope au^went^ work 
lately ; to, take him -out of .tlio unem- 
ployed class. 

Ho was defended by C. D. Tate, of 
the llrm of WcPhilllps & Hclsterman, 
who sought to show that the charge 
of making threats was concocted by 
S-anta Singh, the Sikh foreman at the 
mill out of revenge, Mota's brother, 
Buda having rbout tho same time laid 
a charge against Santa of having open- 
ed a letter and abstracted' therefrom 
two promissory notes. Mr, Leigh, 
however, showed that this report was 
made before tho letter pr-'secutlon be- 
gan, and that Santa had been. Induced 
wltli great dtfRciilty to give evidence 
at all. ' Santa told his employer that 
he was afraid of Mota and Buta, as 
thoy had already forced liIm_to pay a 
considerable sum ot money to avoid 
being brought into court on a trump- 
ed up charge. 

Mr. Tate, who represented the pro- 
secution in the letter stealing case, 
whicli was withdrawn on the state- 
ment that the letter had been inno- 
cently opened by another man of tho 
same name, cross-examined Santa 
severely on the subject, bringing out 
a number of statements that were ma- 
terially different from the facts as 
stated when the case was withdrawn.

VAST SAME RESERVE 
IN EAST KOOTENAY 

Government Entrusts Defini- 
tion of Limits to Provin- 
cial Game Wardens 



A vast ''game preserve asgrcgatlng 
hundreds of square miles will be laid 
out In ]':a.st Kootenny this spring b:,- 
tho provincial government as a result 
of tho strong representations ot promi- 
nent Canadian ami American sports- 
men. It will be located somewhere In 
the mountainous region lying between 
the Crow's Nest Pass branch of the 
0. P. H, and the main lino and will 
serye the same purpose ai the famous 
Yellowstone Natlopal Park in 'Wybm- 
Ing under the control of tlie war de- 
partment of tho United States. 

The ta/3k of dellnlng tho limits of 
tho proposed reserve has been entrust- 
ed to A, B. Williams, provincial game 
warden, who will visit tho district 
within the next few weeks. He has 
received 'val'uablo 'sufege^dlons from 
various well known sportsmen, includ- 
ing Dr. Horneday,. director of the Now 
York Zoological park, who has been 
a frequent visitor to Bast -Kootenay, 
regarded, par excellence as a veritable 
hunters' paradise. Dr. Horneday favcn-s 
reserving an area forty miles long by 
twenty .miles broad In tho region 
north of tho Crow's Nest line and 
lying between tho ]3ull and Elk rivers. 
The Fcrnle Game club recommends 
tlie sotting aside of a still larger tract 
embracing the section referred to as 
well as tho country lo tho north and 
west oxtondliig to "tho suinmlt of the 
Rockies, constituting the boundary be- 
tween liritlsli Columbia and Alberta. 
Mr.-C. M; Jidwards, of Cranbrook, has 
also iidvlsed tho reservation of a por- 
tion of thi.i territory and additional 
nrlleugo in tho region farther north 
and extending west as far as tho 
confiuenco of tho Columbia and White 
rivers. In this mountainous country 
moose, caribou and elk roam In vast, 
numbers ^ while grizzlies, shcop and

HERE AND THERE 

The question of immigration is a 
very diiticult^, ono,^. .On;, tiie .ono^^'hand, 
( 'a luiddi' lias> eirea;t'' .t%)rl to^ 
for sottiembnt. On tbV bthe'r^ the sur- 
plus populations oi Grout Brlta!ln and 
Europe want land and an opportunity 
to earn a living.' But though there is 
room cnous'li in Canada, and especially 
in British Columbia, for all who are 
not only able and willing but compe- 
tent lo work, the condition.s of the 
country makes life almost 'impossible 
for the ustlpss, and (lulto so for the 
idle or the lav.y. Nothing is to be got 
either on the prairies or in British 
Columbia without toll and self-denial. 
The land will scarcely, for the llrst 
year or two, yield more than a bare 
existence. After tliat competence, and 
often, in the end, riches, reward the 
efforts of the man who has learned 
to farm. 

In the variou.s trades the fiolil for 
em|)loynicnt i.s limited. The unsIiiUed 
day laborer must work every day of 
the week and be sober and econonilc.-il 
if he and his family are to live in 
comfort. Tiiere is room for advance- 
ment. Some of llio richest men in 
a'ostern Canada today began life as 
laborers or errand hoys. But success 
is gained only by industry and abil- 
ity. 

But how Is the most honest of im- 
migration agents to make people v.ho 
liave become disstttlsll<,>d with condi- 
tions at home understand the state of 
affair.s in a land the like of wliich 
tliej- have never dreamed.'? And there 
are many who^e. interest it Is' to per- 
suaile emigrants to go to Canada re- 
gardless altogether of their lltness for 
the new life they arc to begin. 

Yet it is not wise to take loo pessi- 
mistic a 'view of this immigration 
ciueslion. Tiiere were, no doubt, many 
who a hundred years ago, inveighed 
against the folly of sending Scottish 
crofters and llshermon, wlio had never 
handled an axe into lhi> green woods 
of Ontario or the maritime provinces. 
Y'et wlio have done better work in 
the building up of the nation than 
they? AVineii, In later years, the fam- 
ine stricken peasants of Ireland came 
aci'oss the ocean bearing discontented, 
if not disaffectioTi, to their new home, 
there must have been many who look- 
ed upon the arrival of shiploads of 
ragged immigrants almost witli dis- 
may. And yet how few cases of fail- 
ure have been recorded among tliem 
and how much Canada owes to their 
labors iinil that of tiielr descendants! 
There were those, even among the 
Kngllsli settlers, in the pioneer days, 
wlio were no creiiit to the land thai 
bore tliem. Hut nccesslt>' is an ex- 
cellent, il'a a. stern teacher, and the in- 
lluences of en\'lronment are strong. 
In the bracing air, the clear sunshine, 
and the constant industry of the new 
country, • evil habits wote' overcome, 
and good resolutions strengthened and 
the seeds' of vlrttie Implanted. Tlic 
result is' seen In the Cantidlan people 
of today of whom, with all their faults 
and shortcomings, the wHole ompire is 
proud. History repeats itself and 
while, the entrance arnong us of the 
weak, the Idle and the- vicious is to 
be, if posslt^lc, prevented we should 
not deny to the workers of our own 
kindred races, sympathy and encour- 
agement or criticise too liarshly their 
atlempt^s to adapt tiiem.selves to con- 
ditions, whicli however fUmiliur to na- 
tive Canadians, are strange to the 
inhabitant.s of lands where there are 
no great empty siiaces.

Ju 
the Kalurdav Kveiuug I'osl of yester- 
day's date there is an article on 
"Mouth Hreatlung: Its Cause and ),ts 
t^onsequcucey.- As there is in this 
nrlleU! miicli that is both easily un- 
deiKiood .■ind useliU to all who have 
the care of children an attenijit will 
be made lo make an abstract of ii. 

Dr. llulcliinson liegins Ijy a protest 
■against tlie idea that silence is a 
mark of wisdom. Ciuiet people, in his 
oi)inion, are- very often stupid p(.'0i)le 
wiio have no tbouglits whicli demand 
exiiression. The writer believes that 
••easilv elgiit-tentjis of ail speech is 
inforn'iiiig. educative, helpful In some 
modest d(-gree, while fully that pro- 
portion of silence Is due to lack of 
ideas, cowardice, or designs that can 
only flourish In darkness." 

If the advice to "keep the mouth 
shut" in order to prevent 'the expres- 
sion of ideas is foolish. It Is as use- 
less to forbid children breathing 
tlirough their mouths. Presh air, even 
when inhaled by the mouth, rarely 
docs any harm, and most peoiile when 
engaged in active exercise take from 
a sl.xth to a third of their breath in 
this manner. 'Whiie this is true, those 
who tjreathe only with the mouth do 
so because they cannot help il. To 
endeavor to prevent Iheir keeping 
their mouths open Is useless, and to 
chide a child for doing .-o is cruel. 
WliiHi tills liabit has Ixeomo con- 
finned, the air passages of the no.se 
are closed by what are called adenoid 
growths. 

Thirty years ;igo "A iJanlsii throat 
surgeon, AYilllam Mcycv, whose deatli 
ocinirred only a few months ago, dis- 
covered in studying a number of cliil- 
(ireii who were .-iffected Avilii mouth 
breathing, tiial in all of them there 
were present in the roof of the tliroal 
curious spongy growths which blociced 
up. the posterior opening of the nos- 
trils. 

"Xol only do tliepe growths prevent 
llie air from passing li'ci.'ly from tile 
nose lo llie air passages which lead 
lo the liiiiBS, but when, as Is .frequent- 
ly the ea^a-, tliey liecome itiflainod, the 
discharges from them clog the open- 
ing into tho oar 'called tlio eustacliian 
lube, (Sauslng ' edrjipho'.'Stid' the deaf- 
ness that Is" so ■''dltrfca.slngly common 
among children.'" The writer very ac- 
curately describes a result of the par- 
tial deafness' ,in children that springs 
from this, cause. "This is tlie secret 
of Jvla,'''3natt.9ntlon,' his 'indlffert^nce'-^ 
'oyen 'of his' apparent disobedience and 
rbhelllou^ne.ys. Wlial oliur children 
liear ''without an effort, ho lia.s to 
s'trairi every n<r\'e lo catch, lie mls- 
lindorst.'inds the (lue.jtlon that is asked 
oC him, maicos an absiiid answer, and 
l.o either seoldiMl or laughed .at. - It 
isn't long before he falls into tlio al- 
titude, 'Well, I can't get it rigiit, any- 
how, no matter iiow I try, .po 1 don't 
care,' Up to five or ton ycat's ago tlio 



puzzled and distracted teacher would 
siini)ly report the child for stupidity, 
indifference and insubordination. In 
nine cases out of ten when tlic chil- 
dren are nauglily or stupid tliey arc 
really sick."

Muoh'-'oC the- chronic di.schargc of 
tho -Inflivmedl adenoids finds its way 
into the stomach, causing Increased 
trouble and distress. Dr. Hutchinson 
describes many other evils to the .sys- 
tem th"at result from the nnlargeinent 
of adenoids' and enters into careful 
and elaborate ' explanations of what 
these growths are. i^nough. iiowever, 
has boon said to show the most com- 
mon effects of nils disease, if disease 
it can be teriued. Its symptoms are 
thus described: 

•'\Vhelher we Iciiow anything cbout 
adenoids themselves or not, we arc 
all familiar with their handiwork. 
'J"l:e open moutli, giving a vacant ex- 
pression to the countenance, tho short 
upper lip, the pinciied and contracted 
nostrils, the proininent and irregular 
teeth, the listless expression of the 
eyes, the slow response to recpiest or 
command, we have seen a score of 
times In every schoolroom." 

Tliese growths arc specially dan- 
gerous .affording "a port of entry 
for tho germs of many serious dis- 
oixses such as ttiberoulosis, rheuma- 
tism, , diphtheria ■ arid possibly scarlet 
fever." , . 

By watchfulness and proper at- 
tention . during . babyhood tho growth 
of adenoids can bo . prevented. While 
tho child Is stiir young they can bo 
removed,'" by . an almost painless and 
perfectly sate operation, and all theii: 
injurious effects overcome, '.rhero is 
nothing in the entire realm of surgery 
whicli is followed by more brilliant 
and gratifying results." • • « "it 
is no uncommon tiling to have a child 
of 7 jump tlirce to five Indies In 
height, six to twelve pounds in weiglit 
and one to throe grades in his scliool- 
ing within the year following tlie op- 
eration. Ten years more of intelli- 
gence and hygienic teaching sliould 
see this scourge of childhood oom- 
pietoly wiped out. or at least robbed 
of its poKslbilllles for iiarm. AVhen 
this is done at least two-thirds ot ail 
cases of deafness, more than half the 
cafces of arrested development and 
three-fourths of backwardness In 
children will disappear."

, Invcstigatiiin is being 'oiadOv into -tho 
•recent stranding of thovBritlsh bark 
Gunford and- her abandonment • in tho 
South''-PaolfloS'.wheii'!' carrying a cargo 
of coko and patent fuel from Hamburg 
for Santa Rosalia, ' the circumstances 
being such that suspicion of barratry 
has been aroused. Tho underwriters 
who had indured a vessel valued at 
£9,000 for X, '15,800, of which £111,000 | 
was written on the hull, charged that 
the ship had been thrown away inten- 
tionally, to get the insurance. 

Tho over-Insurance, tho fact that | 
tho master had a bad record and had • 
not been given a comni-and of a vessel i 
for 22 years, and the fact that tho 
pages referring to the strandlngs in 
the log bouk were missing— R w-as 
claimed tho book became wet and tho 
pages were destroyed in conseciuence 
—all tended to cause suspicion. 

Syren and Shipping says: "Tlic 
Gunford, a Glasgow-owned bark, left 
Hamburg on Oct 13 last with a cargo 
of coko and patent fuel for Santa Ros- 
alia. On Nov, 2 sho crossed the Equa- 
tor In long. 32.39 •■W.,.and a few days 
later she commenced' a s^les of 
stranding,s which eventually resulted 
In her having to be abandoned. So 
far tho matter might bo merely one o 
carelessness and Incompetent naviga- 
tion, but there are other circumstances 
which tend to lift It out of the com- 
mon. An expert valuer, Mr. T. w. 
Tamplln, stated in evidence that her 
value would be under £9,000, yet she 
carried Insurances amounting in all to 
£35,800! There was n. policy on hull 
for £10,000, another on freight lor 
£5,500, and one on disbursements lor 
£ 1,000. The master's effects were in- 
sured for £200, and, finally, there was 
an additional insurance on hull ana 
dishui'sements to the extent of *-*>,- 
500, which the rogistored owner had 
effected, as he said, to cover debts of 
the vessel for which he was persona y 
liable. The plea of personal liabiuty 
was ridiculed by the underwriter .-^ 
counsel at the Inquiry, who urged tnat 
in view of tho llgure for which tho 
ship herself was Insured, all depts 
could be paid If -.^he were lost. 

"The master had not been to sea for 
22 vears previous to his taking com- 
mand of tho vessel on this Pai'ticular 
voyage. Jlorcovor, his record was 
scarcely a good one, fur on the ast 
occasion when he figured as a an»P- 
n-iaster he had lost his ship and had 
had his certilicate suspended In con- 
sequence. AVo should bo sorry to lay 
down the law that a captain who has 
spent nearly a quarter of a centuiy 
ashore is, of necessity, undt for a 
command, but taking all things into 
considor.'itlon, the owners' •selection ol 
this gentleman was, to say tho least 
of It, unfortunate., . , , , „„, 

"The registered, owner, in his evi- 
dence, said that "Capt. Sember came 
to him with highly-satisfactory testl- 
monlrUs, and ho paid him £20 a 
month as wages, which was ,not ex- 
cessive for a Ilrst-class man.' inis, 
wo consider, -was rather naive. A sus- 
pended - ticket, followed by 22 years 
failure to secure another berth, can 
hardly be regarded as placing a ma" 
in the "first class," while, in addition, 
there Is the fact that the under wrltevs 
had called, the owner's, attention to 
Capt, -Sember's prolonged alisence 
from tho sea. However, wo will not 
pursue this feature of the ease any 
further. 

"Wo hav(! now got two factors: an 
over-insured vessel and a captain upon 
whom most owners would have turn- 
ed their backs at once. Is there any- 
thing else to be considered'? Unhap- 
pily there is. The mate's log-book, 
when brought Into court, proved to 
have several jiages missing, the period 
covered being that just prior to tho 
(inal stranding. The explanation olfer- 
od was to the ea'cct that the book 
must have got wet,- and that the 
leaves must have blown overboard 
while the book was being examined 
after the casualty. All this may ac- 
tually have happened. Not for one 
moment do we regard it as impossible, 
but we do consider it as most unfor- 
tunate that a log-book whoso leaves 
got wcH and blew away should have 
formed part of the papers of an over- 
insured ship, with an out-of-d&to cap- 
tain. 

"Finally, there Is the fact that 'some 
of the Gunford's crewaotually accused 
tho master of deliberately runn'ng his 
vessel ashore, a charge concerning 
which wo prefer to say nothing, es- 
pecially as wo gather, from the re- 
marks let fall by tho underwriters' 
representative at the Inquiry, that tlio 
case Is not yet done with. It may bo, 
by tlio way, that these remarks 'had 
something to do with tho court's 
Komcwhat colorless llnding, AVhat Mr. 
Scrutton— counsel for the underwrit- 
ers—practically asked was that if the 
tribunal could not llnd that the Gun- 
ford was intoutlonally cast away, they 
should refrain from sucli comment as 
might prejudice either side It the casa 
found its way Into other courts. This, 
in all probability, accounts for the fact 
that in the judguu-nt of tho Court of 
Inipiiry there is no expression of opin- 
ion in this coiiiioctloii, one way or 
another. The court liiuls that tlie 
Gunford was not tunlgatod witli pro- 
per and seaiiianliki^ care, and it lay.s 
the whole blaiiio at the door of the 
iiuister, whose cortili(-ate it susponds 
for tli(> space of tw(-l\-e iiioiitlis, U 
coniiiionls severely upon the mutilated 
coiKlitlon of tho log-book, and eon- 
sidors tlio Insurances on the ves.sel 
"excessive."

Vancouver Apiil 1. — ' Grading and 
tho clearing of tho i Ight ot way of tho 
Grand Trunk Paclllc will bo com- 
menced at Prince Kupert next week. 
My linal instructions from Vice-presi- 
dent IMorso are to rush to completion 
the 100 mile section of the main line 
between Prince Kupert and Kltsalas 
Canyon, ahd tho briuieli lino CO miles 
in length, from tidewater at Kitamaat 
to tlie junction with tho main line at 
Kltsala.s Canlon. Ordinarily under tlio 
most favorable circumstances these 
coiiti-acts should occuiiy at least two 
years in completion. However, we 
will do better than that, as wo expect 
to hand these tv>ro sections over to tlio 
company within a year and a half, 
and possibly sooner." 

This was the stjitement made at tlio 
Hotel Vancouver today by J. W. Stew- 
art, managing director and partner in 
tho big railway contracting linn of 
Messrs. Foley, Welch & Stewart. Mr. 
Stewart reached here this morning by 
Great' Northern from St. Paul and 
Spokane, whither ho had been called 
on business."^ Hie . will be a passenger 
for Prince Rupert on the C. P. K. 
steamer Princess May, which sails 
north tills evening. Mr. Stewart will 
be accompanied by his princlijal lieu- 
tenants and the membor.s of his ofllce 
stalT, who reached here yestn-day, frcm 
Konora,, O'nt. 

"Our two contracts with tho railway 
company appro'ximat.^ly aggregate 
about ton million dollars" was Mr. 
Stewart's reply to an enquiry. "Be- 
tween five and six thousand white la- 
borers will be required on construc- 
tion work. Any white workingman 
wanting a job Is .sure of obtaining 
onipioymcnt. We shall give the pref- 
erence at the outset to tho unemploy- 
ed in tlio coast cities, nnd shall en- 
gage men here and in Victori.a through 
labor employlnent agencies. The more 
men wo secure on tho coast the bet- 
ter, -as we desire to avoid if possililo 
tho necessity of bringing in men from 
points east of the Rockies, where a 
great deal of railway construction 
worlc is now in progress. . Standard 
wages will be paid. Besides the army 
of laborers, there will be hundreds of 
jobs for parpontors, blacksmiths and 
other mechanics. Headquarters will 
bo established at Prince .Kupert. where 
I shall dlr!eQf,..operatl6na"when not look- 
ing after , our . contract for 125 miles' of 
main^flrie of ithe'tt T.'.-P* ivest'^bf Ed- 
monton^ It Is, quite- lUtely? Avoi • shall 
also open; a .branch oRlce In Vancouver. 

"A good deal of tho worR OTi tho 
Kitamaat hra/ii.'h and on the main 
lins eastward from Prince Rupert will 
bo sub-let, but those details have not 
yet been arranged. Our main object 
now is to got the work under way at 
the western terminus. Not a moment 
will be lost. I expect that gradin;^ 
will be in full swing on tlie entire KiO 
miles comprised in both conLTiirrs 
witliin a month and a half. This worK 
will be rushed, summer* and winter, 
uritil It l3 coifipleted. The task of 
distributing, men, horses andj .outfits . 
Blons tn6 route is a bi;^ one, , and wlll|^ 



naturally occupy some time.' Our 
plant from various sections between 
Edmonton nnd Tliundor Bay junction 
will t)o despatched to Vancouver via 
tho Canadian' Pacific railway. A por- 
tion of it, now enroute, will reach here 
next week and will be shipped north 
In Canadian steamers. Tlio transpor- 
tation of our ouKit will requfro about 
live hundred cars. The plant ■ and 
equipment will comprise thousands of 
dump carts, graders, /sctapurs,' sXoam 
drills, derricks, and about six hundred 
horses; j . j . ,■ - ' ., 

"When the work' Is .In .full swing, 
wo shall bo distributing about $500,000 
a month in wages and supplies, it Ik 
our' intention to buy all these suppTlc.* 
on tho coast — from ''<^anaoD?i'oT niifti 
A'^ictoria. Taking everything into con- 
sideration, 1 .have concluded that not 
an article wo will ncdd for, tlio .camps 
and commissariat 'm HI have to bo 
ordered from tiro east, as equally good 
prices can be secured here. In any 
event I belicvo in tho principle that 
as tho worlc is to be done in Briltsh 
Columbia any disburseiuents wo have 
to make should b.e ciicci. with the 
merchants and h borers oi; this prov 
iiice.

Tlie government has not yet perfect- 
ed plans for tho system of fire patrol 
and i»rotoction, which It will carry 
out during tlw coming summer, but a 
general scheme 'Is, .now being outlined. 
ThoTap'pblntmerittotia-''flro warden and 
a number of deputies Is expected as 
soon as dofinite plans have, been made. 

Despite the action of tho provincial 
government in recently permitting tho 
export of logs, but little timber has 
been sent out of the province. It is 
explained as a reason for this failure 
of export that there is practically no 
demand on Puget Sound for llr or 
spruce logs, and that the only call of 
American mills is for cedar.

yards hi length and Just under 100 
yards in width. Round the edge of 
tliis arena l8 a cinder ruanlng path, 
of three laps to the" mile, laid out un- 
der tho superlntendeneo of the .-\ma- 
tciir Athletic A.-sociation, and odtsiile, 
this again is a cycling trmd;, two ;iiid , 
three-quarter laps of which go to the j 
mile.

This is i)aitly due 
to the fact that cotton iiianufacturerK 
aro not under trust or monopoly In- 
fluence; while the unions are freciuent- 
ly l(?ad by men of intidlig<.nce and con- 
servatism who are alile ti> recogniv;i? 
and accept changes in luisiness condi- 
tions. There Is no tpicstion but tliat 
tho cotton Industry of the Cnlted Stall's 
Is In 11 safer condition th.iu any other 
brnnch of rna nn factnring .'it this time. 

Tho most disturbing issue in the 
silicic niai'k-et is the political outlook. 
Tlie oi'esiil.'ntial eamiiaign Is growing 
in Inti'nsitv and more or less uncer- 
tainly is innvltalile until llie nomii'n- 
tlons are ascertained. The afteiiiiit "of 
labor to seeure through tlie president 
<:.\emplion from the Sliermaii Act and 
make- Itself a prlx-Ileged elass Is ab- 
surd and nnteniil)I(.. Wlioever are re- 
sponslblo for this movenient their 
judgment Is at f.uilt and tlieii- I'ondiiet 
unwise.

On the following- day this item appcarorl 
in- the news columns: "No public demon- 
stration was made over the announcement 
that Victoria had been selected as the Capital 
by the Legislative Council. A few flags were 
flung to the breeze, but beyond that nothing 
worthy of note took place. The feeling of 
satisfaction on all sides,, however, is very 
great, and the congratulations, tliough quiei, 
were none the less hearty and sincere. 

Editorially, the British Colonist said: "We 
cannot see that as citizens of Victoria we are 
called upon to be excessively jubilant over the 
location of the Seat of Government at this 
place! The movement was one in which the 
whole country possessed a direct interest, and 
the whole country has cc|ual cause to rejoice 
at its success. ]-,ocal conditions ne\-er weighed 
a feather with us — never influenced our policy 
in the least. The question was one of simple 
e?cpediency and economy. Common sense 
brought all to protest against a waste of pub- 
lic money by the continuance of the office at 
New Westminster. It was not the selfish 
feeling engendered by a prospective rise in 
real estate, or a desire to profit l)y the yearly 
cxpenditiu'c in our midst of a few thousands 
of dollars by tiie officials, that caused Victoria 
to take so decided a stand in this respect. Vic- 
toria's opposition sprang enti^rely from the de- 
'sire to have the government efficiently and 
economically administered by the location, of 
its seat at' a point tiiat could be easily reached 
at all seasons and at all times — where it could 
claim and receive at a moment's, warning, the 
support of ITcr Majesty's naval forces, and 
where it could have easy communication willi 
all parts of the world. Such are the motives 
which actuated Victoria in urging its claims 
upon the country, which claims are enhanced 
by her possession of the buildings necessary 
to the, proper transaction of the public busi- 
ness. The same feelings actuated the hun- 
dreds in the Upper Country who signed the 
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memorials praying for the location of the Capi- 
tal at Victoria. It is a mistake to suppose the 
petitioners could have been actuated by any 
feeling of hostility to-'New\.Westminster,;..an^ 
it is an equally falacious' idea that Victoria 
wished to sacrifice the country to secure her 
own prosperity. The movement from first to 
last ^vas a patriotic one. The entire country 
is deeply interested in having its Government 
administered in the most economical manner 
consistent with efficiency. As proof of the 
correctness of this we have only to point to 
the vote taken upon the resolution on Thurs- 
day. Both mover and seconder are popular 
mcniljcrs representing interior constituencies; 
only two popular members voted for the re- 
tention of the Seat of Government at New 
AVestminstcr ; and the member for Big licnd, 
who supported New Westminster's claims last 
session, declared in favor of Victoria on Thurs- 
day. The result proves that the agitation Avas 
,not local and that it was not instituted for lo- 
cal aggrandizement or preferment. The inter-

•so 'poetized. There is nothing in Italy; 
Switzerland or Ireland to surpass what we 
have at home. Oh, you Canadian people who 
go abroad "to see"; did you but know it there 
lies at your very door, Mediterraneans, Rhines, 
Killarney lakes ; and the Isle of Wight gives 
to the thousands who pour over its famous 
"coaching lanes," nothing to conu)are with 
what I found yesterday in British' Columbia.

STAGE RIDE TO ALBERNL 

A\'riling in the Manitoba Free Press, "Mary 
Markvvell"' says: 

They tell me that twentieth century force 
called the "C.P.R-." is breaking ground on 
beautiful Vancouver Island. That the irdn hoof 
is already heard in a beating tattoo where the 
old "tote-roafl" led. ' 'i'hat the slumberous 
silence of the grant! old hills will soon l)e Ijrol';- 
cn by the sliriel': of the whistle and tlie deep 
cry of "all aboard," and that those green aisles 
leading to green arbors, all curtained by the 
mountain inists will soon be thrown into a 
commingled confusion of sound because the 
world outside demands admittance at the gates 
of Eldorado! Well, so be it. But I shall al- 
ways be glad of a ilay spent — an interlude of 
peace — in the quiet of the wood. Shall always 
l)e glad of an afternoon Avith nattu'c, when 
neither time nor toil counted for aught — and 
the all-sufficient Present was as a Mid-Sum- 
mer Day's Dream. I shall never know such 
an idle hour again, for they tell me the Twen- 
tieth Century Force, the C.P.R. , is coming. 
You can hear tlie forests, the timliers, the 
mountains torrents and rivers shriek their dis- 
may! O, land of story, of legion and of song 
draw close al)out your laurel wreathed brow 
the draperies of your Past ! Upon the thre.sliold 
of the Present there stands a Shape ; and all 
the meanings of your Hills, the weeping of your 
valleys and the protest of your pines is vain, 
vain, vain ! The Twentieth Century Force, is 
upon you, and the very sap of your- strength 
will glut the belly of that Shape— for "Trade," 
the juggernaut is upon you! 

When tlie old-fasliioned high-canopied 
stage lumbered up to the door, baggage piled 
above, baggage, stowed below, and iiaggag? 
wedged between with seven passengers Jll-' 
ready seated, I wondered where in the vvorld 
I was to be put? But gallantry lives in the 
wilds, and when I appeared on the scene, seven 
scats were at my disposal! I selected the one

straightway carried through deeper forest 
greens along a sweetly scented path with here 
and there a "cutting" througii the tall timbers 
where some tiny fruit farm stands, and the ab- 
solute stillness of the surroundings seems 
iii}'sterious and solemn. gradual rise of 

.ground it is, until some thirty miles arc gone 
over, when the driver (relieving himself of a 
quid) says, "Say, boys don't y' want t' measure 
th' yearth?" We were coming to the Summit, 
and the way the fine spirited four horses tug- 
ged at tlic traces told of the liciglits to he 
climl^cd. We had been passing tlirough hud- 
ding forests and running alongside running 
.streams; we had noted the crocus and the deep 
purple wall flower along the wild hedges; 
everywhere rich and clustering ivy hung, and 
spring had laid her hand upon the forest latch. 
From this sumptuousness Ave came to a parch- 
ed cedar line of trees ; to firs that huddled to- 
gether; to still waters and to patches of parcli- 
ed grasses. The big timbei's seemed lo hud- 
dle together, and the air grew perceptibly 
colder, though the sun was shining in a dag- 
zling brilliancy through the interlacing 
boughs. Suddenly, without warning, we came 
into snowfields, and the toilsome steeps, thir- 
teen hundred feet of ascent,*had been covered ; 
we had reached "The Summit," — were 
(seemingly) on a level with white crowned 
"Arrowsniitli," which towers six tiiousand feet 
in the air, and saw unfolding in the early morn- 
ing light all the fabric colors of a radient sun- 
liglit. The snow on Arrowsmith was tinged 
with pink! I never saw anything' lovelier in 
nature. 

At one point in the winding road we came 
to Cameron lake, a picturesque body of water 
•almost five miles in length. The coach road 
ran alongside for this distance, and unfolded 
to the si.ght such beauties in water shadows, in 
pcld)ly l;eaclies, in swirling turns of tide and 
Avillow-shaded nooks with o]ien spa'ces suited 
to bathing, that insensibly I found nij^self once 
more standing, by the far-famed 'Lugano, in the 
old world asking myself, "Can there be any- 
thing more fair?" . s,. 

No one considers and few understand that 
here in Canada in the wild haunts of our for- 
esta,-;we have all that Switzerland and Italy, 



here and there in tree branch post offices, 
-(curious old crows, in charge) and snatching 
from other pine-branch "posts" mail bags left 
dangling. 'The baggage rolling off ; the pas- 
sengers hanging on; the "G'lang" of the driver 
— the rattle of the vvlieels- — the straining of the 
horses — the crack of the long, postilion whip ! 
Such a riotous run for two and twenty miles, 
and, with a great swerve of coach, tremendous 
barking of dogs, and general scafnpering of 
horses' heels, we swept tip to the door of the 
Road House at Parksvillc. 

Have you ever been in a road house? No. 
The road house came to British Columbia in 
the early 50's. It filled the place of "home" 
to the wayfarer; and its need, up to the pre- 
sent, has been very great. You receive bed and 
board at the road house; you are accepted at 
face value there, and you may be the greatest 
outlaw in existence, but you'll receive the same 
attention, as a lord bishop, providing you pay 
the coin. The road house is the great leveller 
of humanity ; it takes the kinks out of every- 
body, and it is the only known anti-dote to the 
"Reiiiitl;mce Man." 

We fetched our own sou]) from the kitchen 
stove, and "snatciied" butter as it went career- 
ing "down the middle and up the sides" of the 
voracious table. We partook of fish and meat 
at the same time and off the same plate; and 
"liud'n r' ])ol?" we had, hut got no choice in 
the order. 'J'hcre was but lia!f-an-liour (this 
to change horses) and, with a crack of whip, 
we were off again, waving good-byes to the 
crowd at the door, for tlie whole liousc came 
out to see us off, shouting "S'long, Sam !" 

The run thence to Nanaimo was less idyllic, 
but more modern. We passed the "right of 
way," carved through the grand old forests on 
either side; we met hundreds of loaded wa- 
gons; supplies going to tiie dozens of camps; 
and we met scores of liusky young fellows, 
])ack on slioukicr, striking out for tlie railway. 
Up to a certain limit tlie Chinese and Japs 
were in great numbers clearing out the forests. 
Great bonfires blazed everywherei; and ■■ ^ 
waste timber being destroyed" riiust" be worth 
millions. Magnificent trees of magnificent pro- 
portions being ruthlessly cut down, and al- 
ready the "dump" building; the men, busy as 
ants, and the hum of industry everywhere. We 



reached Nanaimo at 7 p.m.; the tall funnels of 
the coke and coal -furnaces ; the yd^^ 
from fires, arid tliiei^iyowder w 
puffing soot, with the blaze of hundreds of 
"clearing" fires, giving one the impression of 
having reached Hades. Despite the dark and 
coal-grimed buildings of Nanaimo I found very, 
comfortable^ hotel accommodation. 

The rail runvjfrpm^^ to Victoria is 

of four hours' idiiratiori'. A pleasant parlor 
car with observation windows shows the trav- 
eler a diversified scene. Duncans, a pleasure 
resort, appeared a very coaxing little centre ; 
here the shades of forest green excel anything 
I ever beheld. Nanoose Bay, Ladysmith. 
Clicmainus (a great lumbering centre). Cour- 
chan edges the railway line and is an attrac- 
tive .-tourist place. Here all kinds of fruit 
flourish; peaches and grapes growing to per- 
fection. At Shawnigan lake a fine tourist 
hotel stands, and grand fishing and bathing is 
found. Summer suburban daily trains carry 
liundreds away from town. On both Shawni- 
gan and Chemainus lakes large steamers ply, 
both being within easy reach of yictoria, .VauirJ 
cbuver and other towns, ..' V : >■ ^ 

COMOX FARMING ' ' ' 

The Comox valley, roughly, seven miles 
long by three broad,. is;gcrie'rally conceded to 
be the best agricultutal district oh the Island; 
A great part of it was naturally open and cov- 
ered with a dense growth of fern, and all of 
this was occupied by settlers more than forty 
years ago. Later arrivals have either bought 
out. the pioneers, or else located in the woods 
aroitndv;Where there was a good deal of easily. 
cleat*ed alder' or swariip land. There is not 
much of this left now, and I believe the C. P. 
R. Co., to whom it belongs, has withdrawn it 
from tlie market for the present. There is lit- 
tle land changing hands in the district just 
now, as the owners are inclined to ask steep 
prices ; but then the crop-yields beat every 
district in the province, except, possibly, Chilli- 
wack, >and .there i s a iready; cash market for* al-- i 
mbst. every thing J t}ia1rjs,;ra ^ -^tlie ,:^;dpai; 

mining town of -Gunibierland, seven niiles?of£i 
by good wagon 'road.:' '^■v-'Vir 

Dairying is the principal industry, and I un- 
derstand the local creamery expects to pay its 
patrons 30 cents clear per lb. for their butter 
all this year. Best dairy butter, superior to 
creamery, is now (August) 35 cents. Eggs 
■range from 20 to 50 cents, according to the sea- 
son ; beef, from 7 to 9 cents, and pigs on foot, 
the same price. Grain yields well,,but is only , 
raised to bring in the land again for hay, of 
wdiich clover is now the staple, giving 5 tons 
to the acre. 

Roots of all kinds are in their element here. 
Potatoes, of most excellent quality, can be 
made to average 8 tons to the acre, at $20.00 
per ton, and the writer has repeatedly raised a 
ton of onions on a patch 40 by 70 feet, of 
course this implies careful, cultivation, but;th^|ii 
soil and weather conditions are here; all tltatis' 
wanted is work, and no man with the will and'' 
"ability for work ever regretted coming to Co- 
mox. White shirts, however, are useless, un- 
less combined with independent means, in 
which case the district supplies good hunting 
and fishing. 

The chief drawback to farming here is the 
. want of reliable help at reasonable rates, A 
steady farm hand, especially if' he is a good 
milker, can command $35,00 a month wi£l*< 
board and lodging all the year round, and farm^ ' 
hours have been much shortened of late. But 
the district logging camps at present run the 
farmer out in the matter of wages. The weeds 
of civilization, such as the thistle and dande- 
lion, have also struck the valley, and, like every 
other crop, they thrive amazingly; They must 
be fought with, cultivation atvi clover, and this 
necessitates more -help—which has simply 
got to come — either frorri the east or west. —

I:'.\u the pleasures of the 
Imagination, when It is rightly controlled, far out- 
weigli the pains. In the estimation of those on whom 
the gods have bestowed this wonderful ffift, with its 
nuisical power of turning all it touches into gold. 
Kor them no <!ay need be dull; time will not bo alow- 
footed, nor dut.N- irksome; for all Will be aglow with 
"the light that never was on land or sca." 'The Inner 
kingdom hi which they really live wHl he peopled 
with fair visions and places of delight, of whldi the 
actual is but a dim shndoW. Like children, they 
"make bellove," and Invest It with the Ideals of their 
house of dreams. If circumstances and environ- 
ment arc of necessity narrow and circumscribed, the 
imagination Is still free to transport its happy pos- 
sessors to far-off lands and to make these so clear 
to the mental vision that they can he set before 
others in word-painting so vivid and realistic that 
it is not excelled even hy those who have soon Willi 
the outward eye. .Sucli a ^'ift had Defoe and Thomas 
Sloorc, wlio left n.s ])ictures of lands to which tliey 
were both strangers, wliicli .so glow with life as we 
read that they aro as real ak, places witii whicli we 
are familiar. It is a beautiful thing to live, says 
some one; "wo sliould go about sipping nectar and 
ambrosia." To do this in the midst of commoni)laco 
surroiuulings, with grinding poverty, anxiety and 
care abounding, and witli the sordid race for wealth, 
•the petty alms and foolish pleasure that absorb so 
many, confronting one at every turn, Is only possible 
.to those dowered with this blessed gift, and so able 
'to look beyond- man in the making of the idear to- 
•\vards which he- Is ever, though often unconsciously, 
.striving.. The pleasures, of the imagination belong 
.not only , to the 'poet and the artist, they arc within 
th'e reach of all who will cultivate the power, althqugii 
those to whom it is a natural gift know most o( its 
wonders. This wonderful power of seeing with the 
inward eye, is a priceless possession. But it is po.s- 
sibie to misuse this faculty, and while the joys to be 
derived from it.s right use arc untold, the abuse of 
It Is franglit witli misery and even disaster To allow 
the imagination unbridled license, to run riot wher- 
ever fancy may lead, is to bo guilty of gr;ive mis- 
use of a great gift.

a grave responsibility. It belioves then all vyho.have 
been dowered with this magical power to use It. well 
and keep it pure and. unsullied, for It Is Indeed a 
^'p'reoious trust, full o'f 'possibilities for good, and evil. 
.. f Now,' with regard to the "training of moods." "I 
am not In a mood for that today," we frequently say, 
when a proposal is made- to us which, undei oi-din- 
ary 'Circumstances," would prove attractive. And so, 
'CpnQuercd by the tyrant whose slave for the nonce 
Sve permit ourselves to be, we miss many a jiloasure, 
and lose man.v an opportunity. A mood i.s defined 
as a certain habit of thought indulged in until it 
becomes, for tlie time, a. definite and mori; or less 
))ei-manent slate of mind. Fov instance, a habit of 
introspcctioji unwisely yielded to may jiroduce a 
inoi-bid tendency to dwell on the past or on the in- 
evitalilc ill the present. This will result In a de- 
pressed nielanciioly state of mind, which. If not 
checked, will degenerate into a [pessimistic and' 
morose mood; while the habit of looking for a silver 
lining to every cloud, of seeking for "the angel 
round the corner," In all tiie petty vexations and 
d Isappolntment.s of our dally lot, will result in the 
oj)tinilKtie nioof] which see.s good every wiierc and in 
everyttiing. and consorjuently finds it, for wo all get 
prctt.\- much what we look for. "Life," says Emer- 
son, "Is a train of moods like a string ot beads, and 
as we pass through them, they prove to be the niany- 
colored lenses, which paint the world in thfilr own 
hue. From-, the njountaln you see the mountain." 
'And so it is. The various experiences that life 
brings, impress the character according to the way 
in which they are met and accepted. In the heyday 
of youth, when all the world Is full of promise and 
nothing seems inuiossible, .1 rosy hue colors the hori- 
zon. The trailing clouds of glory still linger about 
those for whom life's deeper mysteries are yet veiled. 
lOvcr.v common sight seems to he appar(>lled In celf.s- 
tial light. But tills joyous mood passes and fade;; 
with the ycart! into the light of common day on the 
dusty highway of life. The glory 1ms gone from 
the earth, and the thoughtful questioning, strenuous 
moods succeed. Experience iias perhaps riuencheil 
or tempered the san.gulno rnood, but as the years roll 
on, and life i.s viewed from a broader and deeper 
.•3tnnd|)oint, and insight penetrates bene.ath the mere 
surface of things, the mood of acceptance and ad- 
justment predominates in the wpll-ordcred life, until 
at last, with the Itabbi Ben Ezra, wo are icaily to 
look forward again, believing that "the. best la yel 
to be." When donilnated by a particular mood, wo 
say a man is "not himself." And this Is to some ex- 
tent true, since as we have seen the nature of tho 
mood colors the whole outlook and influences J.ljo 
Judgment.

A 
(.•herd of music:, a peal of bells, some familiar fra- 
grance, the falling of petals of i'. rose, the sea's in- 
teresting n-.m-mer, or it nniy be some peaceful scene 
in nature, and we are swept by ,i i)asslonate yearning 
for we know not what, ll Is a wholly sad mood and 
cannot be oxpl;ilned. At such times 

"Sonii^thing is or secm.'- 

Thal touches us with mystic gleams 

Like glimpses of forgotten dreams." 

Such moods may bo as the poets have said, "echoes 
of «tn ante-natal past." • Wo can only conjecture, for 
of all the moods with which wc aro familiar these 
are the most mysterious.

loops, buttons of knitted sillc arc^ preferable, >;elect-

couple of h.andsome je.veled bnttriii;! give the desired 
chic to a smart coat of fuci d rloth ')r A'clvct or four 
of old silver are fascinating on the darker tones of 
clotli. Undoubtedly the smartest cout is that with 
<Mitaway fronta and wide square reve.-s turned tmck 
from the coat ilaeU Of the newest coats, the long- 
tailed Incroyable Is too ; pronounced for ordinary 
wear, but la cliarinlng in laoo over an under-dress of 
tafft!t,i as an evening tolllette. , All the smart coals 
are sllglitiy short- walsted at the back,, and the little 



Directolre vests are chic and attractive i-Ithcr with 
the usual waist or with these abbreviated In the 
pre'sent fashion. Soutache braiding I.s still poi)ular 
\vUli tho tailor, and the modiste, but is iiow applied 
in solid onipiecements. Models of the Louis XIV. 
era aro delightful in plain cloth with velvet and silk 
cording, and the inevitable broche or embroidered 
vest. Tiie most' useful tyi)e of vest for early spring 
wear Is undoubtedly high to the throat, th.e collar 
bund drajied with u folded stock of lace, Indi.i mus- 
lin, or net, and finished with a frilled jabot of lace. 
The simplest edition of tho coat Incroyable has cut- 
away fronts, with a shortened front in bolero style, 
and "the back stral.ght and seamless The revers turn 
back almost to the armhole, and are of triangle shape, 
with facings of striped silk or velvet, simulated but- 
ton holes of cord and buttons of moderate size. The 
bolero has now Its sleeves cut' i -with'' the coat, and 
gives a broad effect, which makes tho waist! appear 
finite minute.

With flat brims, 
are very plainly trimmed, but are too reminiscent of 
the Welsh national headgear to bo either attractive 
or becoming! but there are smaller, • compact shapes, 
very short In. front, and with moderately high 
crowns, wliich trim . smartly and are most effective 
with coat costumes'. It Is, however, early yet to 
speak definitely of summer millinery, which will un- 
dergo many changes before we arrive tit the sunny 
niontli of May. One of the most becoming and use- 
ful toilettes which Madame la Mode lias given us 
this soascni is the Inmono-like rest gown, carried out 
In the softest satin crepe de chine oi- cashmere. To 
sllij on In the afternoon fur a boudoir tea and lomige 
before dressing for dinner Its gracious practicability 
appeals to most comfort-loving daughters of Eve. 
Cashmere is being used extensively for the expres- 
sion of the newest indoor and afternoon reception 
toilettes, and notliing could be nicer fluui this emin- 
ently becoming material, Its soft, clingin.g Qualities 
being particularly adaptable to the draped modes ot 
the seaiKin, T'he double skirt has caught on em- 
phatically with tho evening frock. Tho coat COmes 
(tor the moment) rather In the way of the double 
skirt idea, that creating difficulties. And it follows 
until the summer and the disappearance of tho coat, 
tho double skirt will not have so much to do with 
the frock for day wear. - Perhaps the prettiest ver- 
sion of the double skirt ■^evening frock is "the tunic 
of transparent net or chiffon or lace, anil the under- 
skirt of lace, and the idea is acceptable in that it will 
be so easy just to have a chiffon top to a satin skirt 
one possesses already.

V.'v are told that no one Is at 
his liest, jihysically or mentally, at eight o'clock in 
the morning, and that tlio ordeal of a family brial;- 
fast is one to which we sl|ould not subject cnir iiell- 
cate nerves But'why? If we feel grumpy at eight 
o'clock, Is It not .better to shake oft our gruinpiness 
than to humor it by shunning the society of our fel- 
lows until it pleases the "black dog" to depart. If 
breakfast is depressing, let us try to enliven, rather 
than abandon It. What \vill society come to if we go 
on giving %yay to our feelings, and pampering our Im- 
pulses,' like spoilt children? Breakfast, as we know 
it, is a modern and an English institution. It was 
unknown before the Tudor period, hut once adopted, 
il sccjiis to have taken liold of the national imagin- 
ation. The last century saw with u.^ the glorllication 
of the breakfast table in .\nierica. its apoLlieosi.<. 
Surely no oiu' who has ever given the Amerlc.-in 
breakfast his personal consideration, cm ever take 
any oiher, even our own, '(ulte serhuisly. Soim^ one, 
writing- in .a weel;!y lOnglish pai)er the nihi-r day, 
wondered why tea was so lirmly established with us 
as the breakfast beverage, and recununended beer as 
a substitute. ,\'^ a matter of fact, te..| is a modern 
substltiUe for ber-r, .ami Crey (the pni/l) was ridiculed 
at (^'ambriilge on account of his preference for the 
weaker beverage. IJrcakfast may Ije luade une o( 
the most ph'asant meals of tlie day, by the cn-opcr- 
atlon and thoughtfulaess on tin' oart of tlie lii(li\-idu,-il 
members of a family, but in orib-r to be a success, ii 
must not be hurried. The fuinily party jnust all as- 
semble punctuall.v, having previously given dtio at- 
tention to their toilet, and being each and all pre- 
pared to contribute their share to the conversation. 
Breakfast table manners are indeed a great test of 
character. There used to bo a story with an excel- 
lent moral going tlic rounds, ot an eligible young 
peer, who decided at tho last moment not to lay his 
lieait, fortune and coronet at the feet of n lady 
whom lie greatly admired, but who, when Ihey met 
at a counlr.x' liouse, disgusted him by her gloom.v 
and jieevlsh demeanur at br(!akfast. 'I'he story, alas! 
bears on its face thi.> trace of falsehood, flloom and 
pectvlsliness hide their heads even at tlie lire.'ikfast 
table when eligible young iieers ;ivtt .abroad; but il Is, 
iK^vertheless, as good for moral iiuriio.-.e...': as "sircwcl- 
pcter " If wo musl, i-houso between breakfast and 
self-indulgence in the matters of moods — and, too 
often, temper — Ic'l us keep the meal, ;ind turn It 
from a penance to a delight, by lliu simplest and 
surest of remedies — unselflshness.

Method: /riirow the macaroni Into a rJancepan ot 
fast -boiling water, and cook I'asl for half an hour. 

Drain, chop, or cat Into small pieces, work Iho 
flour into tho milk, place It In a saucepan, .ad(l tho 
butter and fjtir while this slov.dy co'mos to the' boil. 

Season ■•vith salt and pepper, and cpok till thick, 
carefully stirring to prevent any lumps. 

Add tho macaroni,. and turn out on to a plate to 
cool. 

Then form Into cork«hape^ plpccs, dip In egg, 
roll In breadcrumbs, and fry In:dcep fdt till a golden-

Dry by the Arc, dust grated cheese thickly of cr, 



and serve with tomato sauce; or brown butter saiice, 
poured round. 

I f Turkish Pilaf. 

Itotiuircd: Three or four tomatoes, lialf a pound 
of rice, one or two ounces of butter, pejiper and salt. 

Method: Take tho tomatoes and boil them with 
a little water till they are ciuite soft. 

Then mash tlioroughly, adding a little sjill, return 
to the water they were cooked in, atid add Uic rice, 
which must bo thoroughly washed. AVhen all tho 
water is absorbed, and tiio rice tiuito cooked, ]jut tho 
pan at. tho side of tho stove, so a.s to keep It hot; 

Then inelt a good sized piece of butter in a frying 
pan, and when It Is nicet$' browned .mix It well with

Stewed Fillets of Hake 

Reqiilri'd: Fillets of hake, ));irsley and lemon, 
thyme, a shallot, two mushrooms, two ounces of but- 
ter, half an ounce of Hour, a teacupful of stock, and 
seasonings. 

Method: This is one of the most savory fish 
dislies that I know of. Firgt chop the parsley and the 
thyme, the shallot, arid' the peeled mushrooms. 

Now fry these -In butler for five minutes. 

Next stir in tho flour and stock (fish). 

Stir all together thoroughly and let It boil up, -ar- 
range the fillets carefully In a china-lined sauce- 
lian. 

Poiu' over the sauce and stew gently for twenty 
liiinutos. 

Take up tlio llsh carefully, boil up the sauce, and 
pour over. 

Haddock and Egg Sauce, 
nequlred: Pieces of cooked haddock, half a pint 
of egg sauce, cold potato, one ounce of butter, cayenne 

and salt. 

.Method: Take an>- pieces of fresh or dried had- 
dock, pull to pieces with two forks, and season some- 
what highly Willi white pepper. 

Take luilf a pint of egg sauce (or use any left 
over from a jirevious meal). 

Pat the haddocic in a stewpan, and cook over a 
slow lire lill thoroughly hot. 

Serve with a border of mashed potato, formed 
into a llrm wall. 

The haddock should be garnished with tufts of 
parsley, and all served very hot, the sauce poured 
all over. 

Vegetable Scrambled Egg. 

Re(iulrcd: Half an ounce of butter, half p, sliced 
onion, one large tomato, two or three eggs, cold po- 
tato. pei)per and salt. 

Jlethod: Into a small stewpan put the butler; 
when brown fry the onion and tomato, also the po- 
tato, all cut in slices. 

Directly all are soft, drop in lighlly-bcaten egg.s, 
and scramble all together; season highly with pep- 
I)er and salt, and servo at once in small cups or 
ramekin cases. - t 

It you wisli to mako .the eggs go further, add a 
tablespoonful of mlllc to each thiree eggs. 

Fried Eggs and Rice. 

Required: I'oiu- or live eggs, a (|uarler of a pound 
of rice, half a tcaspoonful of curry powder, half a 
liinl of milk, and a little chutJiey. 

:Method: i'Trsl wash ' the rice thoroughly, then 
parboil and drain it. Put the milk into a clean 
saucepan, season It with the curry powder, chutney, 
pepper and salt, add the rice, ahd>Iet simmer till tha 
milk Is absorbed. -r^'^- 

When the rice is quite done, arrange it on a hot 
dish, and, serve fried eggs on th9 top, with parsley 
as a i;arnish. 

Stuffed Cauliflower. 

Rotiuirod: A medium sized , cauliflower, toaspoon- 
ful of capers,, one- ounce of Breadcrumbs, two mush- 
rooms, salt, gr&te'd? ch.eesc, peiip.eri and salt to taste, 
one giU'of white sauce.', -- 

Method: Boil tlisjf cauliflower In'salted water, rill 
nearlyr^cooked, takits It^up and drain careiully, then lay 
on a flreprOof dish (ohiwhlch It wlll be served later). 

Reriibve' the thick "stalk and fill the hole with this 
mixtu're: the breadcrumbs, chopped capers, mush- 
rooms, salt and cayenne, and cheese. 

After putting this stufflng Into the hole, press the 
caullllower into as ^compact a shape' as possible. 

.Make the white sauce, pour over and scatter 
clieese upon it. ' ■ • 

Place In the oven for fifteen or. twenty minutes, 
till it is nicely browned, and servo very hot. 

Swedish Baked Cabbage. 

Rofiulred: One, small cabbage, two eggs, one gill 
of milk, half an ounce of butter, pepper and sail, and 
half an ounce of Hour. 

Metliod: Cut the outside leaves from a firm cab- 
bage, wasli il, .and boil It for a quarter of an hour 
in \'ery fast-ljoilin.g water- 

Elft out, drain, aiul when cold chop linel.v 

Ileal lh(.' e.ggs .ind add to the cabbage, also the 
milk, in whicli (Unn- has been smoothly mixed, and 
the dissol\-ed butter. 

Season it all with lu-pper and salt. 

Stir all togelhcr theroiighly, and bake till nice 
and brown. 

.Serve ver.v hot willi crolons of fried bread. 

I think that jjcrhajis these finv simple and Inexpen- 
sive little "Eenten" <llslies may be acceptable to some 
of our readers, at this season. They will all, I know, 
■1)0 found very appetising and savor.v, and some or 
them, besides being "Lenten dishes," will be foiuul 
ver\' uscfol to serve as a savor.v .at a small dinner.

Really, one of . my . chief '.objects tn writing this 
article- is to show ly>\v garments ought to be pre- 
pared. for dyeing; vVlth a vlev/ to obtaining the best 
possible results -' 

To begin with. It is a -well known fact that wool- 
len garments arc prone to shrink; therefore; a skirt 
should be undone and taken out of the waistband. If 
it has a cotton lining thai should also be removed, as 
it is not likely lhal Ibis will ri'main tlie size of the 
slilrt material, and any discrci)ancy between the two 
woubl result in wriiUiles. 

Rows of cotton stitching should also be taken out 
If possible, as cotton never takes quite tho same 
shade its the wool, and thus gives the gown an ugly 
"dyed" appearance. 

'I'iie lining of the coat should also bo removed, the 
sleeves should also be tinplcked, and any cotton 
stitching tak(.'n out. 

Htipposlng the coat and skirt to be .of grey tweed, 
it will dye a beautiful dark blue, which Is always a 
useful color. 

A new linette lining can bo provided for the skirt, 
and the coat can be faced -vvlth any light-colored bro- 
cade, just to mako it look fresh a.s It should if the 
fronts fly open. 

If it has shrunk at all tjie deficiency can bo made 
up by putting vest pieces down" the fronts or making 
various waistcoats to be worn with It, leaving the 
coat really open, but just holding tha.f'wnts together 
by a dark blue silk tic loosely knotted.

A very valuable coal mine has l^cen opened up at 
Diamond Vale, in Nicola. Tho coal in excellent, and 
there is said to be plenty of it. The farming land in 
this neighborhood is good, so that it ia probable many 
farmers as well as coal miners will make their 
homes near Diamond Vale. 

For more than a quarter of a century Irishmen 
have been asking for Home Rule, that is, the 
Irish people want to manage their own affairs very 
much as tho different provinces of the Dominion 
manage those matters wliich concern themselves 
alone.

GEORGE STEPHENSON 

We havo learned about famous men who disting- 
uished themselves at school and of others who wore 
not noted as brilliant students but today wo are going 
to read about a wonderful man who never, as a boy, 
went to school. 

George Stephenson, the inventor ol the locomotUo 
engine was born in 1781 at a little colliery village 
near Newcastle-on-Tyno in the north of lOngland. 

The house In which the Stephenson family of 
father, mother and six children lived was iw plain 
and poor as a house could be. Yet the cottage with 
its clay floor, bare rafters and unplastered walls was 
a hajipy home. 

Sti.-phonson's father loved children nml hail tin- .i<llt 
of story-tailing. To tho little c>n<'S who chunbered 
aliout iil.s knee he told talrs of Sliihad th'- sailor, 
Robinson I'rnsoe and many anolh<^r of his own in- 
\'c'ntioii. l\<' lo\'ed birds and aniiiiiiis as well as chil- 
dren and the nn'als, scanty as they must ofton liave 
boon, wore shui-ed with his dumb favoritfs. His fam- 
ous .'-•on inlii'ritorl his fathrr's lovo of animals. 

George was the serrmd boy and liolpcd ids mother 
t.'ike care of the .\nunKi'r children. On fine days the 
litlli! troiij) pl;i\td beside Ihe tram way on which 
lic;i\-y wagons drawn liy hoi'.ses brought the coal 
froiii the. mine. It \v;is ( ;.-orf,-e's task to keep the little 
(Hies away froin tlie tr.iek. iJid the tiny barefooted 
lad dream tliat lie would invent an iron horse that 
would make its lirst trip over that very road? 

Hut tho father's wages of .lit ly conts a day wore 
scari-ely enough to provide his family with plain faro 
und needful clothing and when George was only eight 
years old he was sent to herd cows belonging to a 
widow. Ho got very little for the work but while tho 
cow.s grazed he and a friend made little watei- mills 
In the streams and built clay engines with pipes of 
reeds. He was afterwards employed to hoe turnips 
and to drive a plough. This work ho did not like 
and was soon working with his father and eldor 
brother In the coal mine. On his way to and from 
his work he would catch birds and tamo them. One 
of his pets was a bliu kbird which flew about the cot- 
tage and roosted on lils bed at night during tho win- 
ter, but disappeared in tho summer, corning back each 
sea>;on when the young had Mown. 

Kvvv sinec! he had made the clay onglne.s by the 
brookside, Stei)lienson wanted lo have charge of a 
real engine — very rude maciilnes llie\- wen — wliieh 
were used in tlie coal-jilts. lie .ioou got ids wish for 
he was made' as.slslant to his lathei-, who was llreniaii 
of an engine when lie was so small that he hid when 
tlie manager came into the mine fearing that he 
would say he was too >(iuiig fur such work. .So well 
did he attend to his duties tliat b.\- tlie time lie was 
' seventeen he was lirst in charge of an engine. 

'i'he young engineer worked for twelve hours u 
ibiv. He hail learned, in hls busy life to use his eyes, 
his h.in.is and his brain but of the world of books ho 
liiiew nothing. 

.After his lung ila,\''s ivorl< the .\-oiing man went In 
night school and wli'Mi h(- was ninelerii was proud to 
be able lo write his own name. Tln-n lie learned 
.arithmetic and was able to niaki" tlie- calculating so 
iieci.'ssary for a niaehlnlst to be abbi lo jiei-fi'mi. 

l''rom this time, Stephenson bectinio .a trusted and 
valued employe. lint v/ages, oven yet, were not hlgli 
and when he married }ic made shoes and mended 
clocks to purchase comforts, which no workman of 
these days would think of doing without. 

Although he had Avorked hard and lived carefully, 
Stephenson had been haiipy hut now a great sorrow 
eanio to him. His dearly loved wife died leaving a 
baby boy afterwards to become tho famous Robert 
.Stephenson. His father too, was blinded by an acci- 
dent but tho son '^^•hom lie hi^d trjiinod «o wisely did 
not •sailor him to warjt. Ho and his wife wore ten- 
derly (iarcd for till their <death by the loving 8i;>n who 
soon became famous. 

. In 1814 Stephenson Invented- the engine that took 
the place of the horses on thp little railroad which 
ran through tho village where, as a little boy ho 
had watched .the heavy coal , wagons pass, and his 
triumph-was. coniploto when in 1880,- the first railroad 
■train passi3d over tho Llvorpool and Munchostor rail- 
road. ■ 1 • . 

It is not likely that t^a great inventor foresaw Iho 



wonderful changes mat woiiui follow from ii;e Intro- 
duction of railroads Into tho world, but if he had not 
lived when iio did It is not likely that you would to- 
d(iy. bo reading a paper printed on the sliorca of tho 
Paciflo QaeiiMi :

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THE GREAT PYRAMID 

The Great Pyramid is 764 feet square at its base 
and was originally 480 feet 9 inches high. The top 
.i liasvbeeir removed, so that there is now a flat place 
■i on;the ..sumrnlt about 32 feet square. These flfeui-es 
Vi'' cohyey .a..yery' Inadeq .Idea' of the. magnitude, of 
' ' the ,strtictiire,.*iWfiichvwni be mora, apparent from the 
^statemorit' that It contains over Sl.OOO^OOO cubic 'feet 
of material, tho weight of which Is about 7,500,000 
tona, or enough to load a train of cars reaching a 
good deal further than half way across tho continent. 
It Is said that 100,090 men, working for thirty years, 
were required to build it. There is no certainty 
when it was built, but no one assigns It a later date 
than 4,000 ycar.s ago. Some antiquarians think it a 
•thousand years older and others again are frank 
enough to admit that tlxey do not know how old it is. 
There are two chambers in the interior ol' tlie Pyra- 
mid, one 40x27 feet and 11 feet G Inches high, the other 
17x18 feet 9 inches and 20 feet 3 Inches, high. The 
V first ■* mentioned ^chamber Is . reached by way of an 
''^ entrance near the base of the pyramid; the second, 
which' near the centre of the mass. Is accessible 
.by, a passage, which rises at an angle. These cham- 
bers are supposed to have been tombs, tho birger 
one for iho king and the sniallor for the queen. They 
may have been used far this jnirp0P(\ but that the 
pyramid was constructed a.s a inau.soleum is at least 
open to very grave doiibL. Tho external up|)earauce 
of the structure is very different from what It ori- 
ginally was. When comi)letod it had a smooth and 
possibly polished surfa'^e. This has all disappeared 
and many of the external stones liave been quarried 
, out to use. for building purpo.ses in Cairo. 

For a' long time the.tlkeory that this great monu- 
ment ot human industry vras simply a tomb designed 
by Cheops, one of the most renowned kings of Egypt, 
was generally, accepted, but In more recent years 
other explanations have been olfered for it. One 
c?ould not hope In a newspaper article to given oven 
a brief synopsis ot^all the remarkable things that 
Imvo been ascertained about this wonderful struc- 
ture. These are all, so to speak, architectural; that is, 
they depend upon measurements and calculations. 
Briefly, they are that tlie Great Pyramid was erected 
for scientific purposes, A very interesting theory 
lias been advanced by "Warren. He thinks tho Pyra- 
mid was erected to commemorate the existence of 
Mount Meru.^the lege^dary home of the gods. This 
■ mountain Is frequently referred to in Hindu myth- 
ology and its place was In the centre of the earth. 
>It;.was of vasi .altlttide. Xtnder a, somewhat similar 
riame It' appears In Chinese mythology as well as in 
the myths of other Asiatic races. ■ , It Is suppo.scd by 
M'arren to have -been located In' what is now tho ex- 
treme north, and ho suggests that when tho people, 
who lived around its base, were driven from their 
liomoH by tho great climatic change, which wo call 
tho Glacial Period, they erected pyramids in memory 
of it, and of tliesc the Great Pyramid of Glzch is one. 
The other Egyptian pyramids he thinks arc only 
copie,s of tills great original. Wo have in a previous 
nrticlo referred to the theory that tlio Pyramid was 
erected for astronomical purposes. The evidence on 
this point Ifi almost conclusive. There is nothing at 
, all inconsistent with this suggestion and the fact that 
It.may .later have been used as a,placer0| burial. The 
pyramids of' Egypt are quite numerous and there is 
little doubt that-many of them were intended simply 
as burial places. They are all very.sim'IIar In' dcslgii, 
bavhig their Internal chambers with -entrances on the 
north .side. It is generally admitted that the Great 
Pyramid Is tho oldest of all. 

Pyraniid-buildliig was not confined to the Egyp- 
tians, It was very common in Mexico, Central Am- 
erica and other parts of the Western Continent. In 
' a manuscript work on Guiana, written about one ■ 
•hundred and twenty years ago by an autlior whose 
name has been lost, there is a reference to a great 
pyramid which' the Indians reported as existing bi the 
depths, of tho interior forests of that country. The 
unknown author thought from the description that 
It must bo a great deal larger than the Egypt ion 
cdlllco. It was overgrown with trees and apparently 
was of immense antiquity. He expressed his great 
regret at his inability to visit the locality, whicli ho 
said wa.q exceedingly diOiciilt of access. In Yuca- 
t.'in and Honduras and the adjoining countric.s pyra- 
mids are very common, althougli in inan.v instances 
tlic.v are overgrown with forest, and to the cisual 
observer ajipear to be. small natural liills, In most 
cases tiie structures are truncated, tliat is, they are 
not carried to a point but end in a Hat platform-like 
surface,"' In very many Instances these pyramids 
were crowned with buildings, and we do not know 
' that there is any reason for supposing them to have 
been used for burial purposes. There is no means of 
ascertaining their antiquity. JIany of these structures 
were in a ver.v o.xcellent .state of rciiair at tlie time of 
thi! Sp;inish conriucst, but tliere sccm.s to be e\idcnco 
that the newest uf them was even then sevcr.-il cen- 
turies old. In fact there is no wa.v of getting at 
the date of their erection. Tliey are in many in:, 
.stances Inscribed with liioroglyphics, but, as these 
cannot be translated as yet, they cast no light what- 
erer upon llie history of the structure. It seems as 
if tlierc could be no reason for .supposing that they 
wore intended for any scientlllc purpose, because of 
their very great number and of the variety of posi- 
tions In which they ai-e found. 'Whatever may be 
the explanation of the Great Pyramid of Egypt, wo 
are forced with our present knowledge, to tho con- 
chhslon that the similar structures of Central America 
wore simply a form of arcliitecture .-uiopted po.ssibly 
to secure a solid base lor buildings in a country where 
earthquakes arc common. 



RELIGION AND SCIENCE 

We licar mucli of tho conflict of religion and 
science, not so niucli as we used to, but still a good 
deal. But there is no conflict between religion and 
science. There has been a conflict between tho 
views hold by certain ecclesiastics and those held by 
certain scientific men, but tho opinions of ecclesi- 
astics are not necessarily a part of religion, neither 
arc the opinions of investigators a part of liie laws 
of the pliyslcal universe. It doen not make tlio 
slightest diffei'enco to a man in lil.s religious life 
Avhetlier the eartii was created in six days or In six 
million years, or nt least it \vnuld not make any 
difference, if certain rellgiou.s toacliera had not in- 
sisted tliat it was a necessary article of faith to be- 
lieve tiie process occupied less tlian a week. There 
was a time when ecclesiastics absorbed what learning 
there was in Ciirlstcndom, and every person, who 

-ventured to think differently to what they approved, 
became fortliwlth their enemy. Nor was this confined 
to any country, ago or section of tho church. It has 
been said of tho Puritans, who came to America, that 
their migration was ln.spired by a desire to reaoli a 
land where thoy could believe as they chose and 
punish those who did not believe as they did, and 
tho criticism was warranted by the fact.s of history, 
although It doubtless did not correctly express the 

I sentiments of the Pilgrim Fatliers. If a greater do- 

. greo of persecution is laid at the door of one branch 
Of the church than at that of another, tlie reason is to 
1>e BbtlgRt In'the fact that the 'branch referred to was 

' morn' numerous and more powerful than the others, 
aud also that,it Is Impossible to obtain absolutely Im- 
partial accounts of what transpired several centuries 
:igo. Each writer colors his story to suit his con-' 
N'ictions and projudlce.i. At tlio same tliiui it is not 
to bo denied that ecclesiastical authority lias always 
taken an antagonistic i)Osition towards scientlllc re- 
search. But tho fault does not rest wholly wltli the 

"former. Tho first glimmers of scientlllc trutli were 
exceedingly deceptive, and tho real antagonism dated 
from a period before inductive philosophy was recogn- 
ized as tho true method of Inquli-J^. Inductive phil- 



oso])hy suggests conclusions from ascertained facts 
and holds Itself free to alter its suggestions as new 
facts are brought to light, . This Is the true .scientillc 
method, but it is not the metliod to wliicii cccleslas- 
ticism was so relentless an opponent. It would be 
profitable, if space would permit, to go at some length- 
Into the system of thought, we cannot say pliilosophy, 
which the Schoolmen imposed upon Europe after tlie 
time of Charlemagne. Siiflice it to say that tho basis 
of tlie system was faith not facts. »It would be In- 
teresiiing, though perhaps not -Very profitable, io tell 
of what passed for 'science In those days;, but It is 
sufficient to say that hostility between the alchemists 
and the theologians^ was not a matter for surprise, 
nor Is It any wonder that, when men first began to 
make discoveries and propound theories upon them, 
ecclesiastlcism was unwilling to accept them, Too 
little Importance Is attaclied by modern teacliers to 
tlie effect of the overthrow of Homan civilization by 
the tribes wliich came out, of the nortli. It Is .said 
that the only land in wliich the ancient philosophic 
spirit of Greece and Rome was pr(!served was in Brit- 
ain, and it was to that country Charlemagne sent for 
teachers when he sought to restore some of the in- 
tellectual glories of the past. But in discussing these 
things we must be on guard against, making state- 
ments too general, or accepting as literally accurate 
tho alleged details of history. Wo are safe, however, 
in recognizing that the intellectual condition of 
TCuropo, whIcH was tho result of great social and poli- 
tical changes following tho overthrow of the power 
of Iiiiperial itoine were such as made it inevitable 
that tliere should be a coullict between the men, who 
based all knowlodgo on faith, and tlitise who l)asod 
It upon wliat tliey thought were ascertained facts. 

Tlie Christian ciiurch today does not set itself up 
as the enemy of science. Some of its members may 
do so, but on tho whole the attitude may bo defined 
fairly well by the language of Paul when in writing 
to the Thossalonians, he exhorted them to "prove all 
things and hold fast that which is good." It. Is im- 
portant to lieep this Idea In mind, for there Is abroad 
a very general Idea that science has overthrown re- 
ligion, that the laboratory has replaced the luilpit, and 
that the "faith which was delivered to our fathers" 
is little more than an old wives' fable. For the pre- 
valence of this idea the church is very largely re- 
sponsible. It has invested a new commandnieiu: 
Thou Shalt not inquire'/ It tolls men that they must 
not Investigate, for by so doing their minds will be- 
come unsottrcd. Tills attitude is not chahicterlstlc 
of any one denomination more than any other. A 
well-known clergyman recently said in regard to a 
cer*Mn question, which was not rollgiou.s in any 
sc' »: '"Doubtless this Is true, but why say It, when 
it will only unsettle- the minds of some, people?" 
There Is no difference In principle between this and 
tlie attitude of tho^e clerics who resolved in solemn 
conclave that the earth ^Id not move. If the church 
cannot exist except by keeping its adherents in ignor- 
ance of wiiat is being ascertained by research, it is 
drawing very ne;ir the limits of its usefulness, be- 
cause jieople will learn what is bcin.g taught outside 
of the church, and hence ministers of religion would 
be wiser if they directed their efforts to showing tluit 
tliere is not and cannot be any antagonism between 
religious truth and sciciltllic truth, but tlial the two 
aspects of universal trutli are, so far as the conduct 
of dally lite Is concerned, absolutely independent of 
each other. '' . '' ' 

We think that true religion must rest upon faith, 
tlmt is, regarding religion as a spiritual force, and 
we do not think It has anything whatever to jJo with 
tho facts disclosed by chemistry or an.\- otlier of the 
sciences, or that come within the domain which those 
sciences investigate. If this were noi so, we would 
expect to see something in tlie teaching of Jesiis that 
would serve as ;i guide towards scientillc investiga- 
tion. But He absolutely ignored tlial side of human 
life, just as he declined to discuss politics. ':Render 
to Caesar the things which lU'e tiaesar's." He said to' 
tlioso who would involve Him in a. political discus- 
sion, adding "and unto God tho things which are 
God's," . His mission was the spiritual elevation of 
men, not to teach them astronomy or geology. We 
can imagine that. If He were asked us to the possi- 
bility of converting the b'aser metals Into gold, after 
the manner In which He had transformed tho water 
Into wine at the ni.-irriage feast. He vvould ha\'e dis- 
posed of the question uuicli in the same manner as 
He did of tlmt relating to politics. We dn nnt recall 
anything done by the .-Xpostles that h.uilvs like an at- 
tempt to squ.-ire their teachings with any theories as 
to the nrigin and nature of matter. n'hi'i'o may bo 
references by wa.\' of illustration to some Of the 
things iiarrate-d in -lewish history, but the use Of a 
statement as an illustration does not imply a guaran- 
tee that the statement Is true. Now, a matter of faith 
cannot be proved scientifically, any more than a 
scientific fact can be established liy faith. The two 
things must bo kept apart, and it is clileily the fault 
of the church that tliey are not kept .qiart. 'I'hc 
Christian religion does nnt ilenend for lis authority 
upon the Mosaic accDunl cjf eri'ation or tlie trutli of 
the statement that .losliua )iiade tho sun stand fitUl. 
It does not ilcrlve its sanction fi-oui the declarathjiis 
of eccdesiastical councils. It does not d(-pend ujion 
the accuracy of certain statement.'! of belief. It is as 
real a thing as wireless telegrajjliy. "Tho wind 
blov/eth where it listeth and thou heare.st the 
sound thereof but cannot tell wliencc it cometh 
nor wlilther It goeth: so Is every one that is 
born of the Spirit," said the Great Teacher. Can 
there be a plainer statenu-nt that the .spiritual jiro- 
cesH, which Is descrlbeil as tlie new blrtli, is .some- 
tlilng that has nothing to do with tli<.' material iilie- 
nomenal'/ In this ((uotation we have an inst.uice nf 
the us<' of an lllustrati<in, withent an < ii(i(rrs,'itioii of 
its absolute accuracy. ,Jesus did uol mean that men 
could never t"il iv'ierc winds originated or whether 
they dlsaiij)ear. He laily used the jjrevailing Idea 
of His he.irers to demonstrate the great truth that the 
spiritual life of men In this world Is something apart 
from physical conditions, but nevertheless absolutely 
real. And so we think that If ministers of the Gos- 
pel would concern themselves loss about squaring 
ancient traditions with scientific facts, and more to 
demonstrating what are the fruits pf true religion, 
wo would hear less about a conflict which does not 
exist.

"In "The 'World's Awakening," a novel by "Navar- 
chus," Issued by the same firm, we have an attempt 
to allow what will happen when tho conflict between 
tho Orient and Occident roaches its culmination. For 
tho purpose of bringing out tho .real nature of tho 
awakening, Japan and Germaiiy. are made to act In 
concert. Tho author layS'< tlie scene only twelve years 
hence, which presupposes a somewhat more rapid de- 
velopment of polltlcial ideas thaii seems probable, but 
has the advantage of enabling the author to, avoid any 
violent efforts <if Imaglhation In' dealing With the pro- 
cesses employed In war., , Thiere is a Ibve story run- 
ning through It, but evidently "Navarchus" does not 
consider love passages as»hlB strong suit. The action 
of the story is precljiitated by a mob in Sydne.v, Aus- 
tralia, whicli makes tho visit of a Japanese squadron 
the occasion for an uprising against the subject.^ of 
the Mikado, wlio then are present to tiie number of 
many thousands in tho Commonweal tlu The visiting 
.squadron avenges the attack and In the course of a 
few weeks, during which the Britl.sli China squadron 
Is overwhelmed, Australia itaasos Into the hands of 
the Jajiunese. Meanwhile Germany, taking advant- 
age of the fact that a larger part of the British fleet 
has departed for the Par Bast attempts the conquest 
of Holland and the Invasion of England. She Is 
frustrated in the first, chiefly by France, whose army 
Is In fine condition, but succeeds partly In tlie se- 
cond, but Is finally driven out. After a short time 
tlio combined fleets of the United .Stales and Great 
Britain demolish the sea-power of Jajian, and then 
the labor unions of Goriuanx-, I'ranee, l.'.rila'in, the 
I'nlted .States and Japan, toniiiel the conclusion of 
peace \iy tlireatoiiiiif;- a universal strike'. The realiza- 
tion of tlui controlling power uf labor seems to be "The 
World's .Awakening," ';iltliougli the autlior does not 
make it as clear as he might. The storj- is indifferent- 
ly coiisti-ucted, altliough It is written In good vigor- 
ous English; but the Interest Is brolten by the lack 
of continuity of the narrative. It would bo more use- 
ful for the purpose Intended by tho author If he had 
been a little more courageous In developing tho Idea 
that labor can control the policies of nations. He 
suggests the thought and leaves It with the reader. 
Apart from Its merits as a story, "The AVorld's Awak- 
ening" may bo read with profit, because in it the au- 
thor seeks to demonstrate what the outcome of* cur- 
rent events v,-i!l be In the very near future 

l'"roiii the same linii comes the Canadian edition 
of "Carettc of Sark." by John Oxenham. This Is a 
story tlie scene ot which is laid In one of tho Channel 
Islands, the time being the early. part of tho last cen- 
tury, when the Napoleonic wars were at their height. 
It is a love story with plenty of adventure, and the 
Incidents are related with a graphic touch, which Is 
delightful. As would bo expected In a tale of which 
a Sark nian is>j:he hero, the sea plays a principal 
,part In If. The pictures of the life of those turbulent 
years is drawn with a master liand. fso well told 
are the Incidents, and with such excellent judgment 
liave the iihotograjihs, with which the story Is illus- 
trated, been taken that one forgets that the whole 
island contains less tlitin ten square miles. The 
author must have fainlllurized liiiiiself not only with 
the topograpiiy of the place, but with the character ot 
its people. The story Is not only one ot Intense In- 
terest, but it is calctilated to,glve Its readers a clearer 
Idea of the terrible years '^at the opening of the Nine- 
teenth century than caii'-be gained' from ''lilktorles, tpr 
Mr. Oxonham has with a'AdoUty to facts, which is al- 
together praiseworthy, given us the" idea which a 
trained Imagination could form of tho sorrows, the 
tremendous risks to pro])erty and life, the hopes and 
tears that must have been In the minds of all the 
people of Western Empire, when Britain and France 
were striving for mastery on the sea.

The notable and well ileserved aiijiroval with which 
the "SDiig.s Lit a .Sourdough," .Mr. Itobert AV. Service's 
sagas of the 'V'ukon, have bi-cn leecu-ed throughout 
America and In England, bring bade to memory tho 
circumstances under whicli many of Jlr, Service's 
earlier verses were written — In tho days In which he 
modestly declared tho graceful product of hla pen 
to bo "stuff not good enough to be printed In a news- 
liaiier." The Colonist was the young poet's first 
medium, and his first published poem, "The Chrlst- 
m;is Card," a iiathctlcally treated Incident of tho 
Boer war, then In ))rogres.s. The verses had some- 
thing of the quality of I'higene h'leld — sonietiiing of 
•Gene l-'leld's Insight into tiio heart of childhood— 
and 1 s])oke of this suggestion to Mr, Service when 
wo next sat smoking and chatting together In the 
oflice nf the Vancouvc-r Daily AVorld, of which I was 
at that time editor.

"Tlie Attempts to Find the Fraser 
by Water and Land." The Judge 
traced in a most interesting man- 
ner the voyage wliich earlier ex- 
plorers made, on this coast- with- 
out finding the mouth of tlie Fras- 
er, and continuing, said: 

Twp great desires compelled .the explorers 
of northern America during the 17th and i8th 
centuries — ^to discover the Northwest Passage, 
and the Great River of the West. 'J'hc search 
for these weaves itself into the history of Brit- 
ish Cohimbia; indeed- that search is for many 
years its history. • ■ ■ ■ 

' From the earliest times, vagfue rumors of 
the existence of a great river rising in the east, 
and vanishing into the sunset are recorded by 
successive explorers. In 1673, wlien Pere 
Marquette and Sicur Joliet, first nf Europeans, 
floated down the iNIississippi, they were as- 
. sured by the natives tiiat beyond tlie sources 
of the Riviere des ilissouris, there existed a 
large, river which flowed into the Western 
-Sea. This is the first reference to tlie River 
■•df the West. Altlrough that river proved to 
t»e .the Columbia, the search for it is interest- 
'-ing,''as in groping for it the Fraser was dis- 
covered. 

As this search progresses, we (ind truth 
and fiction skilfully combined, gross exaggera- 
tion, and pure romance. For example, 'La lion- 
tan tells us that in traveling up the "Long 
River" (which no. one has since seen) he met 
four Indians, who told him of the River of 
the West. I-Ie. states that, "All they could 
say was that the great river of that nation 
runs along westward, and that the salt lake 
into which it flows is three hundred leagues 
in circumference, and thirty in bre'adtli, its 
mouth stretching, a great . way southward." 
This is manifestly fiction, pure and simple. 

In 1742, Pierre Ganthier de Varcnnes, Sieur 
de la A'^arcndryc, the most energetic of the 
French explorers, heard of this river from the 
natives he met near the Shining ^Mountains. 
From their reports he believed that the sea 
was visible'from the mountains' summits, and 
that the course of the Great River must there- 
fore be quite slidrt... "We arc prone to_ forget 
that while the Hudson's Bay company clung 
, to shores of their inland sea, this great French- 
\ man carried the name and the flag of France 
'even to the base of the Rocky Mountain's. 

I'Dr almost a hundred 3'car.s . the rjver so 
aaxiously sought-^ was known'^simply as the 
Great River of the West., but in 1766' Ca])t. 
Jonathan Carver, of Connecticut, spent some 
m(|nths in the licighborhood of what is now 
Sf] Paul, among the Dacotah Indians, by him 
'Called the Naudowessie. From them, "tpgethcr 
wiih my own observations,"* he says, "I have 
learned that the four most capital rivers on 
the continent of North America, viz., the St. 
Lffwrence, the Mississippi, the river Bourbon 
and the Oregon or River of the West, have 
thfir sources in the same neighborhood.". 
Hfnce forward the river is called the Oregon.! 

j I pause to remark that not only the brave 
captain's information, but his observation also, 
was much at fault. 

The spirit of trade rivalry between tht 
Hudson's Bay company and the Nortli-West 
company of Montreal caused the latter to seek 
new territory, tb whose exclusive trade its op- 
ponents could not by any possible construction 
of its clastic but much-attacked charter, lay 
claim. The story of the Oregon was known 
to the, Nor' Westers, who saw in it a possibility 
of avoiding the thousands of miles of inland 
travel which so mcrcascfl both the cost and 
the danger of transport. 

After Alexander Mackenzie., one of their 
bout-geois, had made his celebrated voyage 
to the Arctic ocean, and opened up trade possi- 
bilities in that direction, it was . agreed at the 
annual meeting of the company at Fort AVil- 
liam that he should be sent westward to cx- 
])lorc the country and rejM.irt on the o])portuni- 
tics for traffic with the natives. Early in 
Alay, 179,3. Mackenzie started from I'ort, l-'ork, 
on Pence river, where he had s])enl the winter, 
lie -pursued his journey np the I'caee to its 
.source, crossed over a divide 817 , paces in 
length, and found him.self on. a small stream 
flowing westward. Following this. Bad river 
as he named it, he on the 17th of June, 1793, 
saw the river we now crll J''ras( r. lie says: 
"At length we enjoyed after all (.iir toil and 
anxiety the inexpressible satisfaction cjf find- 
ing ourselves on the bank of a navigable river 
on the v.-eat side of the first great range^of 
mountains." 

In his narrative Mackenzie at first simi>lv 
calls this river the Great river; later on he 
speaks of jt as the Tacoutche Tesse, which the 
Rev. Father Morice suggests is his reproduc- 
tion of the Carrier wnrtl Lhtha-khnh ; ;il other 
times he calls it tlie Columbia. (.)n hi.-; map 
it is shown as the Colmnhia. In his journal 
he says: "The more I heard of the river the 
more I Avas con\-ince(l that it could not cmptv 
into the ocean north of what is called the River 
of the West, so that with its windings the dis- 
tance must be very great." 

' It nevertheless did flow into the ocean two 
hundred miles north of the Columbia or River 
of the West. 

. .From the 17th to the 23rd of Jimc, 1793, 
he continued to descend the river, and had 
reached a point near Alexandria when, owing 
to the distance to the sea by following the 
river, the dangers and difficulties of naviga- 
tion as described by the natives, and the scar- 
city of provisions, he concluded to retrace his 
course to the Blackwater, or Westrpad river, 



asnie'-'callcd it, and proceed up that river to 
, the ocean. Pursuing this plan, Mackenzie on 
22nd July, 1793, reached the Pacific at Bcn- 
tinck Arm, just about u month after Vancouver 
and Broughton in the Discover}' and the Chat- 
ham had been exploring that very locality. 

In i8p4, Thoinas Jefferson, then pr^siden.t 
of the United States, at the urgent solicitation 
of John I<edyard, who had been with Capt. 
Cook at Nootka, in 1778, formed and sent forth 
as a government undertaking an exploring 
party under the command of Captains Lewis 
and Clark. It is not intended to deal with their 
V work, ais if was confined so far as the Norjh- 
West coast was concerned, to an examination 
of the Columbia and its immediate vicinity. In 
their travels the}' saAV and noted a larg'e river 
flowing into the Columbia from the northwest. 
This we now iaiow as trie main body of the 
Columbia; but when the expedition returned) 
in iS()6, without having traced this to its 
source, many regarded it as the same river that 
Mackenzie had discovered in 1793. It re- 
mained for Simon Fraser to follow to its mouth 
the Great river of r^Iackenzie and show to the 
world that it formed no jjart of the Columbia. 

Simon Fraser, like I\.'^aekcnzie and Thomp- 
son, and all other co-temporaries whose names 
are i)rc)rninent as explorers in this province, 
^vas ill the eni[)loy of the North-West corn- 
pan}-, lie it was who prof ceded to take pos- 
session of the territory west of the Rockies, 
hence forward to be known among the fur 
traders as New Caledonia. Late in 1805 be built 
Fort iMaclcod, on Macleod lake, the first per- 
manent trading post in British Columbia, or 
New Caletlonia, as it was then called. The 
next spring he followed iMackenzie's route up 
the Parsnip, across the same carrying place 
and down the Dad river to the "Great River" 
of Mackenzie. On the loth of July, i8o8, Si- 
mon Fraser first saw the mighty river that 
now bears his name. It is fitting that his re- 
marks on that occasion should be transcribed 
here. In his first journal, he says: "At 10 
a.m. we arrived at the large river oi^posite an 
island, without encountering any other diffi- 
culty than cutting several trees that laid across 
the channel, and wW: were most' happy at hav- 
ing exempted tlie long and bad carrying place, 
and seeing oiu-selvcs once more on the banks 
of a fine and navigable river." In July, 1806, 
Fraser founded Fort St. James, on Stuart lake ; 
later in the same year he btnlt Fort Fraser on 
I'raser lake; and in the fall of 1807 he estab- 
lished r-'ort George at the confluence of the 
Nechaco and the "Great. River."' .. 

JJy the "Brigade" from , Fort Chijiewyan 
arriving in' the fall of i8o7> Fraser received in- 
structions frojti the NbrtH-West company to 
explore to its mouth the "Great River," sup- 
jjosed by everyone, himself included, to be the 
Columbia. Accorclin.gly, in the following spring 
])rcparations were made for the thorough ex- 
amination of this mysterious ri\'er, which had 
hitherto bafflctl all attem]its by land and sea 
to discover its secret. 'JMie expedition consist- 
ed of four canoes manned by twenty-one men. 
Fraser was in supreme command, with Ques- 
nelle and Stuart as lieutenants. 

On the 22nd May, 1808, the explorer started 
on what Dr. P)rycc \-cry trul}' calls his "terrific 
voyage." The "round, unvarnished tale" of 
that awful tri)) as told from flay to day in his 
journal, is to be loinul in Alasson's Les llour- 
gcois ilu Nord-(Juest. Some doubt exists as 
to whether the expedition started from the 
newly founded Fort George or Jrom Fort St. 
James. Rev. Father Morice inclines to the 
opinion- that the latter was the starting point ; 
according to him. Fraser left Fort St. James 
on the 2_>nd of Alay, and arriving at Fort 
George, did not commence the descent nf the 
Fraser itself until the 28th May. The journal 
is silent on the point, but the internal evidence 
aft'onled by the dates and positions seem to 
sujjport Rev. Father Morice's view. 

At the outset, one of his canoes was almost 
wrecked in the Fort George canyon, being 
<iri\cn ";igainst a precipice ^vhich forms the 
right liank of the rix'er." On Sunda}', the 29th 
jMa\-. li;uing lightened the canoes, he ran them 
down the Cottonwood river canyon. That night 
hv camped at the mouth of the Ouesnelle river, 
w hn-c ncjw st;uids the town of Qncsnelle. 

'J'he next day he had reached a point near 
Soda creek, when the apparent hostility of the 
natives and their .sending couriers to their 
nci.ghbors for reinforcement. s, caused him to de- 
lay his jonrney and spend some time in ex- 
plaining his pnu'pose and in conciliating them, 
l^'inally ;i good understanding was reached, 
and the_\- then en(le;i\'ored to dissuade him from 
joi;nK'\-ing down the ri\Tr. They informed him 
quite truly, that "the river below was but a 
succession of falls and cascades, which we 
would find impossible to pass, not only on ac- 
count of the difficulties of the channel, but 
from the extreme ruggcdncss and the moun- 
tainous character of the surroi.mding country." 
.Seeing he was determined to proceed, thcy't(.ild 
him ol' a slave at the next camp, who, having 
been to the sea, might possibly be obtained as 
a .guide. 

Startin.g early on the morning cu Ma}- 31, 
]"'raser soon arrived at the camp to which he 
had been referred. After some difficulty he 
found the slave, but soon discovered that his 
stock of knowdedge was very slender indeed; 
yet the explorer could readily sec even, from 
his mea.gre details that the dangers of the way 
had not been exagger;itcd, "This tribe," he 
sa}'s, "is extremely fond of smokdng, and were 
vcvy troublesome, always ])laguin,g us for our 
pipes. 'i'hey make use in lieu of lobacoc, of 
a kind of weed mixed with fat." 

Pursuiujj his journey he arrived on June i, 
at a.rapid two^Vai long, witll high steep - 



banks Avhich in sonic places contracted the 
channel to forty or fifty yards. The water 
rushing- through this canyon "in a turbulent 
manner, forming numerous gulfs and cascades, 
and making a tremendous noise had an a\vful 
and forbidding appearance." However, passage 
by, l^ntl appearing §yen,Ayo.rge, the^ explorer re- 
solved to venture down this dangerous pass. 
One canoe with five of the best men was or- 
dered to run it, but becoming unmanageable in 
the awful whirl of waters, was driven against 
a rock, upon which the occu])ants hastily de- 
barked. To rescue them from this perilous 
situation, a descent of the ijrecipitous bank of 
the canyon was, with difficulty, made. This 
was so steep that Fraser tells us: "We had to 
plunge o\ir daggers into the ground to check 
our speed, as otherwise wc were exposed to 
slide into the river," Cutting steps in the de- 
clivity, they with nuich toil, succeeded in get- 
ting men and canoe to the \op. No means was 
now left of going forward except carrying over 
"the immense high hills." The goods and three 
of the canoes were accordingly transported, 
but the labor was so great that the remaining 
canoe was abandoned at this spot. Incidentally 
we are informed that "the river and risen eight 
feet within these twenty-four hours." 

The expedition was delayed here two days, 
\vhich gives some idea of the difficulty of car- 
rying over this spot. From these Indians he 
learned that "white men had lately passed 
down the first large river to the left ; these we 
■ took to be some of our friends from the Fort 
des Prairies." As a matter of fact they referred 
to Thompson's journey in 1S06, down a part 
of the stream which now bears his name. 

Hence forward the record of each day is 
almost a repetition of the earlier ones. Cany- 
ons, rapids, cascades, follow each, other in 
quick succession. Constantly the choice is be- 
fore him of:, journeying by well-nigh impas- 
sable land or even more dangerous water. The 
Indian continually advised him to leave die 
river and journey to the eastward wdierc be- 
yond the mountains that line the gorge in 
which the river flows, they assure him he will 
find pleasant traveUng. But his answer is 
always the same. As he records it: "Going to 
the sea by a direct way was not the object of 
the undertaking; I therefore would not deviate 
and continued our route according to m}-- origi- 
nal intention." Pcr.sisting in this course in sjutc 
of difficulties w-hich become truly awful the 
further he proceeds, running canyons never 
before or .since attempted so far as any. record 
sht^ws,r/c'arrying>^aflp.c^.^siil^:;cargsoe's up high 
hilfs and down dangerous descents, Fraser 
makes his way slowly toward.s the ocean. 

Even at the risk of being tiresome, I cannot 
refrain from quoting the explorer's simple yet 
vivid description of a canyon near Kelly creek 
which he ran on June 9: "Here the chan- 
nel," he says, "contracts to about forty yards, 
and is enclosed by two precipices of immense 
height, which, bending toward each other, 
make it narrower above than below. The wa- 
ter which rolls down this extraordinary pas- 
sage in tumultuous waves and great velocity 
had a frightful appearance. However, it be- 
ing absolutely impcssible to carry the canoes 
by land, all hands without hesitation cndxirked 
as it were a corps perdu upon the mercy of this 
awful tide. Once engaged, the die was cast, 
our great difficulty consisted in keeping the 
canoes within the medium or fil d'eau, that is 
clear of the precipice on one side and from the 
guffs formccl by rhc waves on the other. Thus 
skimming along as fast as lightning, the crews, 
cool and determined, followed "each other in 
awful silence, and when we arrived at the end, 
we stood gazing ;it each other in silent congra- 
tulation at our narrow escape from total des- 
truction." This rapid was run in the morning, 
and in the afternoon the navigation, if it might 
be so called, became worse. The journal 
states: "This afternoon the rapids were very 
bad, two in particular were worse, if jiossible, 
than any we had hitlnM-t') mot with, bein.g ,-i 
continual series of c.-iscades intercepted with 
rocks and bounded by ]jreci])ices and moun- 
tains that seemed at times to have no end. I 
scarcely ever saw anything so dreary and dan- 
gerous in any country and at present while 
writing this whatever way T turn my eyes 
mountains upon mountains whose summits are 
crowned with eternal snow close the gloomy 
scene." 

The party had now reached a point a short 
distance ;d)ove Pavilion Creek; the natives 
here represented the remainder of the river as 
a "dreadful chain of insurmountable difficul- 
ties." A careful examination of the next few 
miles satisfied both Fraser and his lieutenants 
that the statements of tlie Indians were correct 
and that they had now reached a portion of the 
stream which was actually impassable. Here 
the canoes were left and such provisions 
cached as they did not recpiire on the down- 
ward tri]); and the i)arty'commciiced to travel 
by Indian paths along the sides of the impend- 
ing mountains. This traveling, though toilsome 
and fatiguing, was not so dangerous as had 
been expected. 

Oil June 12, while camijcd a few miles 
abcjvc Bridge river, Fraser met an old Indian 
who had traveled and seen the sea and the 
"great canoes" of the white men. 'I'his gar- 
rulous old fellow thought, says Fraser, that the 
white men were "very proud, for, continued 
he, getting up and clapping his two hands up- 
on his hips then striding about the place with 
an air of importance, 'this is the way they 
ffo-'" 

Oil June 14. Fraser came into the territory 
of a tribe who wore "coats of mail," whom he 
calls Askettihs. apparently the Lillooet In- 
dians; and on the next day he reached their 
. chief village near Lillooet, whith he describes 



as "i^ fortification 100 feet by- 24 surrounded 
by a palisade eighteen feet high, slanting in- 
wards and lined with a shorter row wdiich sup- 
jiorts a shade, covered with bark, constituting 
their dwellings." lie noticed amongst them 
a copper tea kettle and a large gun, seemingly 
of .Russian manufacture. . 

Continuing- his journey, mostly by land, 
but wdicrc possible by -water, in canoes hired 
from the Indians, and feasting occasionally 
with their chiefs on salmon and roots, wdiile 
his voyageurs revelled in dog meat, always a 
favorite dish among them, he, on June 20, 
reached 'Lytton called by the Indians Gamchin.- 
Here he obtained canoes and the whole party 
trusted themselves to the unknown and turbul- 
ent iVaters once more, "l^t Cisco rapids, near 
the present cantilever bridge on the C.P.R., 
he was forced to leave the water and make a 
portage over what he calls "a very steep hill"; 
it Avas so steep indeed that one of his men 
dropping a kettle it bounded into the river and 
was Jost. 

Some of his voyageurs finding the portage 
tc/o long and the canoes too heavy (for they 
were wooden, of course, while those they had 
been accustomed to were bark) essayed the 
canyon. Once launched on that raging cur- 
rent these i)racticed men were helpless ; the 
canoes, wdiirled and tossed by the angry wa- 
ters, were unmanageable as corks; one of them 
filled and overturned — its occupants only es- 
caping deatli by a miraclb. After this experi- 
ence, all preferred the rough land travel to 
the more excitinj;;; but infinitely more dan- 
gerous water journey through the canyon. It 
must not be forgotten that this occurred dur- 
ing freshet time; this canyon has often been 
run since at a low stage of the water in the 
fall; but I am not aware of its ever having 
been successfully run when at its mid- June 
height. 

At Boston Bar, the Indians who had ac- 
companied the expedition from Lytton, left it 
and as a token of his appreciation of their ser- 
vices, Fraser presented to their chief a large 
silver brooch. The happy recipient did not 
know just wdiere he should attach it to his. per- 
son, so the Journjil tells us he. fixed it on his 
headland seemed exceedingly -well-pleased with 
the arrangement. 

Leaving Boston Bar, Fraser soon reached 
that frightful portion of the river known as the 
Big Canyon, or the Black Canyon of the Fras- 
er. Of course he was now traveling by land, 
and certainly that was bad enough. At,, one 
])oint, "where the ascent. wasiperfectlj^sperpen- 
dicular," he tells us, "one of the Indians climb- 
ed to the summit and by means of a long pole 
drew us up, one after another. This work 
took three hours, then wc continued our 
course," says the Journal, "up and down hills 
and along the steep declivities of mountains 
where hanging rocks and projecting cliffs, at 
the edge of the bank of the river, made the 
passa.ge so small as to render it at times diffi- 
cult even for one person to pass sideways." 

Alternately journeying by land and water 
Fraser, on June '26, reached Hell Gate, in the 
Big Canyon, about twenty miles above Yale. 
Mr. Stuart examined it, and "reported that the 
navigation was absolutely impracticable." No 
way of advance remained but by land, and that 
was so difficult that it was well-nigh inipo.s- 
sible. But let the explorer himself speak: "We 
could scarcely make our way even with only 
our guns," he says, "I have been for a long 
period among the Rocky Mountains, but have- 
never seen anything like this country. It is so 
wild that I cannot find words to describe our 
situation at times. \Ye had -to pass where 
no human being should venture; yet in these 
places there is a regular footpath impressed 
or rather indented upon the very rocks by. fre- 
quent traveling. Besides this, steps which 
are formed like a ladder or the shrouds of a 
ship, by poles hanging to one another and 
crossed at certain distances with twigs, the 
whole suspended from the toji to the foot of 
immense precipices and fastenetl at both ex- 
tremities to stones and trees, furnish a safe 
and convenient ]jassage to the natives; but we, 
who had not had the advantage of their, edu- 
cation and experience were often in imminent 
dan.ger when obliged to follow their example." 
, The next da}-- Fraser reached Siiuzzum, 
even then Iviiown Ijy that name. Here he visit- 
ed a buryin.g place of the Salish race. The 
toml.)s, he sa}'s, were su]icrior to anything of 
the kiml he had ever seen among sa\-ages. 
Their mortuary columns attracted his atten- 
tion. "Upon the boards and posts are beasts 
and birds carved in a curious but rude man- 
ner, yet pretty well proportioned." Fight miles 
more of water travel brought the adventurer 
to the Little Canyon, where he again left his 
canoes, and journeying overland reached a 
point near Yale late in the afternoon of June 
30. From the natives, he learned that the 
river was navigable for the remainder of the 
journey to the sea. 

Obtaining canoes here, Fraser re-embarked 
on June 29, and that night camped near a large 
villa.gc -which was situate at what we now call 
Ruby creek. Amongst these peo]de he tells 
us that he j'ound "a large co])per kettle shaped 
like a jar, and a large English hatchet, stamped 
"Sargaret" with the figure of a crown." The 
river at this point, he says, is more than two 
miles broad, and is interspersed with islands. 
Starting early the following day, he met an 
Indian who told him he might be able to sec 
the salt water the next day. That afternoon he 
passed Chilliwack. "Here," he informs us, 
"wc saw seals and a large river coming in from 
the left, and a round mountain ahead wdiich 
the Indians called "Strcmotcli." This moun- 
tain, it is manifest, is Sumas. The chief here 
made him a present of "a coat of mail to make 



shoes" (moccasins) J thife is one of the few -vvell 
authenticated cases of beating swords into 
pruning hooks. 

He had now reached tidal water, for he tells 
us that 'on July- i>^-i8o8, the tide Atose-'two, and 
a half feet!" . ' ' ■'f'^r::'^} ' • 

On Sunday, July 2, his difficulties with the 
Indians commenced. They stole' a smoking 
bag; and refused to let him have a canoe which 
they had promised. However, by a show of 
force, he got it and proceeded' on his way. This 
must have occurred at the mouth of the Co- 
quitlam river, a short distance above the city 
of New Westminster, for his journal states 
that from' this place "pro'ceeding oh for two 
miles, we arrived at a place where the river 
divides into several channels." No other spot 
in the vicinity answers this description. Here 
he was pursued by the Indians in canoes 'and 
"armed witli bows and arrows, spears and 
clubs, singing war songs, beating time with* 
their paddles on the sides of the canoes and--" 
making signs and gestures highly inimical." ' 

It has been stated Toy mahyj including the* 
historian, Hubert Howe Bancroft, that Fraser 
did not reach the mouth of the river, but turn- 
ed back at a point near New Westminster. In- 
deed, Malcolm McLeod, the editor of a bro- 
chure: "Peace River; a Canoe Voyage from 
Hudson's Bay to the Pacific by the .late Sir' • 
George Simpson, in 1S2S," claims that Fraser*'- 
did not "navigate it within over 250 miles .pf ; 
its mouth." But such ideas are erroneous,' 
and likely arise from the fact that the com- 
plete journal of Eraser's trip clown the river 
in 1808, was supposed to be lost, and was not 
given to the world until Senator .Massoa-^fe-t." 
produced it in 1889. 

IJnder the date, July 2, 1808, this entry ap- 
pears ih the journal: , "We. continued and at 
last we came in sight of a gulfi.or-bay,~of-.-tIae 
sea; this the" Indians call 'Pas-hil-ro^.* It runs 
in a southwest and northeast direction. In this 
bay are several high and rocky islands, whose 
summits were covered with snow." This in it- 
self proves conclusively that he had reached 
the mouth of the river. But the journal also 
sho-vys more thaih this; hot, only did he reach, 
the mouth of; the river, but he reached it by . 
the North Arm. For we find* it tstated'' that* "r^; 
"<^n the right shore we noticed a' villag^-'caUeE^^^''" 
b}*^ the Indians 'Misquiame' ;' v.'e directed . pur ' 
course towards it." Surely this is the place 
we now know as the Musqueam Indian re- 
serve, at the entrance to the North Arm of the 
B'raser river. If any doubt remain it is dissi- 
..p^ted .-by the further .statement thafethrpugh >. 
the village called Misquiame, Fraser fouild a 
stream of water running. That stream runs 
through the village of Musqueam today just 
as it did on that July morning wdien the first 
white man saw it. Here- he found what he 
calls a fort, which was 1,500 feet in length and 
90 feet in breath. After examining it he at- 
tempted to re-cmbark, but was astonished to 
see his canoes left high and dry by the reced.^ 
ing tide. The Indians seeing his positiori'be-'; ■ 
came quite warlike. In the language of the-.. ■,' 
journal: "They began to make their appear^' 
ance from every direction, dressed in their 
coats of mail, and howling like so many wolves 
and brandishing their war clubs." The Mus- 
queams were evidently living up to their re- 
putation ; Fraser had been warned repeatedly 
of their sa\^age dispositions. 

Re-embarking he still proceeded, desiring, 
as he says, to reach the main pcean, but being- 
short of provisions and the natives (that is, the'-. . 
Musqueams) pursuing the' party manifesting",'' 
further hostilities and adopting threatening at-.«' 
titudes in an endeavor to prevent his further 
' jn-ogress he was reluctantly compelled to 
abandon his desire to reach the Pacific. In his 
journal under date of July 3, he writes: "licre 
I must again acknowledge my great disappoint- 
ment in not seeing the main ocean, having 
gone so near it as to be almost within view; 
besides, we wished very much to settle the sit- . 
nation by an observation for''tbe longitude.Thc-' 
latitude is 49 degrees, nearl}^ while that of the 
entrance of the Columbia is 46 degrees 20 niiri- ' 
utcs. The river is therefore not the Columbia; 
if I had' been convinced of this when I leftra)^ 
canoes I would certainly have returned. ' 

The return journey was begun that day; but 
it is not intended to trace in detail its difficul- 
ties and dangers. In addition to the perilous 
navigation, and the hostility of some of the na- 
tive tribes, Eraser had to contend with the 
threatened desertion of ri number of his voy- 
ageurs. (All these troubles, actual and threat- 
ened, he overcame wdth the skill of- . a born 
leader of men). On July 8 he had arrived at 
Yale: on the 14th he passed Lytton; on the 
2oth he reached the spot near Pavilion creek 
Avhere he had left his canoes and cached • his 
provisions on tlic downward way; the Chilco- 
ten river was reached on the 25tli, and on Au- 
gust 6 he was again at Fort George.- It ap- 
pears, therefore, that the descent of the river 
occupied 35 days and the ascent 34, d^yS;-i:J< 

To those who have sedn the Fraser at' mid- 
freshet leaping and boiling through the can- 
yons above Yale; who have .seen its angry wa- 
ter whirling and swirling around Chjnay51,ud|"'^ 
who, looking through Hell's Gate havpwal^, 
cd those tawny waters lash themselves 'iiito a-- 
white_ foam at the impediment it makes; who 
climbing Jackass niount^ain have gazed from 
its heights upon the mere ribbon of seethingf 
waters below ;io these some idea of the labors , 
and difficulties of the journey may be present..- 
To them the simple unassuming narrative of 
the fur trader will appeal as the story of a man 
inured to dangers, wdio recounts the incident.'?' 
of his travel in the plainest and most uncolor- 
ed manner apparently quite oblivious of the 
fact tliM he has done anything- unusual or cx- 
traprdiriary.

VEGETABLES AND HOW TO GROW 
THEM 

•(Written {or the Colonist.) 

ANY vegetable seeds arc snt- 
ficientl}' hardy to be put in- 
to the ground as earl_v as 
the soil is dry enough to 
eruniblc. Cold seeins to 
have no terrors {or them, 
even though they may be 
subject to a lew degrees of 

frost. ; : 

• Preparing the Soil 

. J To insure a successful ctop the soil must be 
in a thorough state of cultivation. If your 
gai'dcn was not deeply .spaded up in the fall it 
should now be dug as soon as possible, turning 
the soil completely over, in order to bury the 
young weeds which may have grown up, leav- 
ing the surface completely, black or brown, as 
the case may be. If you have sufficient wcll- 

. rotted,,stable manure to cover the ground a 

'few inbli<?s deep, spread it eVenly before dig- 

■ging in.- fn no case use fresh manure. If you 
cannot procure stable manure, any of the com- 
mercial fertilizers will do. These can cither be 
sown on the surface of the ground or by put- 
tuig in the drills when sowing the seed. .After 
ha-^irig finished your digging it is better to 

•leave it for a few days in order to let the sur- 
face dry off a little, as you do more harm than 
good by walking over and working in wet soil. 
Arrangement 
In laying out your seed beds it is a good 

.'plan to sow in straight drills, as long as pos- 
sible, leaving sufficient space between the rows 
for cultivation, and hilling up. By pursuing 
this method you will save yourself a great deal 
of hard work, besides adding to the appearance 
of the garden — there is no reason why a veget- 
able garden should not be laid out with an eye 
to beauty. Above all things avoid overcrowd- 
ing, and do not attempt more than you can 
))ropcrly take care of. Succession crops should 
be grown where they will not mar the effect of 

' the garden plan. 

Sowing and Cultivation 
Here you will find a few cultural directions 
for the common kinds of \-egetablcs, whicli 
have been carefully compiled for the climate 
and .soil of British Columbia: — 

Beet. — One ounce of seed to lOO feet cjf 
drjll ; 5 to 6 pounds to the acre in drills. Beets 
require a rich, deep, light soil for a successful 
growth. For an early supply, sow very early 
in the spring, as soon as the soil can be Avork- 
ed, in drills eighteen inches apart, one inch 
deep, thinning io four inches in the row. l*"or 
fall and winter cro[)s sow later in the season. 




•.' V' Purple Sprouting Broccoli 

A\ hen thinning out the rows the ])lants laken 
out can be used as greens. Slightly hill, and 
cultivate freely. , 

Ecans.~Sow one quart to loo feet of drill 
or 200 hillsj.twp bushels to the acre in drills. 

•Warm, lighty'slightly fertilized soil, in a sunny 
situation, should be used. As soon as all dan- 
ger of frost is past, jjlant in drills iS to 30 
inches apart, 2 inches in tlepth, and at a dis- 
tance of 3 to 6 inches in the row; the distance 
between "both drills and plantiijgs vai-ying ac- 
cording to the habits of the varieties used. If, 

hills be preferred^ spacclthcm two feet apart

Corni- — Sow one quart for 200 hills, one 
peck to the acre in hills. The early crop should 
be put in as soon as possible after danger from 
frost is past. Other plantings may be made at 
intervals of a week or ten days thereafter to 
afford a succession until late fall. It may be 
■planted either in hills or drills, but the usual 
practice is to'adoi)t the hill method. The hills 
should be about three feet apart each way. 
About si.x kernels, which will produce three to 
five stalks, should be put in each hill. If plant- 
ed in drills the rows shouhl be three and one- 
half feet apart and the stalks stand ten to 
twelve inches between in the row. Shallow 
cultivation should be practiced to preserve the 
moisture of the soil, since this crop rcqi^res a 
large amount of water in its growth and is 
likely to suffer from drought. 

Carrot, — Sow one ounce to 100 feet of drill ; 
three pounds to the acre in drills. 

For early crops, sow as soon as ground can 
be worked, in drills one inch deep and one foot 
apart (3 feet for field culture), thimiing four to 
eight inches according to varieties. Keep your 
plants well cultivated. The carrot being en- 
ormously ]n-oductive and of superior nutritive 
(|uality, is a desirable and profitable crop to 
grow for stock feed. 

Cabbage. — A rich, deep^ loamy soil is infi- 
nitely best. For early summer use, sow in hot- 
bed, and transplant to open ground early in 
spring. For winter use, sow in open ground, 
taking care not to let the plants stand too 
closely, as this luakes them "spindling." 

I'or a small garden, howc\-er, it is l)ettcr to 
])rocure plants from a nurseryman. In trans- 
])lanting, take the plants out of the seedlied 
carefully, so as ntjt to brt^ak the fine roots, lay 
in a basket, moisten thoroughly and cover with 
a wet cloth to prevent the roots from dr\'ing 
out. Choose a cloudy day for transplanting if 
possible, and if the soil is at all dry make a hole 
with a dibber or round pointed stick, not too 
deep, pour in about one-quarter of a pint of 
water. i)ut the plant in the ground up to the 
first leaves, and i.iack the wet soil firmly about 
the roots, putting dry dirt on to]) to jjrevent 
evaporation. Plants seldom wilt when thus 
treated, and the method is much to be pre- 
ferred to. planting immediately after a rain. 
.'Vfter setting out, the plants reciuire frcf|iicnt 
shallow cultivation, drav.'ing 
the soil up to the plants until 
the croii matures. Too much 
cuUi\'alion cannot be gi\'en, 
and especially alter a rain 
should the ground be thorough- 
ly stirred. 

Brussels Sprouts. — These 
plants .grow from two to three 
feet high, and produce, upon 
the sides of the stems, numer- 
ous small heads resciublin.g 
small cabbages. Culture and 
use identical with that of win- 
ter cabbage. 

Kale. — .\ member of the Cab- 
bage family. Seeds may be 
sown in a moderately rich soil, 
in an exposed situation. In 
traiisplaiitin.g and general cul- 
ture, treat the plants like cab- 
bages. The central leaves are 
used as spinach, and arc much 
iinpro\-c(l frost. 

Cauliflower. — This most del- 
icate and delightful vegetable, 
like the cabbage, requires an 
exceedingly rich soil cultivated deeply, and 
fertilized thorou.ghly with well rotted compost. 

l'~f)r s]irni.g atid summer crops, fall sowings 
may be wintered over in cold frames, or seed of 
early varieties may be sown in hoidx-ds in Fbb- 
ruar}- (as for early caljha.qes ) , t ransi)laiiting in 
either case 1(3 open ground in sprin.LT. according 
to climate and season, cullivaling thoroughly 
thereafter as for cabbages. For late autumn 
crops, sow varieties after danger of frost is 
liver, transplanting and treating thereafter a.s 
\\ intei' cabbages. 

Cucumber. — .'\s the cucumber is a tender 
plant the seed should not be jilanted until the 
weather is warm and all danger nf frost is past. 
]'rei)are the soil tliorougiily and- mark out in 
rows five to si.\ feet ai)art each way. From 
ten to twelve seeds should be planted at the 
intersections in hills a foot' across, covered 
about one inch deep, and the soil well jircssed 
down. On small areas and in garden culture it 
is usual to idace a shovelful or two of well- 
rotted manure or ci.)ni[:)Ost under each hill, 
covering the manure twt) inches deep v/ith 
li.ght earth hefnre plantin.g the seed. Keep the 
ground cultivated between the hills both ways 
and lossen the soil about the plants after each 
rain. After the plants are well up and serious 
danger from insect pests is i)ast thin nut the 
plants in each hill to the ihi-ee most \ :,g(jr(ji;s. 
-No cucumber should be allowed to ripen seed, 
for with the ripenin.g of seed the x'iiies begin 
to die. while, if llie cucumbers are kept picked 
off, the vines continue in bearing a lon.g time. 

Karly Culture, — When very early cu- 
cumbers are desired tiie seed is frequently 
started in tin cans, berry ho.xes, flower, pots or 
on inverted sods in the greenhouse oj;. hot bed, 
and the plants set outdoors when the we'athcr 
is warm and settled. 

Celery. — Celery delights and thrives best in 
a muck land, but can be grown in any good 
garden soil. Sow the seed in the open .ground 
early in s))ring, as soon as ground can be 
worked, PrcjDare the soil :^cll, viand 
drills' a quarter inch deep aiiH 'a&oUt' ten 



apart, taking care to firmly press the soil over 
the seed. 

When two inches high, after careful hard- 
ening, transplant to 2 inches apart each way. 
].,aleV dig trenches 4 fecc apart and 6 inches 
deep, or "they may be set on level ground, and 
when large enough trini off the tops (to render 
stocky) and enough, of the roots to admit of 
straight planting and set in trenches 6 inches 
apart, covering to the crown only. 

Herbs. — No garden is coni])lete without a 
few herbs for culinary and medicinal ])urposcs. 
Sow the seed early in spring, in light, mel- 
low soil, in shallow di'ills, 15 inches apart and 
cover lightly. When plants are 2 or 3 inches 
high, thin to 5 or 6 inches apart in the row. 

Leek. — Leeks are use fid for flavoriu.g .soups, 
etc., and in Europe are considered better for 
the pur])ose than onions. I'reparc the soil and 
sow the seetls as for onions. When large en- 
ough to handle, about the size of a lead pencil, 
transplant to a well enriched bed. Set in rows 
one foot apart, four or five inches in tlie row. 

Mustard. — The young leaves are used in 
early spring, with cress, lettuce, etc. Sow 
thickly in shallow ilrills a foot apart, and cut 
when a few inches lii.gh. 

Cress, or Peppergrass. — Sow thickl}', in 
shallow drills, in moist soil, covering very 
slighi'y, every two weeks for a succession, it 
is a hardy perennial, stays .green nearl}' the 
whole year, and is ready for use before any 
other salad in the spring. Best when cut quite 
young. Used with mustard, Icttitce; etc. 

Onion. — One ounce to 100 feet of drill; six 
pounds to acre. A rich, light, mellow loam is 
best to insure successful onion raising. In 
April s'.nv about si.x pounds of seed to the acre, 
in rov.-s 14 inches apart, and cover to the depth 
of 3-4 of an inch; press the soil firmly about 
the seed. When the plants are three and a- 
half to four inches high, thin to two inches 
apart. In the process of cultivation, be careful 
not to stir the soil too deeply, nor to collect it 
about the growing bulbs. When the tops be- 
come entirely decayed, which will occur in Au- 
gust, or early in Septeiuber, rake the bulbs 
from drills and and leave exposed to the sun 
for a few days. 

Parsnip. — One punce for 200 feet drill ; five 
or six pounds per acre. The value of the par- 
snip as a table vegetable is well-known, but not 
so readilv recognized as ah economical farm

product of great value for stock food. Culti- 
vate as for carrots; it is Cco'.omary to leave 
parsnips in the ground over winter, as frost 
improves the roots. A few can be dug in the 
fall and stored in the cellar for use during the 
winter. 

Peas. — Ont quart will sow about 125 feet 
of drill; one and a-half bushels an acre. Peas 
are extremely hardy, and will endure a great 
deal of cold cither in or above the ground. Sow 
in drills two or three inches deep and from 
three to four fed apart, narrow for the dwarf 
and wide for the tall gnawing sorts. Dwarf 
growing peas require very rich soil and no 
support; tall growing varieties should be train- 
e<l to wii'e trellises or supporicd by brush. If 
the soil is rich, they will run loo luuch to 
stalks. 

Parsley. — The seeds being given some 
weeks to germinate, should be planted as early 
in the spring as the ground is in good working 
condition. It is well to soak them a few hours 
in tepid water before sowing. Sow in drills 14 
inches apart and six inches asunder, covering 
to the depth of one-half inch. 

Radish. — One ounce to 100 feet drill; nine 
or ten pounds per acre, in drills. For early 
crops, prepare gentle hot-beds early in sprin.g, 
eoN'crin.g with loam to a depth of ei.ght inches 
for the long-rooted ;md of four inches for the 
turni])-rooted \'arieties. Select the early sorts 
and sow immediately in drills six inches apart 
and one-half inch deep, thinning to two inches. 

For open air culture of the early varieties, 
sow early as ground can be worked, in drills 
one foot apart, thinning to two or three inches. 
Use invariabi}' when young and brittle. For 
succession, sow every 10 to 1.5 days. 

Squash. — One ounce for 50 hills; x to tilbs. 
per acre. Plant when all danger from frost 
is i^ast, and .get in the winter varieties as soon 
as pos.sible in order that they may mature. 
Plant in hills four feet apart for the bush var- 
ieties and. six Vor e^ght feet apart for running 
sorts. Put six 'or 'eight seeds in a hill, thinning 



when all danger from insects is past, to three 
or four plants ,in,>a hill.. .r.,-. ' . • . . .v S . 

Turnip. — One ouniie fot 156 feet of drill; 
one to two pounds iu firills, per acre. The best, 
soil is a new, light, rich, loam, entirely free 
from fresh manure. For summer use, sow very 
earl}' in spring; lor fall or main crop, sow late 
in summer. Small varieties may be sown 
broadcast, if ground is free from weeds. In 
the larg.- sorts, .greater yields and better re-, 
suits arc derived from drill sowing. Make 
drills 14 inches a[)art, one-haii inch 'deep, and 
when of sufficient size, thin the roots to five 
or six inches distant. For succession, sow at 
intervals of a fortnight. .Sow, if possible, just 
before rain. 

Tomato, — One ounce to 1500 plants; quar- 
ter pound to transplant per acre For early 
crops, sow in hot-bed, greenhouse, or inside 
the window of sitting rooin. where the temj^cr- 
ature does not fall below 65 de,grecs, trans- 
planting — to .secure stockiness— when three 
inches high, to pots, cold frames, or other parts 
of the bed, and about five inches a[5art. After 
all danger of frost is over, transplant finally to 
open gi-ouud, four to six feet apart, according 
to variety used. 

Spinach. — One ounce to 100 feet of drill; 
ten to twel\-e pounds in drills, per acre. vSow 
for main crop in fall, in rich soil, and protect 
durin.g the vvinler with hay or straw. For 
summer use, start sowin.g early in spring, at 
intervals of two to three weeks, for succession. 

Ed. Note. — Lack of space forbids that we 
should go into this subject as fully as we 
would desire. Only a few of the more com- 
monly grown vegetables have been touched 
upon, but it is our intention, as the season 
progresses, to i)ublish seasonable . articles on 
special subjects. 

A FEW GOOD RULES FOR THE AMA- 
TEUR GARDENER 

Instead of a long, rambling diary try to ab- 
breviate and perpetuate the important happen- 
in.gs by keeping iti mind the following working ' 
rules for the amateur gardener compiled by C. ■ 
L. Brown, in the Garden Magazine: — 

I. Fertilizing.— Get well rotted manure if 
possible. Broadcast all you can get to a depth 
of not more than three inches. Turn it in as 
soon as you can so as.not-to lose any more am- 
monia than, is neces^airy,,j^^§aye;liqiiid manure, 

bones, iwood ashes, or soapsuds 
in some neat, out-of-the-way 
place where there will be no 
odor. L se manure in prefer- 
ence to commercial fertilizer.s, 
if po.ssible, because it improves 
the texture of the soil.- But do 
not let a particle of manure 
touch the roots of a plant or 
they will get burnt. 

2. Ploughing.— Fine the soil 
by deep, conscientious spading 
and spreadin.g, or plou.ghing 
and harrowiii.g, over and over 
again, until no lumps of' either 
soil or manure arc left anv- 
where above the lowest depth 
of the spading or ploughing 
.ind until the fine manure and 
fine soil are thoroughly mixed. 
Be sure your land is well drain- 
ed so that water will not stand 
aliout roots and rot them. 

3. Planting. — Use a line, 
[■lant in perfectly straight lines 
lo make easier weediiig' and 
cultivating with the wheel hoe. 

4. Distance. — If you have plent}^ of room 
and a horse, make the rows at least two and 
one-half or three feet aj^art, and for the larger 
plants not less than four feet. 

5. Planning. — When planning, try to put 
lo.gether those crops that ripen at the same 
time, so as to clear up and use blocks of land 
together at the same time; but in doing this do 
not sacrifice the more important benefits de- 
rived from rotation of crops. 

6. Rotation. — Try not to plant the sainc 
or similar crops on the same ground more than 
one year in succession. 

7. Rolling. — .Alter planting your seed, 
tramp or roll hard the .ground just over the 
seed except in a very wet season or on wet 
ground. This brings the moisture from below 
up to the seeds ancl helps them sprout. A lit- 
tle loose soil scattered over what you have 
tramped or rolled helps keep in the moisture. 
If, however, growth is delayed by bad weather, 
do not let the surface become caketl, but 
scratch it so as not to disturb the sprouts; and 
when the plants are through, cultivate and stir 
lightly all around them. 

8. Cultivating. — Never work the soil while 
it is wet, as that makes it lumpy and hard ; but 
as soon after every rain as the ground can . be 
worked without sticking together in lumps, 1 
hoe or cultivate the entire surface of the gar-" 
den so as to leave about an inch of loose soil 
(jver its surface. This will act as a iiiulch and 
conserve the moisture, Avhich 3'our plants will 
utilize, from the rain. Do not culti\'ate or 
touch beans when wet as it will .rust tliem. 
Do not let soil become "baked," Do not tranii) 
over and harden the soil of your garden any 
more than possible. 

g. Diseases. — Pick and burn at once all 
leaves or ve,getables showing' si.gns of rot or 
disease. 

10. Picking. — Pick ,all defective or ripe 
fruits. If left to go to .seed, they will stop 
production; . ■ . ^ 

II. Weeds. — Kill weeds by Avholesale 
methods when they arO small 



12. Watering. — Do not .sprinkle frequent- 
ly, aud aypid witcr that fis top." cp.ld>y:-^^ 
warm soriiewhat aiid run it in fiifrovvs over the, 
ground, so that it will soak in deep. Do this 
once a week or when the .ground has become 
somewhat tlr\'. After walerin.g, cultiyatc as 
soon as the soil is di'v enough for the ])urpose. 

13. Succession. — A judicious mixture of 
early and late varieties will ])roducc a suc- 
cession and prolong the yielding season, bnt a 
bettep way is to combine with . differcjtt ma- 
turing varieties the principle of making several 
sueeessi\'e plantniL;"s ol the choicest "\'arietics.

INCREASING RHUBARB 

lihubarb is always in demand in the ea licn 
half of the year, and in all good gardens ar- 
rangements are invariably made to lift r(ots 
for forcing, to maintain the clumps in gbod 
health, and for periodically forming-fresh b' ds. 
To the novice in -gardening' matters littlb is 
known of Rhubarb and how to deal wit i it 
successfully. It may surprise some reader.s to 
learn that rhubarb is deep rooting, and for jhis 
reason the plot in which it is to be planted 
should be trenched quite two feet tO three lect 
deep, incorporating at the time the trenching is 
done a liberal quaiitity of good manure. 
Manure that is well decayed is of little tise. 
For this reason, therefore, fill in the trenciies 
with solid manure; in fact, the best that cau^bo 
l)rocured. Some of the finest rhubarb \ve have 
seen was grown on ground that i had • "b'cctl 
irenched to a depth of five feet. "'' 

Dividing the Roots. — The best time to lift 
rhubarb for the purpose of division is early; 
spring, and we prefer to do this early'iin the 
month when the weather is free frorii' severe 
frosts. The huge clumps that some of the old 
plants arc represented by should be first ' di- 
vided \\\) into convenient sizes, so that the 
rrowns ma}' be inore easily detached. To di- 
viile a few plants is not difficult, as they split 
very readily, and pieces containing* one crown 
or more may be detached suitable for replant- 
ing with little trouble. Frequently, pieces 
containing- a cr-own or two may be detached 
from old clumps without .the necessity of lift- 
ing the latter for the purpose of division. As- 
suming the new ])lan(ation or beds arc to bo 
planted in the near future, sufficient tinie will 
be allowed in the interval in which the new 
quarters may betprpperly prepared. Rhubarb 
will do well in the same quarters for ten years, 
but to kee]) the roots in good order, it is neces- 
sar}' to mulch them periodically Avith manure. 
When the chimps appear to be exhausted, 
which will be denoted by weak and sickly 
growths, remove the surface soil round about 
the roots and apph' licpiid nianure or sewage 
copiouslj', following this with a heavy dressing 
of;:;partially decayed manure. Subsequent 
;grp!^ths will prove how beneficial such treat- 
i iiienfeis.f j:". ■ ' ' . ■ ' ' " 

" Plarititig Rhubarb Crowns. — Assuming tho 
new f|uarters are prepared in the way just sug- 
;;;este(l, a fine day should be selected for I'c- 
plantin.g the crowns. When the weather is 
:lry and the soil friable the work is much more 
satisfactorilj' carried out. Plant the crowns in 
rowsjithe^atter being three; feet apart, withlthc 
sanie'rdistahCe between the crowns. Wh'iire'a 
smaller plantation is bcin.g made,' arrange the 
crowns thi-ee feet apart each way. One stron.g 
crown will be quite sufficient, but three smal- 
ler ones shoiikl be re(|uisitioned if strong in- 
'.lividual crowns are not forthcoming. Observe 
special care wdien adjustin.g the crowns in po- 
sition. Sec that they are just level with the

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AROUND THE FARM 

THE BEST SALAD PLANTS. 

ALAD plants, as I shall use the 
term, are plants which are 
p^rown solely or chiefly for use 
as salads. Their products arc 
served on the table raw and 
dressed — to be distinguished 
from plant products (such as 
1^ 1 J celery and radish) which are 
f- ^■^'a^^- •-' usually eaten but not dressed, 
P' Ot fr^hv "others (such as asparagus) which are 
•' someumes eaten dfessed and cold, but not raw. 
!/\s- a. consequencc, true salad plants arc leaf- 
plants, the list conij)risiug lettuce, endive, corn 
salad :and the cresses^ with mustard, chicory, 
iii' a'tid^yiiiious less known plants. FurUierj it 
' 'liiay Be said that most salad plants arc seldom 
lised alone in salads, being too insipid, or tbo 
pungent, or too strong in taste, for use by 
themselves. Thus nasturtium, burnet, chervil 
and the cresses, scurvy grass, borage, mustard 
- and even corn salad, are, for one reason or an- 
'•■ other, used chiefly to flavor salads, of which, 
j^lmost always, lettuce or endive forms the 
|. jjS'sis: ■ . . . • 

f^:S^■^■Lci^uce^ most important salad plant, 

>■ itSi^,97,;ofli(5i determined varieties (as dis-

° na'm^!^)V^ive to the grower a wide variation in 
Bea"s'C)n,''Teaf texture, crispncss and even taste. 
But whether young or mature, whether cut- 
leaved, close-heading, or upright, its culture is 
much the same. Generally speaking, it is 
hardy to frost and (except, in a few varieties) 
fairly tender to heat ; it should be rapidly and 
continuously grown, and picked as late as pos- 
sible before its use. 

All salad plants should, like lettuce, be 
rapidly grown, without setback. Any lack of 
moisture, any poverty of soil, or any serious 
, check in growth, will show it^ effect upon the 
oroducti For crispncss, all salad, plants 
.'inhouldbe picked Avithin a half hour of serving. 

fie interval 'should be given to washing and 
UUng by means of ice. The sole exception 
sibiild be on a hot summer's day, when the 
plants may with advantage be picked in the 
e'lrl}' morning and kept on ice. 
; Lettuce, being hardy, may be sown in 
■■■ $i)ring, "as soon, as the ground is fit"^ — sooner, 
ii fact, if one has a cold-frame. I have a frame 
jiade to fit an old sash. In this frame I have 
.^^rted all my early lettuce, maturing some 
cf the plants in the frame, and setting others 
i jitt to come on more slowly in the open 
{found. Culture in the frame is very simple. 
i:OW at a depth of a (|uarter inch, thin out the 
plants when the fourth leaf has developed, and 
„^ain whenever they crowd, gradually thin- 
iiing until they arc a foot apart each way. The 

■ pulled plants may be set again elsewhere ; or 
. lliey may be eaten, if large enough. 

■In the opeii ground, the seed may be sown 
E little deeper. \-ov trans])lanting, sow in drills 
• si.K inches ai)art ; otherwise the rows should 
be a fool a()ari. l<'..\actl_\- as in the cold-frame, 
thin the plants as they crowd, until they are a 
foot apart. 

The soil for all salad plants should vary 

■ slightly with the. seasun, from sandy soil in 
spring, when tliei"c is i)lenly of rain, to a mois- 

; ter, lieavici" soil in suuimei". if there is a choice 
in the garden ; i)ul, in any case, the soil should 
1)C Avell tilled and ricii. Well-rotted mamu'c 
should be wi^i-ked into llic ground ; or, if tliei-c 
is none to be used, nitrate (jf .soda should be 
given in small doses once a ' week. Cultivate 
well, and keep both soil and fertilizer from the 
heart of the plant. 

Endive is the salad ])lant of next import- 
ance to lettuce. It is a plant somewhat simi- 
lar to the fringed lettuce, having cut lea\-cs, 
often nai'row, \s'liich grow into a thick bunchy 
head. The f)ec\di;irity of endive is that its 
slightly bitter taste greatly increases toward 
maturity. Many use it, therefore, when still 
young. Or, the plants, when full-sized, may 
be closely tied, or co\ crcd by pots, boxes or 
boards, to blanch the lernes and decrease the 
bitter taste. They should be used as soon as 
blanched, or they will rot. 

liiidive and lettuce together may be used 
throughout the season, to give a perfect suc- 
cession. Lettuce matures first, endive more 
slowly. In the fall they are both very hardy, 
and, if a cold-frame is used to ])roloiig the sea- 
son, they may be grown luitil hard-freezing 
\ve;ilhcr. ]"'urthcr, green endive plants, lifted 
with as much earth as possible and set in a 
cool, dark cellar, u ill slowly blanch in storage, 
and will be \cvy welcome in the winter. 

There remains, however, the other leading 
salad plants wdiicli help to ])rolong the season 
and to increase the variety of salads. These 
'are chiefly corn salad, mustard and the cresses, 
and chicory. The growing of the various pro- 
(Incls of chicory is an art by itself, and is not 
all carried on in the garden; therefore I. do not 
include it here. The other plants can be 
grown with little trouble. \Vith the excep- 
tion of Italian corn salads, they .-u-e hardier 
than lettuce or endive, and lengthen the sea- 
son .] , . ¥ ■ . 

Corn salad will nvC through a northern 
ivintcr with slight protection. In a climate 



similar to ' that of England, it will yield 
throughout tlie winter. It is a small planet, and 
is best sown in drills nine inches apart and of 
slight depth, and is seldom transplanted. It 
grows to about half the size of lettuce, but is of 
less flavor. Two cuttings may be had from 
each plant. It may be grown in cold-frames, 
or its seed, sown in the late fall, will live all 
winter in the ground; but the plant summers 
badly. To make a good salad, it needs with it 
a few leaves of stronger flavor. 

Common cress, with its peppery taste 
(whence its name peppergrass), fills this lack 
admirably. It is one of the quickest-grow- 
ing of all salad plants, germinating soon, and 
coming to maturity in three or four weeks. 
Sow in shallow drills about six inches apart; 
or, preferably, sow broadcast, raking the seed 
into the ground. It is seldom worth while; 
to thin or transplant cress, but it is better to 
sow frequently, taking two crops from each 
sowing by cutting down the y)lants at three to 
four inches for a second g-rowth. When ma- 
ture, or as soon as heat comes, cress goes 
quickly to seed, and it is therefore grown only 
in fall and spring. 

Upland cress is much less known, and with 
reason, for, though hardier, it is of slower 'ma- 
turity than common cress; further, its leaves 
lie on the ground, and become badly soiled and 
beaten by rains. It is best sown in shallow 
drills a foot apart, once in spring and again in 
late sununer; thin to four or six inches apart. 
Or sow in late fall for an early spring start. 
Water cress is not properly a garden plant. 

White mustard, which with common cress 
forms the famou's combination of mustard and 
cress, is to be treated in every way like com- 
mon cress. Its name indicates its taste. White 
. mustard must not be confused with the larger 
varieties, grown for "greens. ' 

After all these, there are the lesser salad- 
plants (scurvy grass and nasturtium, buck's 
horn plantain, burnet, borage, salad chervil, 
rocket, samphire, rape and valerian), all of 
which are small leaf plants of varying flavors, 
some of them hardy and some of them tender, 
but all best used to give variety to the salads 
of which lettuce and endive form the founda- 
tion, although some of these plants may be 
used by themselves. They are all to be grown 
in the same sort of earth as suits lettuce,, in 
shallow drills a foot apart. ' Tliin. as "' tney 
crowd, but do not bother to transplant. Very 
few of them arc grown in America, and it is 
safe to say that for a long time few will be 
generally cultivated. — Allen French in Subur- 
ban I,ife. 

CARE OF HARNES°S AND SADDLERY 

The care of harness and saddlery must be 
based on methods for the preservation, of the 
leather of which they are made. Exposure to 

extremes of temperature, moisture and dryness 
are to be avoided; regular u.sc is the best pre- 
servative, and special measures must be taken 
when this is not feasible. For the sake of the 
metal fittings, it is desirable that harness 
should be kept in a place apart from the stable, 
but the temperature of the stable is right for 
the leather. An nnlieated shed or barn is im- 
possible, as in winter, at least, and wet har- 
ness must be driefl by artificial heat, it is cum- 
brous stuff \.o brin.g indoors. An under.grouiul 
cellar containing the healer for the house 
nii.ghl he made to serve at a ninch. but ihe dust 
would be bad for the harness. Rather than io 
try any of these makeshifts, it is better and 
cheaper to fit up a little harness room, couveu- 
ienlly near th(; stable. 

Iron pegs and nails are not suitable for 
Iiangin.LT harness on; they shorten the life of 
tlie leather b}- bendin.g it at loo sharj) an angle, 
besides di.'-coloring it. Round wooden pegs, 
not less than an iiich-anrl-a-lialf in diameter, do 
well. A dozen of these, three inches long and 
six inches apart, are easily secured to a strip 
of board by screws driven through it into 
them. The board may then be nailed nj) in 
any desired position, and will serve fnr hang- 
in.g bridles, reins, strafis and leather odds anil 
ends of ;dl sorts. 

I'lie dri vin.g-pad m;iy be suspended Ijy the 
crou]:) on one of the pe.gs described rd)ove, the 
i:)eg holding the loop through which the horse's 
tail ordinarily passes, but a detached pad or a 
riding-saddle must have a special bracket. This 
should be made A-shaped, broad enough to ' 
give adequate support, and having the sides at 
such an an.glc as to give fotu" or five inches of 
contact with the under-sides of the saddle. 'I'he 
collar and bridle will be all right on the short 
I'.e.gs, but the latter will retain its shajje better 
if hung on a half-round piece of two-inch 
wood, of a diameter about equal to the width 
of the horse's head across the ears. 

A stout rail should be fixed at a convenient 
height .alon.c ouv side of the harness-room, over 
which may be huii.g blankets, rugs, loin-cloths 
and the like, which are liable to be danip and 
therefore must not be folded u[) until dry. 

From the ceilin.g should be hun.g, in the 
most convenient place for lighl, a large iron 
hook, either enameled or covered with rubber 
tubing; it should be about six feet from the 
ground, and is for holding harness while it is 
being cleared. Cleaning is easy though unin- 
teresting worlc; the nnul should be removed 
with a soa(.)\' spon.ge then, after drying, ihe 
leather should he ndjbed with one of ihe many 
harness oils, ])asles, or blacl-:in,gs, accordiu.g to 
wdicther it is of black or tan-eolorcd leather, 
and polished with a so^ft brush. 

The ends must be regularly pulled out of 
the billets, or the leather, underneath will per- 




^ish for lack of oil. Wet harness must be dried 
(in the. sun if possible) before bfeing treated . 
with poKsh, or' the' glossy appeairance'dfesired 
will not he attained by any persistence with 
the polishiiig-brush. 

Girths and pad-cloths which become sweaty 
should be dried, and then cleaned with a stiff 
brush. To preserve harness that is not going 
to "be used' for sonie time, take it to pieces, 
clean and dry it thoroughly, "then rub as much 
vaseline into it as possible, working it in with 
the hands. Hang the Ic'ather in a warm place 
all night and appl}^ more vaseline the next, 
leavin.g- a good coat of it smeared all over the 
surface; the leather will then retain its pliabil- 
ity for an indefinite period and be proof against 
dryness or damp. 

Special care must be taken that the surface 
of ^he collar or breast-band which lies on the 
horse's skin is kept thoroughly clean, other- 
wdsc sore shoulders will ensue and give no end 
of trouble. 

THE DAIRY CALF". 

IIEN we take into considera- 
tion that it takes just as 
much time to milk and care 
for a poor cow as a good 
one, and nearly as nuieh 
feed, therefore costin.g much 
more to produce milk by 
using poor cows, we see 
what an enormous waste of 
labor and profit is going ou. 

Whilst horsemen are exercised by the poor 
sires being used, and would have laws to li- 
cense only such as find favor in the eyes of in- 
.spectors there could be as much or more said 
in favor of eradicating the scrub bull. One of 
the reasons why there arc so many poor milk 
cows is that there arc so many scrub bulls; 
and it takes just as much to raise a scrub cow 
as an improved one. We say the scrub bull is 
one. of the reasons there are so many poor 
cows. It is not the only reason ; there arc sev- 
eral. Therefore, education' is more to be relied 
upon than legislation, \\'hilst the breeding is 
very important, it nuist be alwaj's remendjered 
that improvement in breeds has been brought 
about by man}' years of culling and selection, 
with liberal and judicious' feeding. There never 
has-beea.a &uperior^.lierd..or flock, built up or. 
maintained by a poor feeder. An animal that is 
not in vigorous condition is' low in vital force. 
"Vigor, thriftiness, good constitution, ability to 
assimilate food and .give large returns for it, 
arc some of the points we must aim for. There- 
fore, in breeding for the dairy, it is necessary 
' to use a sire whose ancestors hare been noted 
for large production. His immediate female 
ancestors^ dam, and sire's dam, are the inost 
important, but the further back, the better. 
And if some of the sires in the pedigree have 
proN'cn their worth by bc.gettin.g daughters that 
had jirovcn large producers, it shows well for 
those l.)l<)od lines, ^\''itll the system of Ad- 
vanced Registry now in vogue by the Ilolstein 
; breeders, we shall soon have many certified 
records that we can rely upon, not only for 
tlie dams, but also be able to know what the 
sires have done in the way of producing good 
daughters. 

\\'hil.st it is noi likel}' we shall ever be able 
to conduct breeding operaiions u'ilhont some 
])rtD\'in,g failures, _\ el, as the }-ears g' > I'V, ;md 
pedigrees are made stronger and lou.ger, fail- 
ures will be less frequent. One reason for this 
will be that there has been continuous good 
care and feeding to produce these .good re- 
cords. 

(J)bscr\;Ui(Mi and experience has shown that 
the comlition in which cdws rue kept is, ])er- 
hai)S, the iiin^t es.^ential feature in breeding up 
:i dairy liei'd. lleifers fi-i>iii dams lli;it h[{\c 
been in .good condition before calving are in- 
variably the best. The greatest drawback 10 
jirogress in dairying is that so many peoi)le 
keej) their cows so poorly. Xoi onlj' are they in 
no shape to stand the drain of milk-giving, but 
;i p(ior cow does not .give .'is ^•ig(^rous a call, 
and is not likel}- to inherit ll;e l;ir.i.;e i)roduein,g 
])i'opensity when ihe dam has iiijl been kepi in 
good vigor. 

To illustrate this: Some years ago we InuJ 
a cow whicii had three dauglners from differ- 
ent sires; all of them were good. She had milk 
fever after this and nearly died ; she was never 
•as vigorous afterwards, and her dau.ghters al'- 
icr that were not nearly sit .l^oikI. ilut, t;iking a 
wider view, ;md showing the geiiei-al effect of 
feeding dams ^vcll, in rn-dtM- lh;it their dau.gh- 
ters may lie as good or better, I will mention 
sfjmething I have had under my observation. 
At a certain public institution a large nundjer 
of cows were kept to supjdy nn'lk. Ou first 
visiting tliis herd, a large nund)er of grades 
were on haml, and 1 ne\er sa'.',- ;i better lol. 
.\ number of pure breds were added. Avhieli, b\' 
the way, inijiressed nu" as being uotldng extra. 
They were v.-ell fed, and their dau.ghters added 
to the herd, ;is the milk was needed for the in- 
mates of Ihe institution. The calves were onlj'' 
fed a limited tiuanlity of milk, which had to 
be supplemented liy other feed, and the calves 
were kept growin.g. In a few years this herd 
has come from obscurity to one of the best. 
The dau.ghters of ilic: first and second genera- 
lion b;i\'c been decidedly larger prodnci'rs th;m 
ih.eir dams. The sire used on the herd re- 
i'ei\ed credit ftu" the im])ro\ement. but I con- 
sider the way the cows were fed had a great 
influence upon their daughters also. 

Anbthct^ instance ks the- case in ?i locality 
where a very large number of cows were kept 



to supply milk to a condensary. As good 
prices were paid for the milk, every bbdy that 
had 'any sense wanted to get all they could 

from their cows, and fed well. Cows were in 
good condition before calving-; milk was so 
high in price that not very much was fed to 
calves, but those from pure bred dams were 
raised ou a small quantity of whole milk mixed 
with water, to make.just enough drink for the 
calf to assimilate other feeds. Nearly every 
man had a different way of feeding his calves. 
And, after all. the system of feeding is of less 
imi)ortancc than that the calves arc fed enough 
of something to keep them growing. I never 
was in a nei,gbborhood where the general aver- 
a.ge of the milk cows was so good; and the. 
young things continued to be good, many of 
which have, when given a chance, made large 
records. The cow Boittsje,' at the O.A.C. 
(20,778 pounds milk in one year), is from a 
herd in that locality. Many others I could 
mention. 

It was not the feeding of the calves that 
gave such ver}- satisfactory results; in fact, the 
results would have been better still, in many 
cases, if the calves had been fed a little more, 
as several were rather undersized and not so 
Avell cfevcloped, being, as a rule, bred to have 
their first calf at two years old. Under this 
rather scant feeding, it would be better to have 
them calve at 28 or 30 mouths old. 

One of the most important points in breed- 
ing up a dairy herd is to have both the sire 
and dam in a good, vigorous condition. The 
condition of the sire at mating has, no doubt, 
considerable influence upon his progeny, aucl 
the condition of the cow when carrying the 
calf has also an influence. The qualities are 
no doubt largely latent in the calf when born; 
be.ing born with lots of vigor and constitution 
is the essential thing. And such a calf is easy 
to raise. It is possible to spoil such a calf by 
feeding too well,, and 'giving it a propensity 
to turn its feed into fat. But a great many 
more are spoiled by underfeeding, which stunts 
the growth, and does not develop the digestive 
organs. As a rule, young calves are fed too 
much milk for the first month or two and not 
enough later. AVIieu whole milk has to be fed, 
<S to 10 i)ouiuls a day is quite sufficient for the 
first three weeks, tiicn add a little water as 
the calf gets older, and teach it- early to 'nibble 
at hay, bran dr silagb. It Will t^ke' duly a ^ 
h.a.ndful of bran at the start, say from three to 
four weeks old, but will soon learn to eat more. 
Then give it a pinch of oil cake (ground), eith- 
er wdlh the bran or put in the fecd'pail, as soon 
as the calf has about taken all the milk out that 
will keej) it sucking at the bottom of the pail, 
which makes saliva, which aids. digestion. 

When a calf is four or five weeks old, add 
a little hot water to the milk, only a cupful at 
first, and gradually increase the water. A 
calf needs a certain quantity of drink; the 
state of the excrements will show how much. 
Jf dry and hard, more drink should be given; 
if too loose, less drink. If the calf is doing well 
at three or four months, and is thrifty, a little 
less niilk can be given, if it is valuable, as the 
calf -should be ealin.g considerable by that 
time, and, when eating bran, oat chop and oil 
cake, with some silage, as well as hay, it docs 
not take much milk to keep it going. At four 
nu)nths old. one-third nulk and two-third's wa- 
ter does very well — enou.gh of this to keep the 
br)wels in a ri.glit stale, as showii by the excre- 
ments. \\ hen skim ndllc is available, that is 
best after one month old. rnid raising calves is 
an easy matter; but just as good results can 
be obtained by giving wdiole milk, adding wa- 
ter as the calf gets older; and teaching it to 
take other feed. Too often, a calf, after five 
or six luontlis old, has to hustle for itself, and, 
if it has bad proper care so far, is allowed to', 
iZ'i back-. This should not be, as the young 
things .should be kepi growin.g steadily. I 
lincl nothing so .good for young cattle and 
calves, after six months old', as vape. It is a 
fine thing to have some rape to turn them ou 
in August, September and October, when other 
l)asture is poor. Calves should not be turned 
on it under six months old, but. when born, 
early in the year, say in I'ebrnary, they can 
be led on rape i)asture, which makes very 
ehea]) feed ;nid saves labor of attending to the 
c;dves. And they are more healthy outside 
than in the barn, where, perhaps, they are .shut 
in some dark pen, away from flies!^ but also, 
a\va\' from good air and sun.shine. Flies do not 
hurt the young things outside if they have 
l)lenty of feed, and there is iiotliin,g as good as 
rape to make young cattle grow. But milk 
ceiws sluudd never be fed on it, as it spoils the 
flavni of the milk.— Geo. Rice, in Farmer's 
.\d vocate. 



WITH THE POULTRYMAN 

THE LIGHT BRAHMA. 

FTER sixty years in America, 
more than fifty of which 1 have 
been breeding this variety, I 
feel like .saying a few woi-ds as 

to where it stands in compari- 
son with other varieties. 

The Li.ght Brahma has gone 
through (he onslaughts of all 
the booms of other breeds and 
have been improved in spite of the tampering 
of the standard makers, steiadily holding their 
own while never having had a boom of their 
own, . ' ' , 

■' ,Thcy have been the breed to which those 




who once bred them, but have been led away 
from their first love by the booms of other 
breeds, have gone back, .after becoming dis-, 
satisfied with all.. others. 

And why should they not? A 'Light Bram- 
ma pullet holds the record of 313 eggs in 333 
days and for a year. This brepd- has demon?^ 
strated that it will grow a greater ntimbe'r of': 
pounds of poultry for the feed consumed than^' 
any other. It will give four pounds- to the', 
pair of broilers at sixty days.' Twenty-two' 
Light Brahma chicks hold the record of 55: 
pounds JO ounces at sixty-one days and of 107 
pounds at 100 days of age. 

Flocks have produced from 161 to 192 eggs 
in a year, a. flock of pullets having made a 
record of the last number, raising sixty-four 
chicks,- the flock consisting of eight birds. 
The best exhibition record made by a Light 
Brahma was 97 points at a show held at Rut- 
land, Vermont, with Bacon, as judge. 

Have I said enough concerning merit? 
. \Vhen the males are kept in celibacy they arc 
soft roasters to the age of eleven months. As 
long as a bird grows so long will it roast ten- 
der. Do you -wonder that of late the prac-- 
tical poulterers are taking thenl.,iip „for the: 
capon ti ade? This trade is grbi^fiiy •wbhd'er- 
fuUy as the country grows in wealth.' Their 
eg.gs arc in the greatest demand -from those 
who desire the best there is in the market. 

The claim that it costs more to feed' ' the 
Light Brahma than it docs other breeds is a 
delusion, for all poultry costs about the same 
per pound to produce whether it be a ' 5^2- 
pound Wyandotte at sevidn paonths or an 8- 
pound Light Brahma at 'nine months. The 
Wyandotte cockerel has practically gone by 
as a roaster at seven months, while thfe Light 
Brahma cockerel remains a soft roaster for 
three months longer. 

With this breed we cannot forget the prac- 
tical as well as the exhibition excellence, nor 
can we forget the shape from which wc get 
the best practical results. 

A true Brahma is an oblong bird, full in 
• front to balance the posterior development, so 
that, as they strut in our yards, they show an 
equal weight in front and back. Hens with" 
wide shell bones and broad, open "fliiff are the 
ones which make egg records. The broad;- 
overhanging skull, well developed earlbbesf 
pendent wattles, broad face and deep jred.esyes, 
stamps it as a strong, -vigorous bird andm'.the' 
male shows its great prepotency. 

When clothed in its plumage of pure wdiite 
and black, as described in the Standard, no 
handsomer bird exist9» today and no breed 
will lay a greater number of dollars' worth of 
eggs in twelve months, if they are given, due 
credit for hatching and raising a brood, of 
clucks each year./ 

The males which may be killed at cigh't 
months will bring enough money to pay for 
bringing the wdiole flock up and carrying the 
pullets on to laying age, leaving the pullets 
as net profit, giving. the poultrymau a chance 
tb commence the year with a clean balance 
sheet. If cost is confined to the food- supply 
the profit of a year for each female will 
amount to $2, and these birds are often sold at 
from .fs to $rs each. 

For several years the demand for Light 
I'.rabmas has been rather small, but during 
the last two years the demand has begun to- 
come back to them and it is safe to predict 
that for the next five years there will be a 
generous call for them. 

In these days when the disastrous effect of 
black head has almost ruined the turkey in- 
dustry in the East the large 'Light Brahma 
roaster is filling the gap at 28 to 35 eents a 
pound. "It is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good." 

Each breed of poultry has its place, but few 
fills more places than does the old reliable 
Light Br.-dnna. Jt has been with us for sixty 
years, and sixty years hence it will grace the 
poultry yal-ds of America'.-^I. K. Felch.

Be sure to supply your fowls with plenty of 
good, clean, fresh water 365 days of every year. 

It ;see;ii^^ar,litl:^eJiard.to be obliged' to chase 
lice anti inites wiritci- as w'cll as summer, but 
eternal vigilance is the price of success, and if 
your hen houses are warm enough .so the fowls 
are comfortable, unless kept clean these pests 
will surely be with you. 

Neglect, improper feeding and filth are 
disease breeders, and unless one or more of 
these causes arc present j-^ou will .have but lit-,, 
tie. trouble with sick fowls. 
■ ' ' Iritrnduce hew blood- into your flocks once 
a year, but do not change the breed b}'^ cross- * 
breeding. If you arc dissatisfied with the 
I)reed you have now do not try to cross it out 
(the lu-ocess is too slow), but .sell it out and 
buy some tborouglibreds that suit your fancy. 
The most satisfactory ones, generally speak- 
ing, arc the good-sized fair-laying breeds , for 
eventually the best of fowls come to the. mar- 
ket, and after a hen^has served her time as a 
layer her avoirdupoi's counts.

Dear Mr. McKenna, — A fortnight has elaps- 
ed since you introduced the government's new 
vEducation Bill, and it seems to beyon public 
grounds desiralole that I should now write to 
you on the subject; If such a step be unusual 
on the part of one who has an official place in 
parliament, where in due course he wiU have 
an opportunity of having his say, it must be re- 
membered that such opportunity may not oc- 
cur unt\l after the bill has passed through the 
House of Commons. ■ The precedent of 1906 
shows how difficult ifc is to: secure- dispassion- 
'•■ate *c6nsideration at that late stage for Avhat is 
thought and said by those who have special 
personal knowledge and experience .of the non- 
provided schools, of England and Wales. These 
schools outnumber the provided schools by 
two to one, and they are attended by about 
half the elementary school children of the 
country.. You will, therefore, I believe, regard 
it as neither unfair nor inappropriate that I 
I should briefly address you .now while matters- 
are stijl, we hope, in a plastic stage. I alone 
airi- responsible for the opinion I express, but it 
is an opinion formed after using every oppor- 
tunity open to me of taking counsel with 
those who, viewing the subject from different 
standpoints, are., best qualified to give me in- 
formation and advice. 

I need not, I think, remind you that I have 
myself from the first been anxious — many 
good, people thin|c over anxious— to promote 
'a rbasohable settlement oi this lamentable and 
harmful controversy! In order to bring about 
such a settlement many of us are prepared to 
give up much which we believe might be fair- 
ly and reasonably claimed by those whose 
cause I, in some. measure, represent. Some of 
us .are.- even' ready, for the sake of bringing 
abdufjtlxe Hhrifibnious' co-operation for which 
we'lprigj' to acquiesce, both as regards primary 
and Secondary schools, in af-rangements which 
fail, as we think, to do what is ideally the best 
fpr English life as a whole. Entertaining that 
desire, I looked forward with some measure of 
hope to a bill which should give effect to your 
expressed conviction that,:f.in enforcing the 
principles of ,- public control and of freeing 
teachers from denorriinatiohal tests, the gov- 
ernment must "at the same time have regard 
to the history of existing institutions and to 
the varied traditions, habits, and beliefs which 
exist among our people, and which to so many 
arc the dearest part of their lives." 

Further, you truly maintained that in deal- 
ing with this problem "it is impossible to ig- 
nore the fact that large sections of our com- 
munity desire a type of instruction in which 
•more. clef iriite denominational teaching is given 
than in our existing coflncil schools," and in 
view of "the great sacrifices which have been 
niadc in the past Ijy devoted men arid women 
in founding and maintaining these voluntary 
schools," you urged upon parliament that to re- 
fuse to recognize these schools "would be re- 
garded by very many people as an act of piti- 
less injustice." 

For the last ten da3's the text of the bill has 
been in our hands, and I can truly say that I 
approached the study of it with the serious de- 
sire tb find in it the basis of an arrangement 
which might secure the educational peace, and 
progress which we desire, without either oust- 
in.g definite religious teaching from its due 
l)lacc in the school life of those children whose 
l)arcnts desire it, or retarding educational iin- 
l)rovement or vitality, or treating anybody 
with^ intolerable unfairness. I nui.st frankly 
admit that this hope has not been realized. 
\©ach day's study of the actual clauses of the 
bill, and, I would add, each day's consultation 
with professional teachers, {or with county 
council authorities, or with men of cool judg- 
ment experienced in the statistics on the sub- 
ject and in the management of schools both on 
their secular and religious sides, has caused 
my hopes to wane, and I am reluctantly forced 
to the concl usion that if the bill were to be- 
come law in anything like its present form it 
would accentuate rather than relieve our ex- 
isting difficulties and hamper rather than prc- 
motc educational advance. 

The desire which you have expressed that 
in urban areas, where the parents can make 
choice among different schools, it should be 
niadc.possible, or even easy, to retain in active 
life the efficient denominational schools, whe- 
ther Church of England, or Roman Catholic, 
or ,\yesleyan,-43r Jev/ish, upon which infinite 
cosfa'nd' care' have been bestowed by those al- 
ready rated for the rival schools, tutns out, I 
fear, upon statistical examination, to be incap- 
able of fulfilment as the bill now stands. The 
suggested "contracting out" plan would, it ap- 
pears, be applicable lo only the slenderest 
inimbcr of such .schools, standing in compara- 
tively well-to-do districts; and even in such 
cases there: •yirould'^undoubteclly be some dan- 
ger of a reverisibn to the'difficultics of lowered 
salaries and inferior equipmejilt with which we 
were familiar ten years ago. I have myself al- 
ways contended that a suitable place might be 
found in our educational system for some 
"state-aided" schools. I have advocated it in 
parliament and elsewhere. But to rc.gard this 
exceptional sanction as an adequate recogni- 
tion of the position which .has, as you have 
truly urged, .been won for denominational 
schools in urban areas is, l:.am; convinced, so 
unreasonable as to become/ hoWliver uninten- 



tionally, what you have called "a pitiless in- 
justice." 

As regards single-school ai-eas, the problem 
is_admittedly even more difficult That some 
change in the existing conditions is reagt)nable, 
and even necessary, i have for several years 
maintained. But what is the solution which 
the bill proposes? The existing trustees are to 
be compelled to ti-ansfer to the public authority 
the ownership of the buildings which they now 
possess, worth, of course, millions of poundsi 
and representing — to quote again your oyvn 
words — "traditions, habits, and beliefs which 
exist among our people, and which to so many 
are the dearest part of their lives." This trans- 
fer, immense and far-reaching as it is, might 
perhaps be defended in argument if the relig- 
ious teaching which was desired and intended 
by the builders of the schools was substantial- 
ly safeguarded and secured. But, on the con- 
trary, any denominational teaching hitherto 
given within school hours is lo be discontinued, 
and, instead of it, wc are offered an "undertak- 
ing" that the undenominational teaching shall 
be of a .good kind, and that, besides available 
for Sunday school, the building shall be pro- 
vided for denominational leaching on Satur- 
day, a day when children do not go to school. 

I cordially recognize the real advance on 
former schemes, which takes shape in the defi- 
nition of the quality of the undenominational 
teaching which is to be given. If this were ac- 
companied by any adequate opportunity for 
the mor^ definite instruction which many 
parents desire, I should regard it as a .sub- 
stantial contribution to the settlement of the 
question. But it seems to be neutralized by 
other parts of the scheme, which preclude any 
enquiry as to the teachers' qualification to give 
religious instruction, and it is noteworthy that 
the "undertaking depends for its enforcement 
upon the administrative action of the Board of 
Education for the time being." Again, it is 
surely impossible in existing circumstances to 
^regard as equitable any. settlement which docs 
not alldw, under reasonable con^litions, the 
parents of children in provided schools • to 
claim, and pay for, in addition to the Scrip- 
tural teaching therein given, such denomina- 
tional instruction as they may desire. 

Pray understand that I am not cliallengin.g 
or even criticising the intentions which may 
underlie these provisions. The position is ex- 
traordinarily difficult, and it is my own desire, 
as I believe it to be yours, to reach a reasonable 
settlement, even if it cannot be wholly ac- 
ceptable to the controversialists on either side. 
.What I am reluctantly forced to contend is 
that the bill as it stands does not present such 
a .solution. 1 Avelcomcd your vvords asserting 
the value of giving to the parent some right of 
choice as to the religious teaching of his child. 
That principle requires in practice to be quali- 
fied in various ways, but with the exercise of 
common sense it can, I believe, be made effec- 
tive both in town and country. I had hoped to 
■ find it thus applied by the new bill. But I do 
not so find it. 

I purposely avoiderl detailed and technical 
suggestions as to facilities .mul the like. The 
authors of the bill understand, at least ^s v. cU 
as I do, what possibilities thcne arc in that di- 
rection and how much could be thus effected. 
It seems to me to be reasonable that I should 
lay these statements before you now rather 
than at a later stage. The ' objections to the 

as it stands are, so far as [ can ;it present 
judge, insuperable. If f have nusnndcrstood 
either the intention or the operation ,,f i1k- 
measure, let the true facts be made apparent. 
-Vothing ran be so important to tiic well-being 
of En.q^land as the efficient education of the 
little children in her schools. Init "education" 
must inciude the huihling up ol' character in 
the faith and fear nf Cod. When such an issue 
is at stake surely no mere sense of the weari- 
ness of the controversy, still less ai'.v iiuestion 
of party allegiance, ought to prevail". Xo ni.ui 
worthy of the name v/ill be tempted either bv 
fear or favor to hold his peace.

SOCIALISM NO NEW THING 

'J'hc Socialistic movement — thou.gh not 
modern State Socialism — can be traced hack 
to about 1,000 IS. C. The llelnxw common- 
wealth was Ijoth i)olitically and industrially a 
<lemocratic state. In it labor was honored, the 
standing army forbidden, the exploitation of 
the poor by the rich prohibited, private owner- 
ship of land disallowed, a weekly holiday for 
the laborer conunandcd, aristocracy, whethcr 
landed, ecclesiastical, or hereditary, guarded 
a.gainst, and some provision made for universal 
education, flow far these ideals -were ever 
realized is a doubtful question; certainly tliev 
were never fully realized. But the prophets of 
Israel foretold a time whpn this realization 
would be accomplished— -when war should 
cease, the implements of war should be con- 
verted into the implements of agi-icultnre, law 
should rest on religion, not on armed force, and 
])roperty shoidd be so ec|ually fli\ided that 
ever}^ man should sit under bis own vine and 
fi.g-tree unmolested. 

Jesus Christ began his ministry by pointing- 
back to these prophets and declaring that he 
had come to fulfil! them. He ended nis minis- 
try by i^eaffirming this declaratibii in a judicial 
proceeding uiulcr the sanction of an oath and 
with the certainty that it WQuld cost him his 
life. Pjiii he did not sliare the popular impres- 
sion of hi.s time that the realization would be 
conferred upon Israel by a supernatural inter- 
vention and without cost to themselves. On 
the contrary, he told them that it would not' 
immediately appear; that it would not come 



suddenly; that it was dependent "up6ri|the.r^ 
velopment of individual charactei: and' "could 
come no faster-.than individttal character was 
developed; that it woulcl grow up gradually 
hke a seed, 'in' spite of other and evil growths, 
by much agitation, and at great cost to those 
who were striving for it. How the Christian 
disciples at first believed, in spite of Christ's 
warnings, that the kingdom of God would be 
brought to, :the earth in their., lifetime, by _ the 
retiirn- of Christ accompariiadtby; m'angel^^^^^^ 
how they soon abandoned this" idea without > 
fully framing any other, how then they con- 
founded the church with the kingdom, how 
gradually they gave u]) all hope of a kingdom 
of God on the earth or substituted a vision of- 
a kingdom in heaven for which earth' w^s only^ 
a disciplii7ary preparation, how all the time 
God was .grathially dcA'cloping a kingdom on 
the earth — a brotherhood of men founded upon 
faith in the unity and fatherhood of God — how , 
in these latter times the church is slowly, 
very slowly, couTing to realize that Jesus 
Christ came to establish a new social order, on 
the earth, not to save a few or many irom the 
pains of a future helL-for the bUss of a future 
heaven — tliere is no space here to narrate. It 
is enough to say that the modern movement 
toward a more fraternal .spirit in government 
and in industry, and more fraternal organiza- 
tion both political and industrial, is derived 
historically from the teaching of Jesus Christ 
and the pre-Christian teachings of the Hebrew 
pro])hets.— Rev. Lyman Abbott, in New York 
Outlook. 





RECLAIMING AN ASIATIC DESERT 

The Anatolian Railroad corhpany, th^ Ger- 
man corporation that is building the railroad 
across Asia Minor to Bagdad, entered into a 
contract last November with the Turkish gov- 
ernment to irrigate a part of the Great Salt 
Desert, whose southern border is skirted by 
the railroad. 

This edge of the desert is nearly 200 miles 
from the northeastern corner of the Mediter- 
ranean. It was once the bottom of the sea, 
and its floor is strewn with saline incrustations, 
but it has been found that the soil may be 
freshened and turned into the best of farming 
lands. Not a spear of grass .grows on it now, 
and neither the Greeks nor the Romans nor 
thc^Turks ever built a road across it. 

The contract for turning the southwestern 
part of this bare, waterless plain into a fruitful 
garden has been let to a Frankfort firm, aiid 
the con.struction plant is now: being sent to 
-Asia Mnior, where the work will begin this' 
spring. The contractors agree to ^complete the 
work m five years. 

The estimated cost is about $5,000,000. The 
funds are to be supplied by the railroad 
pany, the government paying 5 per 
tcrcst and agreeing to, wipe out ,.the . debt iiV 
thirty-fivc years. 7 . . •

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HE Foreign Office has issued a Par- 
liamentary paper, entitled China No. 
-I, and. containing correspondence 
respecting, the opium (jijesUbn ..in, 
China, says the London Times. The' 
corresp.qndence begins with a des- 
patch; dated"' September 20, 1906.. from. Sir J. 
Jordan, British Minister in Peking, informing 
Sir Edward Grey of ' the issue of the decree 
prohibiting the cultivation and consumption of 
opium, and gives the negotiations which en- 
sued between the Foreign Office and the Chi- 
nese Government, and in which the India Of- 
fice took part, concerning the gradual restric- 
tion of the exp.or.t of Indian opium to China, 
and those betw^n the 'British and American 
Governments on the proposal of the latter that 
a joint commission should be. held to investi- 
gate the question of the opium trade in the 
Far riast. 

The series opens with a telegram, jdated 
September 20, 1906, from Sir J. Jordan, the 
British Minister in Peking, informing Sir Ed- 
ward Grey of the publication of the Decree 
prohibiting the cultivation and consumptioii of 
opium. In a despatch, dated ten days later, in 
wdiich he fprwarcls a translation of the text of 
the Decree, Sir J. Jordan says: 

"The promulgation of this drastic an- 
nouhcemeiJt is due, I understand, largely to the 
initiative of his Excellency Tong Shoa-yi, who 
seems to have been much impressed by the 
vifWs he heard expressed on the subject dur- 
ing his recent visit to India. From conversa- 
tions which he' had. with Mr. Baker, the finan- 
cial secretary, and other members of the gov- 
ernment of India, his excellency came to the 
conclusion that India was prepared to dispense 
with the opium revenue, and on his return to 
China he informed his own government that it 
was the Chinese craving for the drug, and not 
England's desire to force it upon China, which 
was now responsible for the continuance of 
the traffic. This view of the question received 
conformation from Mr. Morley's recent speech 
in the House of Commons, which the Chinese 
construed as an invitation to them to prove, 
the sincerity of their desire for the cessaition 
of the Indian import of opium." 

And on November 26, 1906, he sent the 
translation of the regulations which had been 
framed for the enforcement of the Decree, and 
the text of which had already been given in a 
telegram from our Peking correspondent pub- 
lished in the Times three days before. The 
negotiations which ensued. for seouriug -Britisli '; 
co-operation, and which ..were closely follow.ed- 



in the Peking correspondence of the TSnes, 
were so far successful that on February rii the 
India office was able to inform the foieign 
office: '■ . ■ -.l::/;.:;; 

"That the government of India will;-^< ii}'^j!!;t 
structed to enforce immediately the restriUivcI^v 
measures which have been agreed to oh Idc-"; • 
half of India, without insisting on the .prior 
fulfilment of the conditions that similar restric- 
tions would be sinjultaneously enforced in re- 
spect of the import of non-Indian opium."

United States, Great Britain, France, the 
Netherlands, Germany, Cliina,' and Japarir' tov 
investigate the question of the opium "traafe'iiii> • ■ 
the Far East opens with a despatch dated Oc- 
tober 17, 1906, from Sir Edward Grey to Sir 
Mortimer Durand, stating that this suggestion 
had been made to him by the American am- 
bassador in London. On November 22, ■1906,' 
Sir Edward Grey ' informed Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid that His Majesty's government was': will- 
ing to take part in siich an inquiry if the^other 
powers named" \yere. willing to participatfe.' Af-' 
ter some further- correspondence the American' 
ambassador was able, in a despatch to Sir Ed-- 
ward Grey', dated October 30, 1907, to traiismit^ 
the replies of the other governments, • all of'' - 
whom accepted the proposal in p'rinciple, ' ' •' 

On November 27, 1907, Sir J. Jordan for- 
warded to Sir Edward Grey a report on thc^. 
results obtained .during the first year iii .which; ' 
the Decree had been in operation. ' "Vfji PV>t)-', '

pn the heels of' this, a party of young 
Southerner!? headed b}' a Lieut.

This event 
increased the bad feeling already existing to 
. almost boiling heat, and Britishers as they 
were called, were openly insulted in American 
towns across the_^bordcr. .. 

I will now endeavor, to give a short account 
of my own experience during the six months 
of active service with the Victoria Rifles of 
Quebec, wiiich I bclie\-e was one of the. first 
corps called out' for defensive duties.

ped running on account of the huge masses of 
ice' that were grinding and crushing against 
each other in their course down the St. J^aw- 
rence river,- which at this point is about a inilc 
wide ; consequently ;a'',fleet'of.:icd boats ha(^:^tq 
l)c employed foi* bur trariSportatioh to Poiti't' 
Levis wlierc our train waited for us. 

The current Avas running quite three miles 
an hour, u.nd p'crsonally, I considered the trip 
rather dangerous. It was a novel 'sight to 
watch the winding string of boats, as they 
were propelled in and out among the masses of 
ice, heavily laden v/ith our men in their tall 
wedge-shaped fur hats; - now and - then they 
wdiild have to scramble- out on some extra 
• largd sheet of ice and help shove the boats 
across them. On reaching the railway depot 
we were packed like sardines in a box for three 
da}'s, only being allowed out for one hour at 
Toronto for refreshments and to stretch our 
legs. What sleep we got had to bp taken sit- 
ting up. 

On reaching our destination, the most 
southwcsterl}^ town in Ontario, we found our- 
selves directly op[)ositc the cit}' of Detroit, 
where the Fenians were said to be in great 
force and only waiting an opportunity to 
cross the St. Clair river, which at that point is 
only a few hundred yards in width. 

The inhabitants of Windsor gave us a 
warm reception, and barrels of beer and plenty 
of provisions were placed at our dis|JOsal, while 
the school houses were turned into temporary 
barracks until frame huts were ready for our 
accommodation, situated on a plain immedi- 
ately in rear of the town, which in those days 
was almost surrounded by forests. 

We v.'cre now joined by the Victoria Rifles 
of Montreal and the whole force placed under 
the command of Lieut.-Col. Osborne Smith, a 
strict martinet in every sense of the w<Drd, 
though a good soldier. Marshal law was pro- 
claimed, and a line of sentries placed along the 
river for over a mile on each side of the town. 
Some companies of the Prince of Wales Rifles 
and the Tenth Royals- were also stationed be- 
tween Sandwich and Amherstburg. Our 
guard duties now became very arduous, varied 
occasionally witn long marches, through rain, 
mud, slush and snow,- mostly by night, to some 
point wiiere immediate danger was threatened. 
Besides this, we had to act as police to ar- 
rest an)' sus[3icious characters of any national- 
ity, found loitering in groups in the town or its 
immediate vicinity. As. fully one-half of . the 
popdlation- \vas negroes; or colored people,- 
mostly. escaped slaves, our guard room was at 
tirhcs a receptacle for a miscellaneous assort- 
ment, that hatl been gathered in during the 
night: and the aroma in-' consequence was 
hardly refreshing to a sentry returning to the 
raain^guard for a few hours sleep, 
- . Our' most Active time was upon one oc- 
casion wlicn the river was frozen- across oppo- 
site Detroit, and parties on foot could ' easily 
reach either shore;, Our sentries were doubled 
and str6ng tp^tr6rs?were on duty night and 
day! ' ' 

An amusing incident occurred one lyght, 
caused by a mistake of one of pur sentries. 
• It had been, snowing^' heavily for . some 
hours aird the"\veather was bitterly cold and 
rough, when about niidriight a rifle shgt wflis 
discharged near the main guard, and a f^int 
call of "guard, turn out," was heard. Tn a few 
seconds the sleepy inmates had fallen in (nit- 
sidc. We then advanced at the don])le to- 
wards 'the point from whence the shot ha<l 
been fired, when our sentry was observed 
bending over some object'-lving in the snow. 
As we all, in intens'rf excitement rushed forr 
ward, he calmly oljscrved "guard, ttu-n in, it's 
only a pig," It seemed that in the blinding 
snow storm, he had noticed a dark object ap"- 
proacliing and had given the usual chalh-nge 
and then firqd with fatal effect. Our men, 
though: greatly disgusted,, did not neglect the 
opportunity of sdcuring fresh pork. 



Happening to be in Detroit dressed in plain 
clothes, with, five others of my company 
(against strict garrison orders), the night 
President Lincoln was .shot, wo were nearly 
getting .into a .badrisorape, as -telegraph mes- - 
sages were sent in all directions to prevent any 
one leaving oi? crossing the border line that 
night. ■ . 

So, when we \vcre shoving our boat, which 
we had hidden under the wiiarf, we were dis- 
covered by the American sentry, who promptly 
ordered us back, threatening to fire if we did 
not. It.was not exactly a pleasant predica- 
ment, but we dared* not return,- as. Col. Os- 
borne Smith had promised six months' gaol to 
any one caught on the American side, where 
we were called bloody Bitrishcrs or damn Can- 
ada soldiers, so we kept on, with the sentry's 
rifle pointing in our direction, and the bright 
barrel glistening in the lamplight. However, 
l^e did not fire, as, we kept him covered with 
our pistols until the darkness hid us from his 
sight, when a shot from his rifle struck the 
boat, which nearly said'C before we could reach 
the Canadian shore, and we with great caution 
sneaked back into our (|uraters. 

t'pon another occasion, our barracks were 
visited by an .\merican general, I thiid< it was 
Sherman, of the U, S. army, and several of his 
staff. 

At our cook-house door a pet racoon was 
usually chained. On noticing it, the general 
observed smilingly, "so you have coons here 
too, poor little fellow." Although warned that 
he woiUd bite a stran.ger, he bent down to pat 
the little animal, when he received a sharp 
bite in the hand. "Damnation," roared the 
general, "that vicious brute ought to be 
killed," and retreated inside the hut to get his 

' wound attended to. 

I'^he owner of the coon, hearing an order 
had been sent by our colonel for its instant de"^' 
struction, hurriedly jilaced it in a large tin 
boiler in which a stolen .goose already plucked 
had been hidden under a cloth. This he placed 
on the. stove, which at tlie time was not in use, 

. so that when the sergeant of- the guard came to 
execute the death warrant, the little animal 

■ -Avas nowhere to be found. Now, connected 
with the cooking department was a negro lad. 
wiio acted as cook's devil, he seized the op- 
portunity of securing the goose for himself, 
\Vhen unobserved, lie slyly removed the .goose 
to another hiding place, keeping the coon still 
a prisoner in^sthe boileri So after immediate 
daflgernvas.i past.' the xoonf^vas taken otrt;" and '■• 
the owners of the goose were enraged at its 
dhsappcarance and questioned the colored boy 
sharply. Me listened (piictly and then ex- 
])lained: "Befo' de Lord, dat coon done .gone 
and eat dc goose, sho," and that settled the 
matter. 

Information wa.s. received one night that a 
certain empty house sitijiated several miles up 
the" river was used nigh.tly as a meeting place 
for a band of suspicioij^ characters from the 
other side of the nveif. Accordingly, one 
dark rainy night my company was ordered to 
surround it. We approached cautiously in a 
heavy rain, but they were on the lookout, for 
several shots were fired— likely as a warning — 
before we could reach .within a couple hun- 
dred yards of the place.;'. VVe rushed forward 
but only found a few old men ' playin.g cards. 
From in'dications, howe\-er, there had CA'idcntlv 
been a numerous gang on the premises. The 
party had retreated in boats, for we couhl dis- 
tinctly hear the sound made by the oars out 
in the. marsh that at that point bordered the 
river. 

After (he ice had left, thcf^e were several 
British gun boats cruisiing pn the lakes and 
navigable rivers along*;the frontier. Several 

came as far as \\'indsor, and it did one's heart 
iXooCi to see occasional 1)' the blue-jackets on 

the streets, and upon the occasion of my com- 
pany giving a hall in return for hospitality 
we had received from the inhabitants, a num- 



ber of naval officers were invited to attend, 
which they did, adding to its general success. 

^Vilh such like incidents the winter passed, 
and wc returned by steamer through I,ake 
Efie. and.;Ontario' down the St. Lawrence river,, 
as far as Montreal, where wc were royally en- 
tertained by the citizens. 

While ])assin.g thro'iigh the eastern half of 
Ontario, a heav}' gale made things very un- 
pleasant on board the steamer, Avhich carried 
some 800 men with some horses. The main 
deck was in a frightful condition, ^when the 
signal for "lights out" was given. It was im- 
possible- to find a clean spot to ^leep on,; so 
I had to content myself with'a form, that/had 
been nailed between two of the officers' Worses, 
at one end of which were chained two dogs be- 
longing to the adjutant. It was a precarious 
position to occupy in the dark, while the 
stcamer was plunging and rolling. When I at- 
tempted to get a little sleep with my head .on 
my knapsack, the dogs would occasionally lick 
my face; added to this was the danger of roll- 
ing off under the horses' feet; however, it was 
an exciting trip altogether, especially running 
the Long Sault, Cedar, and: the Lachine Rap- 
ids. 

On reaching Quebec, aliout the 24th of 
May, we were met by the band of the 17th 
Regiment and marched through the city to 
the tune of "When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home." We were then inspected by General 
Wolsey, who' expressed himself greatly pleas- 
ed at our appearance. 

J", vents were Llicn quiet for some months, 
■when on the 8th of March, 1866, ten thousand 
men were called out for active service. The 
next morning fourteen thousand turned out. 
Our corps that had been in the meantime 
annexed to the ^th battalion were billeted, and 
for nearly a month performed patrol- and out- 
post duties. Up to this period, no actual 
collision had taken place, but on the first 
of June, the Fenian General C^'Neill with 1,000 
Fenians, landed about two miles below Fort 
Erie and took possession of the vil!a,ge. To 
oppose them were sent the 13th regiment, of 
Hamilton, under Col. Booker, Col. Hostes^ 
Battery of ^oyal Artillery and 200 men 'of the 
47th Regiment under Col. l^odder. Col. Pea- 
cock was placed in command and had under 
him the loth Royals, of Toronto, Queen's Own 
and the 19th battalion, in all 1,500 men. 

The Fenians were posted at Frenchman's 
Creek, in a strong position near Fort Erie. 
Coh-'Deftnis, acting witliout orders, advanced 
arid got into a skirmish with the enemy, losing 
many men~in killed, wounded and prisoners in 
the village of Fort Erie, Dennis himself escap- 
ing narrowly by hiding in a hayloft. 

Later, the small column under Col. Booker 
encountered the whole force of the enemy at 
Ridgvvay on the Lime Ridge road, where the 
Fenians occupied a strong position. Booker's 
loss was 9 killed and 30 wounded out of the 
850 men engaged. The enemy , retreated to 
their boats, losing a number in killed and , 
wounded and many prisoners. 

At this engagement there was considerable- 
disadvantage to contend with. Tt was re- 
ported that the greater part of the force was 
only supplied with ten rounds of ammunition 
per man, to go into action with, and when 
the firing began, Col. Booker's horse bolted in 
the wrong direction, thus leaving the attack- 
in.g party to depend on the next in command. 
The .greater part of the force was extended in 
skirmisliin.g order, and the Fenian force was 
in position under the cover of some woods in 
front. 

When the firin.g had continued for a short 
time and our men -ivere advancing, a few of the 
enemy appeared through the openings in the 
wood mounted, when b)- mistake a cry was 
given, that cavalry were about to charge. The 
bugles rang out the call to form company 
squares. Our men hurriedly assumed this 
formation, when they became a mark for con-

"You kno\V what, br-oadly speakin.g, the 
judgment of man has been as to the sphere of 
v.'oman's life. Where men have judged from 
their own standpoint, and women have not 
known how to vindicate and maintain their 
own distinctive worth, it has been,'in spite of 



all romantic love songs, a judgment lament- 
able and degrading enou.gli. The. woman of 
the upper classes was treated as the plaything 
or adornnieiit of the house, the woman of the 
lower classes as bea.st of burden or prostitute. 
From cloister to factory — these are the two 
poles which indicate the path that woman has 
trod from the .Middle Ages to modern times; 
and this path, in spite of those who paint such 
gruesome pictures of woman's lot in the clois- 
ter, must surely be described as a jialh from 
heaven to hell.- l^veii that which is offered to 
the woman of the present day under the name 
of marriage, in ninety cases out of a hundred 
does not appear in any sense to be a raising of 
the ideal of the Middle .A.ges. We no longer 
htlvc the halo of the mediaeval Madonna; but 
with the outward mark of sanctity much that 
was really holy in the love and life .of woman 
has also disappeared. 

''Yet God in history ever takes His own 
way, and that way goes upward and onward, 
even where, to human eyes, it seems to go 
downward. It is yet the way of freedom and 
independence, the way of humanity, which the 
one half of mankind has already recognized as 
the right and true way, along which God, will 
now lead the other half also. It leads not back 
into the cloister, not yet into the house, to 
marria.ge, not, in fact, to any outward condi- 
tion of life, hut into the heart, into the depths 
of the human spirit, out of wliich everything 
that is good and great for all women in every 
condition of life will come 



ccntrated fire by the enemy, and numerous 
casualitics resulted. A retreat was ordered,-;" 
the men retired for some distajice in, good or-: 
dcr, keeping up their fire as they fell back. 
Ho.weyer, the advance of the supports^;; retric^y- 
cd the' situation, and the Fenians were^ d^ 
in confusion to their 'boats losing heavily in 
killed, wounded and prisoners. , 

On the 7th of June of this year. General 
Spear crossed the frontier in the eastern town- 
ships with nearly two thousand men, but they 
were driven back by the Canadian forces and' 
disbanded by General Meade, of the U. S. 
army. The locality of this attack was Pigeon 
Hill. • • • • ' V 

In 1870 on the -23rd of May, information 
was received that the Fenians were massing 
at St. Albans in Vermont, close to the Cana- 
dian frontier. The Montreal volunteers were 
ordered out for service on the 24th of May.Jn 
the meantime seventy Canadian farmers had 
armed themselves, elected a captain named 
V/estover, and posted themselves on Eccles' 
Hill, and thrown out scouts in advance. They 
held the post all night and when Col. Cham- 
berlin arrived in the morning with the 6otli 
regiment, he found this self-constituted home 
guard still in position, and also that they had 
ascertained the exact range to the diffcreirt 
points in their immediate front. Westoyer, 
who was, as report mentions, of Dutch nation- 
ality, adopted tactics similar to the Boers. 
They fought behind rocks and stumps that at 
<that time covered the surface of the hill, wl^cre 
the fight occurred. 

The Fenians attacked about noon, and the 
firing continued with great vigor for half an 
hour with heavy loss to the enemy, wdio re- 
treated, keeping up a continued . fire atvlong 
range. . ' ■ 

While the fighting was in progress, the 
Fenian General O'Nicll was arrested by the 
U. S. Marshall Foster, of Vermont. 

O'Niell was conveyed in a cab to St. Al- 
ban's and the incident turned the attack into 
ridicule, which ended . the attempts on the 
old provinces of Canada. 

Another attack was made at Huntingdon 
■ by a large force of Fenians at Malone on the 
American 'side. The 69th Regiment of Que- 
bec, under Col. Bagot, was sent to the front, 
also the 50th Borderers and Montreal Garri- 
son Artillery. 

The Fenians crossed the border and ad- 
vanced about .half.-a^■rnile.,.^ntp Canada and 
threw up iritrenchrn'enfes;^ "Col. BagPt at once 
attacked arid carried the earthworks with a 
rush, driving the enemy in cohfusidn kcrosfe 
the border, ^ ' ■ . ■ •• -■ 

The U. S. authorities arrested the- leaders 
and the trouble ended in that quarter. 

The last flicker of the agitation took place 
in 1871 on the borders of Manitoba. One of 
Reil's leading supporters, OJDonohue, who had 
beeii driven out of Manitoba By the . arrival of 
the Red River expedition in 1870 (under Gen.-i 
"VVolsey) stirred up the Fenian element to. as-; 
.sist him in capturing that province, which the.n 
Avas but thinly settled. . 'i' 

Gen. O'Niell was in command, but it prov- 
ed a failure as the whole party were arrested 
by Col. W'heaton, wdio commanded the U. S. 
post at Pembina. 

So Canada suffered little or' no loss on that 
occasion/ 

These inroads by the Fenian bands, who 
were composed mostly of discharged soldiers 
of the northern army, intermixed with bounty 
jumpers, loafers, and the .general scum of Am- 
erican cities, were after all, of great service to 
Canada; for from the cominenceu'ient of the 
movement in 1864, thousands of our yoiing 
men had been on duty at such points as Wind- 
.sor, Niagara, La Prairie and other localities 
for periods \'arying from two to six months,' 
thus becoming fairly efficient soldiers with' a 
general knowledge of the duties to be per-^ 
formed on active service. 

Nearly fourteen thousand had been drilled 
for a month, and two thousand cadets had 
passed through the military schools and were 
well qualified instructors. 

On the 31st of May, 1866, the adjutant- 
general of militia called out 20,000 men for 
active service on the extensive frontier. 

But the .'system of combined attacks grew 
too much for the I'cnian leaders and their 
forces were soon disliearlene'd. 

Tt was No. 5 company of the Queen's Own 
that were first to attack the FenTans. .They 
were the only company that had.breecb-loacl- 
ing rifles, but their supply of ammunition was 
ver_v limited. • ' ' : ■ ■ 

There is in Toronto a handsome monument 
in memory of the men who fell durin.g these 
occurrences. I have becji so briefly endeavor- -. 
ing to recall. Of one fact I can bear willing 
testimony, and that is, that there is no better 
material in the world for miliary purposes 
than can be found in Canada. / • 

In the few regiments I have served .with, 
I have seen it exemplified frequently. ■ ' .V; 

After the good name the Canadians have 
so dcscryedly earned for themselves in South 
Africa, what little I might possibly add would 
be needless, but anyway, I will rightly assert* 
that the British blood does not: deteriorate in 
Canada, but rather gains in strength from bet 
ing transplanted on to a new soil. 

Hoping my brotlicr veterans of all branches 
of the service will Icindly excuse any little in- 
accuracy .that. ;nay exist in this paper, owing 
to the years that have elapsed since the cvcnto 
mentioned took place, and also on. account of ■ 
my not being gifted with any literary genius, 
I will conclude with wishing every success to 
the Veteran A.ssociation of Vancouver Island, 
ED.

L^te Lieut. No., I Co., 34th BattJv 
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,HE publication of- the two volumes 
which Lord Croiiier gives to his 
countrymen under the title of "Mod- 
ern J£gypt" is an event of far more 
than mere literary interest, says the 
London Tihics. It is a contribUtipn 
of first-rate importance to the applied scieiice 
of statesmanship— ra contribution .for :!.which:. it 
.would be liafd to find a parallel. For it' very 
, 'rarely happens tliat those who have taken a 
leading part in great affairs of state are suffi- 
cioiilly endowed with the critical faculty and 
with lliG judicial attitude of mind io discharge 
what arc, properly deemed to be the functions 
of the historian in regard to events which they 
have themselves largely controlled and directed. 
W,e cannot, in fact, recall a;ny other instance ^of 
a statesjinan sitting down, as Lord Cromer has 
ilonc, 'immediately after his retirement from a 
Ib'ng and arduous term of public service, as mo- 
mentous and resiJonsible a.s any in ihc annals 
of our lunpire, and rendering account of his 
ste\i.-ardship with the detacluncnt and circuni- 
spi-clion which we arc accustomed to associate 
with the philosophic student rather than with 
the,man of action. In an introductory chapter 
Lord Cromer quotes Sir Arthur Helps to the 
effect that half the evils of the world come from 
inaccuracy, and, in order that the British people 
should understand the origin and nature of the 
responsibilities assumed by them in Egypt dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century, he wishes to 
place them in tlie fullest possible possession of 
fact? in regard to which, as lie modestly puts it, 
lie has enjoyed exceptional advantages for tiic 
attaimnent of accuracy. lie has, no doubt 
wisely, refrained from dealing "fully and unre- 
servedly" with the more recent events that have 
Dccurred since the accession of the present 
Khedive, except as regards the Sudan, but he 
lias ncverl'lielcss given us all that is essential 
tor ;i full understanding of the solution that has 
recleemcd tlic Egyptian problem from the blank 
hopelessness in which it was involved when he 
first approached it a quarter of a century ago. 
;^or is the interest which attaches to the solu- 
tion 6fi;he Egyptian profileiti 'confined to Egypt 
itself. A.s Lord Crc>mer shrewdly .observes, 
'tliefe is a great similarity in the general char- 
acter of tlie abuses which spring up under 
Eastern governments wheresoever tiiey may be 
situated; and the broad lines which reforms 
must follow are so traced out by the common- 
])lace' requirements of European civilization that 
they 'hiust everywhere present a certain identity 
of ycHaracfer: In setting forth the remedies 
isuccessfvllly ' applied in Egfypt to an Oriental 
pbVit^ which had been brought to the verge of 
ruin by a persistent neglect of economic laws 
as well as of the most elementary principles of 
legality and justice, Lord Cromer has supplied 
a text-book which should unquestionably be in 
the hands of "all those who are, or who at some 
future time may be, engaged in Oriental admin- 
istration." 

llut these volumes should serve an even 
wider purpose. If anything can, they ought to 
bring home to the democrac}' and to those who 
govern in its name the immense responsibilities 
they, incur when they allow themselves to be 
. swayed by popular passions and prejudices — let 
• alone the exigencies of party politics — in deal- 
ing with forces that lie entirely outside the 
range of popular knowledge and experience. It 
is a lesson which the liiritish democracy of the 
jn-cscnt day should take to heart. There has 
been no more painful and humiliating chapter in 
our recent history than our connection with the 
tragic events in the Soudan which began with 
the annihilation of the ill-starred Hicks expedi- 
tion into Kordofan in the autumn of 1883 and 
culminated in the fall of Khartoum and the 
death of Clordon in January, 18S5. That story 
has never been fully told until today. Lord 
Cruiiier has k)v the first time ninrshalled all the 
material fads and weighc! all the evidence 
with such amplitude and iniiiarliality that the 
final \'erdict of liistory nnist, we believe, be 
finally ])rononiiced in accordance with this mas- 
terly summing-up of the case. We can only at 
present single out one outstanding feature, 
. Two crucial mistakes were responsible for the 
final catastrophe, and both were coniniitted be- 
cause the IJritish government allowed their bet- 
ter judgment and the informed advice of the 
man (jn the spot to be overrulerl by the clamor 
of pojiular emotion at home. N'otliing can be 
more generous than Lord Cromer's apprecia- 
tion of the heroic qualities for which Gordon's 
name will always stand in history, but that the 
defects of hi^ qualities were so great as to make 
him wholly tinsuited for the delicate mission 
ni)on whicii he was so hastily despatched Lord 
rroiner shows on eviilence that seems to us 
ab.«olutcIy irrefragable. E(|ually clear does he 
mak-e it that Clorflon was selected solely under 
llie pressure of public opinion. That was the 
first and ])erha])s irreparable mistake. The sec- 
ond mistake aggravated the first one. It was 
the .refusal of the British government to allow 
Zabeif Patsha to' join Gordon at Khartoum. 
,;;'2dbeir, it will be remembered, had been in his 
j'ciay.a: powerfitl chieftain in the Soudan and a 
anigiity slave-tlitinifer, and he was then living in 
semi-cbnfineiiietit " i'li Cairo. His name and 
prestige, however, were still a living force in 
the Soudan, which might yet have stenuned the 
(levastaiiiig tide of Mahdiism. There had been 
a blood feud between him and Gordon, but 
Gordon had ":i mystic feeling" that in such an 
extremity he coidd trust him. At any, rate, he 
was willing to take the risk, and he urgfvjd and 
entreated that he should be allowed to take it. 
In the face of his reiterated appeals, reinforced 
br. Lord Cromer's more closcl3'-reasoncd argu- 
liieiiits, the British ■government refused tlieir 
■;fcoH5cnt, and upheld their rcfiisal, as \vc now for 



the first time fully realized, in obedience solely 
to popular clamor and out of fear of an ad- 
verse vote in the House of Commons. The 
same popular sentiment which had demanded 
the sending of Gordon on a forlorn hope vetoed 
the sending of Zobeir to. his assistance in the . 
houF.vQf his ■ desperate necessity because, for- 
sooth,: Zobeir's record was tainted, and, rather 
than abafe one iota of a legitimate repugnance 
to the slave-trader, it irrationally sacrificed the 
last chance of saving the Soudan from a re- 
lapse into barbarism far more oppressive and 
cruel than in the day.s of Zobeir and his 
like. Mr. Gladstone subsequently defended the 
action of his .government on thq. ground, that, 
had they decided in favor of sending Zo.beir, 
their decision would have been reversed witliin 
forty-eight hours by the House of Commons, 
and that, moreover, though their action repre- 
sented the judgment of the cabinet, "it was also 
no less the judgment of parliament and of the 
people." Lord Cromer's matured comment is 
so cogent that his own words must be quoted ; 
"Without doubt there is much truth in the ar- 
gument. But there was this notable difference 
between the government on the one side and 
parliament and the people on the other side — 
the former were well informed of the facts, and 
arguments ; the latter vvere in a great degree 
ignorant of them." 

If Lord Cromer passes judgment in this mat- 
ter against the government of the day, he does 
so assuredly from no desire to minimize his own 
share of responsibility. No one who reads those 
pages can doubt the poignancy of his o\vn re- 
gret that he did riot hiriiself oppose A more un- 
compromising resistance to decisions of which 
he clearly foresaw the disastrous consequences. 

. But in the reluctande which he felt on that 00- 
casidn to- go to extreme lengths in pressing his 
own views upon those who must in the last re- 
sort be responsible for the policy of the Empire 
is to be found the real key to his subsequent 
achievemeiUs. The strongest impression to be 
derived from a perusal of Lord Cromer's vol- 
umes is that the secret of his splendid success 
lies in his supreme sanity. In 1884 he had only 
just entered upon his new duties as tlie repre- 
sentative of the British government in Cairo, 
If we have read him ariglit, he ne\'er disi^layed 
a higher sense of duty than when he subordin- 
ated his own judgment to that of others, not so 
much because he mistrusted its soundness, as 
because he felt that the time had not yet ar- 
rived when he could cfaim to speak with abso- 
lute authority. Some ten years later, as wc 
know, though the episode belongs to a later 
period than his present work deals with, there 

' arose a crisis in Egyptian affairs upon which he 
did express his views with uncompromising de- 
termination, lie had by that; time estabUshed 
his right to be firm, and the British govern- 
ment accordingly yielded to his views. Lord 
Cromer could never have achieved the magni- 
ficent record he has left behind him in Egypt 
had he not possessed in ever-increasing meas- 
ure throughout his long tenure of office the 
complete confidence of successive govern- 
ments at. home, to whose loyal support he him- 
self bears handsome testimony. In this respect 
he has perhaps been more fortunate than any 
other of our great proconsuls, and the results 
which the Empire has reaped from his work, 
thanks to the continuity of that support, should 
teach us how indispensable it is to success. Ikit 
if for many years ])ast he has enjoyed in an ex- 
ceptional degree the confidence of the British 
nation and of its rulers, he too had to conquer it 
for himself by perseverance, patience, and self- 
restraint. He, like other men, knew moments 
of disappointment and rebuff, hut he never al- 
lowed them to disturb the serenity of his jud.g- 
nient or to affect the steadfastness (if his pur- 
])Ose. His vell-disciplined mind aecejjted the 
li)iiitations which discipline imposes upon public 
servants, howevci' great, in every well-ordered 
state. Tout vient a point a qui salt attendre. 
Lord Cromer knew how to wait for his oppor- 
tunities, but waiting did not mean with him 
inactivity, but preparaiion for action. When 
his opportunities came, he knew equally how to 
act. Pliant on occasion, but iiuloniital)Iy tena- 
cious, he overcome one hy one, by sheer force 
of character, the manifold difficidties of his 
Herculean task, because he had ever present in 
his mind the wise maxim of I'acon, which he 
appropriately places at the head of his opening 
chapter: "I^ were good that men in their in- 
novations , would follow the ekample of Time 
itself, which, indeed, innovateth greatly, but 
quietly, and by degrees scarce to be perceived. 
...... It is good also not to try experi- 
ments in states except the necessity be ur.gent, 
or the utility evident; and well to beware that 
it be the reformation that draweth on the 
change, and not the desire of change that pre- 
lendcth the reformation." 




THE NAVY ESTIMATES^ 

HE debate on the Navy Estimates 
\Vere certainly not very inspiring. 
The House was perhaps stilt some- 
what bewilderd 1)y Mr. Asquith's 
truly heroic efforts in the debate on 
Mr. Murray Macdonald's resolution 
to reconcile the irrcconcileablc and to ignore, 
thou,!_':h he could not conceal the fundamental 
antinomy, which, underlies Lord Tweedmouth's 
statement, between the rival claims of economy 
and even retrenchpient on the ope hand and 
of national security on the otiier.' For- the • mo- 
ment the battle is a drawn one. Neither side 
can claim a victory. Economy — ^Ir. Lee did 
not hesitate yesterday to call it "cheeseparing" 
economy— has prevailed in matters of detail," 
subject, as we have already indicated, to the 



expectation- that-stipplenientary Estiniates may 
become necessary before the financial year is 
■ ended and will have to be sanctioned by the 
Cabinet should they become necessary. On 
the other hand Mr. Robertson stated explicitly 
that the Board of Admiralty were satisfied that 
the Estimates, as finally settled by the Cabi- 
net at a figure appreciably lower than that-or- 
iginally,prcscntcd by the ' department, were 
adequate to ; maintain ; the, twro-power, standard...^ 
So fqr the debzites' bf^Miihday' and of yesterday 
have served to clear the air, not, indeed, as 
much as could be wished — on this point we 
concur with Mr. Balfoui — but perhaps as much 
as could be expected and sufficiently for prac- 
tical purposes, due regard being had to the exi- 
gencies of parliamentary tactics and- the diffi- 
culties of ministers who had to face iii two di- 
rections with as much grace as they could 
command, and as much consistency as they 
could pretend to. Yesterday the significant 
silence of the spokesmen of the Admiralty 
made it abundantly clear that the rather pal- 
try economies of this year will have to be paid 
for in full next year, and that, unless the two- 
power, standard -ia to be abandoned .or tlie in- 
ternational situation changes quite unexpected- 
ly in the meauAvhile, the shipbuilding pro- 
gramme of the next few years must be enor- 
mously increased. On the whole, then, it may- 
be admitted that the two-power standard is 
safe at any rate for the present, nor can it be 
denied that, if -words mean anything, even the 
present government will not dare to abate it in 
the future. 

We say "even the. present government" not 
because we entertsyn any serious distrust of 
their declarations and intentions, but because 
an ingenuous German writer, quoted this 
nioniing by our Berlin correspondent, openly 
avow.s, with a mixture of naivete and gaucherie 
which is truly engaging, that recent naval 
policy in Germany has been based on the reck- 
oning that the present government might be 
expected to be less mindful than their predeces- 
sors of the paramount requirements of national 
security — in fact, that they might be wilHng 
to starve the navy. Foreign observers not 
well versed in the niceties of our parliamen- 
tary factics might perhaps be tempted to draw 
some such inference as this from some of the 
double-faced utterances of Monday's debate ; 
and indeed there might have' been some danger 
in the direction indicated by the German wri- 
ter in question if the German go.vernment it- 
self had not materially helped to avert it by its 
introduction of the bill for vastly increasing 
the strength of the German navy and' greatly 
accelerating its rate of increase. But for the 
warfiing thus opportunely given to all whom 
it might concern — andno one can doubt that 
it concerns the British nation and its govern- 
ment very closely — the debate of Monday 
might have taken a different turn, and'the esti- 
mates presented yesterday might ' have ■ stood 
at a different figure, ,; But in vain is the 
spread in the sight of any bird, A Liberal 
government, pledged as it may be to retrench- 
ment, knows well enough that the country will 
never allow it to neglect the things which be- 
long to its peace, "The standard which is ne- 
cessary to this country^ , . . the standard 
which we have to maintain is one which would 
give us complete and absolute command of the 
sea against any reasonably possible combina- 
tion of powers." That is the answer which Mr. 
Asquith gave by anticipation on Monday to the 
ingenious and ingenuous calculations of our 
German friends. • It, is an answer which, if 
faithfully acted upon, must entail upon us a 
very heavy expenditure in the future in spite of 
the economies of this year. But the burden 
will be patiently borne because it must be 
borne. Wc note with unfeigned interest that 
the same writer thinks that the strain of naval 
])reparations threatens to produce financial 
disaster, and he wonders whether the idea of 
some reciprocal arrangement may not ulti- 
mately be entertained. Every one knows that 
this country has more than once offered to en- 
tertain such an idea. 'Lhe obstacle docs not 
rest with us. If the idea ever comes to be scr- 
iousl}' entertained elsewhere, we shall not he 
slow to reciprocate. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Ascjuith's declara- 
tion stands. If, as the Kolnische Zeitung as- 
sures u.s, Mr. Asquitii's attitude can be received 
with nothing but gratitude by Germany," so 
much the better. But there must be no mis- 
take, either here or abroad, as to what that at- 
titude is. "Things arc what they are, and their 
consequences will be what they will Ijc, Why, 
then, should we deceive ourselves. W'liv 
indeed? If our iiarliamentary proceedings 
were conducted according to, this profound 
maxim of Bishop Butler,\here would be no 
need to ask the question. From this point of 
view the brief speech deUvered by Mr. Balfour 
yesterday, shortly before the speaker left the 
chair, demands especial attention, not only for 
its uncompromising exposition of the impera- 
tive need for greatly increased cxiienditure in 
future years, but also for the very striking en- 
dorsement it elicited from Mr. J.' Ward oil he- 
half of the Labor party. Other critics of the 
government had dealt largely with questions of 
detail, highly important in themselves, but 
some of them not v?;ry well fitted for discus- 
sion in general debate. But Mr. Balfour went 
straight to the root of the matter when he de- 
clared that "you arc bound to look not merely 
at the adequacy of a particular sum for a par- 
ticular year, but at our naval policy as a whole," 
no one can possibly doubt that our naval ex- 
penditure will and must increase. That is the 
net result of the* two days' debate, and it is a 
result which the government, so long as they 
are true to their pled.ges, cannot p\).ssibly di.s'- 
pute althou.gh, under the pressure of their par- 
liamentary exigencies, they accepted it only by 
their very si.gnificant silence on the point— -a 
silence which should deceive no one, least of all 
our good friends across the North Sea, who 
are kind enough to calculate on the betrayal of 
' the national -.security by the Liberal party. ''At 
any rate, it docs not deceive the Labor p?irty, 
if Mr. VVard may be regarded as the expoiient 
of its views, for, though he regretted the com- 
ing increase of ex])enditure on 'he navy, he 
scer^cd to regard it as inevitable 





FEW years agol.was on my \yay to 
Egypt, sailing , frbm . /Marseilles .by : 
the Messageries :;stea.nier, when I' 
happened to share a cabin, with a 
French gentleman who was being 
'-sent out by his government on a 
tour of inspection of British colonies. Hi.=. in- 
structions -vvere to visit Egypt, India, Australia, 
New Zealand and Canada, and then report on 
our methods of colonial administration, no 
doubt with.thp hope.qf ,therel?y . increasing, the 
success of French colonies." 
. It was an eloquent, though silent, tribute 
to the marvellous results that have followed 
■British rule in any part of the globe, which are 
deservedly the envy and admiration of other 
nations. It set me thinking: "Have not the 
French .something to teach us in such matters, 
and would it be worth the while of our colonial 
office to despatch a representative with a sim- 
ilar mi.ssion» to the foreign possessions _ of 
France ?" 

I could not early rid myself of this thought. 
I had been born in India, where my father held 
a high jiosition in the Indian civil service; and 
after complctin.g my education in England I 
had .spent some years in the French colonics of 
Tunis and Algeria, where extensive journeys 
had brought me in contact with the natives, 
whose language I had acquired, and into whose 
life and thought I had obtained considerable 
insight. The}'- had told me in confidence 
things that they would have confided to none 
but' an En,glishman. : 

Several times when travelling with my tents 
and camels in the outlying parts of these i)ro- 
vinccs I was visited by Arabs of good posi- 
tion, and after the customary interchange of 
civilities, the eager request was urged upon me 
that I might obtain for my visitor the rights of 
British citizenship. Keen was the disappoint- 
ment mv guests felt when I had regretfully to 
inform them that money .alohe could not se- 
cure that privilege. . . _ , ' 

In this and similar ways'! was. permitted 
to see behind the scenes, sbrhetifhes as host and 
more often as guest of Arabs of some educa- 
tion and standing, I never found any of them 
.satisfied with French rule. They accepted the 
inevitable with true Moslem resignation out- 
wardly, though still chafing within at the yoke 
of an "infidel" po%yer. 

It is hoit, fherefoi'e, .to. be wondered at that 
my cabin companion's mislsion set n^.e thinking, 
and that during the next foiir years that I spent 
• in' Egypt I made many a niehtal note as to;,the 
differences in spirit, methods, and results be- 
tween the colonial administration of these" two 
great friendly powers. 

J am Avcll aware that for political reasons 
the foreign office stilj. maintains therrpolite fic- 
tion that Egypt is not a British coldny, but it 
is s'nch notwithstanding for all practical pur- 
poses, though the existence of the mixed tri- 
bunals and other rights granted to certain for- 
eign countries under the "capitulations," as 
well as the jealousy of some of the foreign 
commissioners of tJie Egyptian Debt, has 
hampered considerably our development of tbe 
country. These considerations only serve to 
bring out in stronger relief the success of our 
administration and the marked progress that 
may fairly be attributed to British influence, , 
energy, and wisdom. 

Now, it is noteworthy that the British have 
been supreme in E,gypt since 1882, and the 
French in Tunis since i88r. What result can 
each show for a quarter of a century, and to 
what are these results to be attributed ? 

Firstly, the great mass' of the people seem 
to be far more contented under British rule, 
than under French, and in northern Nigeria 
there^has been considerable emigration from 
the French and German spheres into the Brit- 
ish ever since our rule was firmly cstajjlished. 
This shows that there must be some marked 
characteristic of British rule that the native 
mind appreciates. What is it? I believe it is 
that there^ is less of a, gulf between the native 
and the Englishman than exists between the 
native and the official of any other nation, as 
the following coiisidcradons indicate. The 
JMiglishman is more ready to trust the native, 
and nothing wins the confidence of children or 
of natives Hke making them feel that you trust 
them. Probably the Englishman has a quicker 
insight or intuition of the native's character, 
recognizing good qualities where they exist 
sooner than a Frenchman would, and then he 
honors the i)0.ssessor of them and treats him 
as a man and in some sort as an equal. This 
always has an inspiring effect, and begets re- 
ciprocal trust and satisfaction. The officials 
that make a government unpopular are those 
who' sneer at every man whose skin is a shade 
darker than their own as a "nigger," and who 
maintain that tht "touch of the tar ' brush" 
makes <'t impossible to trefit him as anything 
but an inferior being, as if the worth of charac- 
ter under a dark skin could never equal that 
under a white one. Now, it is this assumption 
of superiority, the haughty tone, that keeps the 
native at arm's-length, apd constantly reminds 
him that you consider yourself , to be on a 
higher level than he. This, I think— which, 
happily is the exception with the' .l^BtisH of- 
ficial — is the rule with the French. Unfortun- 
ately, the exceptions that o'ccur arc so pro- 
nounced and blatant that they do us a great 
(leal of harm, but, in spite of these, the native 
subjects of the British empire recognize on tlie 
whole that they are ia-irly and Id ndly dealt with 
by men who do' their best' to' come down to the 
level of' the natives ;and.'to' a^^j-em^ all that 
is'goociiiil thpm.' ■ >; ->'^'j*^'" ; 

As only one .symptom of this spirit, notice 
that the French military inch never wear mufti 
in the colonies. The officer is always in evi- 
dence in his uniform, as a c'on'jtant reminder of 
the power of the sword by which the country 



has been subdued, whereas the BritVsl? officer -f? 
tionstapUy- wears civilian; dress. ' 
'■" Secohdlyi Wc c6ntent'>^ with hold- 

ing strongly a few' strategic points, but-French 
military posts are legion. Travelling on the 
southern slopes of the Atlas mountains, hun- 
dreds of miles from anywhere, you arrive at a 
little native village— for example, Negrin, a. =. 
'few score. mud-hpuses, a cluster of palrti trees,; 
nhd a s'lreani ofMatfer." ^Yqu expect to Bis quite - -' 
undisturbed bylEuropeails," but no, there are 
the inevitable blockhotises, and presently a 
French soldier comes to you to say the com- 
mandant wants to sec you. The latter turns 
out to be a young French subaltern, who with 
half a dozen men swaggers as a petty king in 
the little village. Nothing like this exists' un- 
der British rule, where every possible/ post is 
filled by natives. Tfi'us, in-Egypt,' !^ every 
small town Or village such appointments as of- 
ficials of post offices, telegraphs, and railway 
stations are all filled by natives; whereas in ■ 
Tunis and Algeria all such petty places are oc- 
cupied by Frenchmen, eking out their exist- 
ence on a trifling sum, it is true, to a European, 
but one which would be a big salary to a na- 
tive, and go further to make him satisfied 
with French rule than anything else that could 
he done. The French seem to look upon a 
colony as a sort of dumping-ground for small 
officials of customs, excise, telegraphs, post 
offices, and every other grade ; whereas the 
British seem to make it a rule to employ native 
agency as far as possible for such.,;- worki th^ 
latter only needing to be occasionally" To6kt:d'" 
after by a European district inspector. 

As regards commerce, again, France has 
been playing a selfish game bj^ her protective 
tariff; but it has really injured her colony 
more than it has benefited France, since the 
colonists as well as natives, owing to the tariff, 
have not been able to buy the best goods in 
any market, or even- to ^ supply themselves 
sometimes Avith the materials' required '^'•fbr 
their own manufactures or domestic use. 

Thirdly, France has been far more slow 
than Britain to develop the natural wealth and 
the mineral resources of her possessions. For 
instance, the minerals of Tunis are as yet bare- 
ly touched, yet as an asset they are quite as ■■ 
valuable as the agricultural produce of the Nile 
valley. It is calculated' by ^ experts' thfat the 
iron mines of Tuhis alorie'Wbuld'yield " forty 
million tons of ore giving fully 50 per cent, of 
iron. But the French government have been • 
very chary in spending any capital on the de- 
velopment of such souixes of wealth, while the 
British, by contrast, have not hesitated to sink 
millions of pounds on the great dams at Luxor 
and Assiout, which have added tremendously 
to the agricultural wealth of Egypt;- ; ,^ 

One or two things we must credit If ranee 
with doing better than the British— namely, 
general sanitary administration, and enTorcing 
a proper standard of weights and measures, 
with due inspection of the sa-mc. In these re- 
spects Egypt lags far behind Tunis and Al- 
geria. 

And, lastly, if we contrast the grpat custom 
house at Alexandria with that; at .Tunis,- - tlie 
comparison is all in favor of the' latter..; At' 
Tunis only two officials need_ to sign the mani- 
festo enabling a merchant to" obtain .his-goo'ds ' 
in half an hour at. most, often in fifteen min- 
utes; but at Alexandria you have to dance in 
attendance on no less than thirteen native of- 
ficials in as many different bureaus, several of 
whom take care to keep you waiting if you 
happen to be an Englishman, for they must 
have a cigarette between whiles. It reminded 
me strongly of Turkish custom houses, only 
there one expected to pay the backsheesh, and 
did not grumble, but under British rule one 
could not do so for the honor of the flag, and 
had to spend one's precious time in vain won- 
dering whether ever we in Egypt should take a 
lesson from the French in this respect that 
would bring blessihg tb ' .every, traveller ,,and 
trader in the land' of the Nile.— Herbert Haiyr,!. ' 

LIONS AND THEIR WAYS ^ 

"If a lion or a tiger suddenly appears before ' ■ 
you, just hold a chair out in front of him and 
he won't do a thing," says Allen Williams, 
who, in the 'course of his experience with wild 
animals has been in that predicament often en- 
ough to know. "These creatures have a much 
more limited intelligence than is generally 
su]iposcd. 'Llicy can take in only one thing at' 
a time, and the four legs of a chair would keep 
any lion busy thinking for a long tiine. 

"That is the reason why animal trainers 
carry two . whip9£- when they are in the circus 
ring— one for -cracking and awing the per- 
• formers, the others for emcrgeiicits. ilf one.of ■-- 
the lions tries to attack hi'ni the trainer''sim^^^^ 
holds the reserve whip in front of him. The 
t_wo^ objects together are too much for the 
lion's intelligence and he is immediately sub- 
dued." 

Another proof of the very limited intelli- 
gence of the cat tribe,, sayrttairiers; i's;.the fact 
that their performances must'always'tomc. in 
the same order of succession." If by 'sbinc ac- 
cident the order is broken the animals, are com- . : 
])lctcly lost, and the trainers are very feW..wlilbjy(: 
can keep them in submission once they-blecoirie*;;; 
confused. In fact most trainers consider' 
themselves lucky in a case of this .sort if they 
can -get the lions quietly back into their cages. 

■ The Avhole cat family, moreover, is as 
treacherous as it is stupid. No '.matter how 
long a trainer has associated with his charges, 
he knows that fear is the only thing that keeps 
them down and that they would l^e at his 
throat in a minute if he permitted himself to 
become careless or overconfident, , . 

This is particularly true of animals tliat . 
were not born in captivity. 
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HE fall of iS6r unrl the spring- 
and snnimcr of 1862 were per- 
iods of wild excitement in 
British Columbia, California, 
Canada and, I may add, on the 
Pacific Cpa^t generally, GqIcI 
had been discovefeti in far dis- 
tant Cariboo in i86t by a band 
of resolute prospectors who, 
disappointed by the failure of the mines on the 
lower Fraser river bars, had ])ressed valiantly 
on toward the headwaters of that stream, 
'/jl'hc country that is now bisected by roads and 
trails at that time was traversed only by a 
few narrow Indian paths and. the brigade mule 
trail (as it Avas called) of the Hudso'ris Bay 
Co., \yhich led only to their posts in the inter- 
ior. In the absence of roads the prospector 
was seriously hampered. He was forced to 
[ravel 011 foot and carry on his back his 
blankets, pros])ecting tools and food. When 
he turned aside from the primitive trails he 
plunged into a pathless forest, and the chance 
.that he Avould find his way out again was often 
'i-emotc. The countrj'- was a soleniii wilder- 
ness. The waving' of the tall trees in the wind, 
the occasional growl of a wild animal, the snarl 
of the timi^er wolf, the call of the chipmunk, 
the song of the wild birds, and the cracking 
of branches beneath the feet of a lordly cari- 
boo, were the only sounds that.broke the awful 
stillness and' relieved the solitude. The un- 
derwood, the dense forests and the steep hills 
presented obstacles that would have terrified 
the hearts of men less accustomed to hard- 
sliips than the determined miners who expend- 
ed time and energy and often lost their lives 
■;;^rt>X)pening up the treasures of the new fields 
"that were destined to play an important part 
' iii the . settlement of the .^country. 

It was in' the fall of i860 that the first 
news of the Cariboo gold discoveries reached 
the coast, and nearly all the loose men wdio 
then hung about Victoria and the mining 
camps were attracted to the spot. Antler 
creek was tiie first locality that showed signs 
of richness, some big nuggets being found on 
. its banks. ^ It was called Antler by the miners 
. because j±hey found a pair of cast-off cariboo 
liorns on its banks. The wdiole district was 
named Cariboo, because of large bands of that 
species of elk which the prospectors saw 
Ihere. The diggings on Antler, though rich, 
were shallow,, and, as it turned out, were only 
the stepping stones,, so to speak, that led to 
,>ig.tlicr and richer deposits further afield. ■ ' 

' Early in the summer of 1S61 there strayed 
Into the Antler creek camp a hungr}- and 
twittered German sailor narned William Dictz. 
He Avas a short, "Stocky mah, of retiring man- 
ners ; but he was full of 'the kind of grit that 
builds up a country and contributes, to .the 
,<vealth of nations. Dietz reported that he 
liad found a creek a few miles distant across 
Llic divide that prospected largely. In sup- 
port of his story he showed a number of good- 
sized nuggets which, he declared, he had pick- 
ed up on the surface. He said that he had 
.j'rtamed tlie creek William and that he had 
' staked a claim for himself and another for a 
friend, and had come in for food. The ex- 
citement in the Antler camp was great, and 
the miners went over to the new creek en 
masse. The first men in found nothing, and 
after changing the name from William to 
Humbug, returned to Antler crcelc. threat- 
ening to hang Dietz up for the crows to 
•;peck at for having misled them with his lies. 
• .But a few men who remained on the new 
i)creck were rewarded for their faith, and in a 
'day or two they had foimd many handsome 
nuggets and secured claims. Other min- 
ers rushed in and soon the creek Avas staked 
from source to mouth, and primitive rockers 
were worked on the bars with flattering re- 
sult.s. 

The season's work in 1861 proved inspiring. 
The ground on 'William creek Avas sliown to 
be heavily impregnated with coarse gold al- 
most from end to end and from top to bed- 
rock. In the fall of the year men who had 
gone into the diggings impoverished began 
to dribble out to the coast Avith heavy swags 
of the precious stuff and gold dust becan'ie 
plentifid in every channel of trade as the only 
mfedimn of exchange and barter. 
' ■ William creek, and its golden sands, were 
^on' everybody's tongue, T!ic truth was good 
enough ; but the stories grew in wealth as iliey 
Avcre relocated. In tiie spring of 1861, a. mail 
named Abbott, a poor fisherman who worked 
at Frasermouth for a fishing company, had left 
his employment and Avith scarce!}' sufficient 
money to carry iiim to Cariboo, proceeded 
to the new goldfields. Tic and his comiian- 
ions walked every foot of the Avay from Yale 
to Wiliiam creek, packing food, fdankcts ;ind 
tools on' their backs. The trip consumed five 
weeks, and when tiiey reached the creek they 
were sick and sore and hungry and depressed 
in s])iritH. "Part of the Avay," said Abbott, 
''we Avalkcd Avithout shoes, suffering much un- 
til our feet became hardened. Our boots were 
Avorn out and we had no means Avith Avhich to 
get others. Indeed, there AVcre no boots to 
Ik: had if vvc had offered .$100 for a pair, and 
<jur bloody footprints Avcre left behind us as 
Avc Iiobblcd on." 

The Abbott company staked claims and 
\vl19n .they lifted the first pan of earth and 
Avashcd it, the result startled them. Abbott 
rushed up to a. rude. hut of boughs a company 
had hastily constructed and excitedly-ex- 
claimed: 

"Eo_vs, sec here! Sec what I've got! 
Tlicrc's tAventy dollars here if there's a cent." 
The boys croAvdcd around tlic excited man.

TWeiity-'tht-ee • dollar.s and seventy-five 
cents to a single pan of earth ! If so grand a 
rcsidt could be obtained from a ])an of dirt 
Avhat might not be got from a yard? The 
men first on the ground had not l)cen idle. 
Rich deposits had been opened and Averc be- 
ing Avorked with rude appliances. The^ yield 
Avas heavy. The Diller Co., of three m<!n, 
took out $500 a day to the hand for many 
days. On some days the yield Avas as high 
as $5,000 to tiie hand. From behind a boulder, 
Avhicli had iieeii smoothed by glacial ac- 
tion, they took $6,500 in a few minutes. The 
nuggets had been deposited by the swift cur- 
rents arid had reposed there through all the 
centuries undisturbed. 

The Never SvAi-eat Co. divided $40,000 each 
for the first season's Avork'. This was the 
claim into Avliich George llunter Cary, the 
gifted first attorney-general of, the colony, af- 
terward iiiA-ested his own and his .friends' 
money on tiic strength of a large prospect 
Avliich had been purposely fixed to attract him. 
Cary Castle Avas built with money borrowed 
on the faith that Mr. Cary reposed in the 
Never Sweat prospect, and he retired to Eng- 
land to die of disappointment. 

The news continued to spread. From the 
coast it reached Canada and the Eastern 
States. It crossed the ocean to the United 
Kingdom and the reports from the gold fields 
grew in size and value, as the intelligence Avas 
passed from mouth to mouth. 

Soon hundreds of people began to arrive 
from CA-ery quarter of the globe. The Cana- 
dian. Australian, American and English immi- 
.gration Avas enormous. The steamers that 
plied betv.'cen .San Francisco and Escpiimalt 
could not accommodate the passengers that 
offered and "Victoria grcAv rapidly in Avealth, 
population and importance. Those who could 
not find houses here pitched tents or built huts 
of boughs and branches on convenient lots. 

The Avintcr of 1 861 and 1862 Avas a season 
of unexampled severity. There had been no- 
thing like it in the recollection of the Hudson's 
Bay Co.'s officials, and since 1862 there have 
been no Avinters as severe. The only Avay 
by which the diggings could be reached Avas 
by trail from Yale and these .\yere blocked 
Avith snoAv for fnanj' Aveeks. No wheels of 
any kind could pass oyer the ;tf^ils. A Icav 
pack trains- carrying food and other necessaries 
traversed the trail to the mines. Ncarlv all 



the miners Avalkcd. Many Avomcn and a fcAV 
■children managed to struggle, into Barker- 
ville, a town that sprang up on Williani creek, 
and npl: aTew were laid •aAvayi'oh .the journey 
or at the termination ,6f?-the *trip; '■■ ■ 

At the mines-all was-bustle and excitement; 
goods rose to. •■••fabulous rates, F'ood Avas 
scarce and many miners unable to pay one 
dollar a jiound for flour and beans and ,$2 a 
pound for bacon, and $2.50 for fresh meat, of- 
ten tightened -their body belts arid '.went -to' 
sice]) to forget their hunger. For a pair of 
stout boots $50 Avas i)aid, and blankets and 
clothing Avcre not to be had at any price. The 
daily wage of a miner Avas $16, but said one 
of tiie workers naively, "It cost us nearly all 
that to live, for chinks were a dollar a go." 

In the midst of the excitement capitalists 
from California came into the camp, John 
Kurtz and his comijany bought into the Point 
claim and reali/^cd a handsome fortune in one 
season. Steele and Cunningham, Avho Avere 
among the earliest' .successful prospectors ; 
1 lard Curry and Jem Loring made rapid for- 
tunes and lost them as rapidly. Abbott bet 
as high as 85,000 on the turn of a single card 
and lost it without a Avliiniper. 1 might men- 
tion hundreds of other instances, but these 
Avill suffice as specimens of all. Diller saved 
his money, took it to Pennsylvania and died 
a inillionait-e. John A. Cameron made $375'- 
000 in a single sea.son in his claim on Williani 
creek and lost it all in bad investments at tlic 
cast. Me returned to Barkerville twenty-five 
years later and died heart-broken Avhilc trying 
to retrieve his fortune. Hundreds of similar 
cases might be mentioned. 

In the month of October, 1861. Abbott and 
his ]jartners reached Victoria. The party had 
hiretl an armed guard to escort them to. the 
coast, 'i'hey deposited nearly $200,000 in; cliist 
with VVells-Fargo's agent, whose office .Avas on 
Yates street, Avhere Mr. "Pearson's stove store 
noAv stands. Their arrival Avith palpable evi- 
dences of success scr\ ed to increase the excite- 
ment that already i)revailed and the intelli- 
gence was flashed to all parts of the Avorld. 

Hut with all its wealth the camp Avas filled 
Avith needy men. Some Avcre able-bodied and 
willing to work, but coubl find none. Others 
were delicate and their ajiijcarance showed 
that they Averc in a slate of keen distress, and 
still others had come to plunder and not to 
AVork. The truth gradually forced "itself upon 
the minds of those' lAvho'jhad rushed pell niell 
to the diggings that the mines Avcre rich, 
so far as tliey Avent, but they ditl not ,go far 



enough to satisfy the needs of a large popula- 
tion. .i ,Before tlxc r seascyiifrrwas.- oyer ,tlierc,;Was . 
as great a riish'f roll! Caifiboo asi'thert 
to it. The roads Avere lined with returning 
miners, mostly stone-broke and starving. The 
scenes Avitnessed on the Avagon road, Avhicli 
by this time Avas com]oletetl, wei'e melancholy 
in the extreme. As the struggling, starving, 
ragged crowds passed alpng- .the road, sea- 
ward bound, holdups, robberies arid even inuf- 
ders'-.were resorted -to to fill the pockets and 
stomachs' of • sbnie of - the unlucky ones. The 
perpetrators Averc seldom apprehended and if 
caught escaped punishment because of the 
lack of evidence. 

In the fall of 1862, an awful tragedy Avas 
enacted in the very heart of Cariboo. .A 
iM-encli-Canadian jiacker named Rousseau had 
disposed of his train of animals at a good fig- 
ure and had been" paid about eight thousand 
dollai's in gold dust^ He joined a party of 
twelve others, ?iH of whom carried more or less 
gold in their blankets, and as all Avere Avell 
armed the}- agreed to keep together for mutual 
safety. They left Barkerville early one morn- 
ing in the month of September for Victoria. 
Now it happened that there arc an upper and 
a lower trail, both leading to the .same i)oint. 
The upper trail, Avhich was die shortest, Avound 
over a mountain. The lower trail A\'as longer 
and somewhat bo.gg\-. W'hen the party reached 
the place where the two trails met, Rousseau, 
a young German named Levvin, who was a 
partner in the cigar business of the late Isidor 
Bravernian, and an elderly German, named 
Wagner, left the others and .decided to take 
the mountain trail, and meet again at a Avay- 
side house on the other side of the mountain. 
The three men Avere believed to have in their 
possession about $15,000 in gold. Not a 
thought of danger crossed the minds of any of 
the party. At the place Avhere they sto])pc(l 
for lunch the}- ])Iedgefl each other's health, and 
when they shouldered their packs to continue 
the journey everything betokened, a pleasant 
and prosperous trip. The Aveather Avas loA'cly. 
Not a cloud sailed across the brj^glit blue sky 
and no suspicion of disaster lurked in the 
minds of any of that ga}' ])arty. What Avas 
there to be feared? .'\11 had revolvers; some 
carried siiotguns ; others had both. It Avould 
be a bold band that should attempt to rob this 
combination of resolute men, Avho AA'cre pre- 
pared to die, if necessary, in defence of their 
treasure. 

'A's tlVe .tlirce hi'cn Avho had cliosen {he up- 
'ifjer trail passed from the view of their com- 
I)anions, Lcwin Avavcd his hat and shouted, 





N a recent issue of the British Colum- 
bia J-leview, F. W. Vallan contributes 
t!ie followin.g : 

In Avriting an article descripliA-e of 
the Omineca district I cannot begin 
in a better Avay than by defining its 
boundaries. It comprises such portions of the 
drainage area of the Peace river and its many 
tributaries, as lie within this ])rovince, the 
drainage area of the Stuart riser abo\e its 
junction with the Nechaco river, and the d.rain- 
agc area. of the Salmon above its junction with 
the Fraser. Within these boundaries arc 
thousands of miles of undeveloped and little 
knoAvn country, Avatered by majestic rivers, 
dotted Avith beautiful lakes, broad, fertile val- 
le\-s and mighty mountains Availing tnitil such 
time as trail, Avagon road or railway shall push 
its way through and throw open this vast re- 
gion to the prospector, miner, lumber man and 
settler.' 

The history of the Omineca district dales 
back to about the spring oi 1870, avIicii a lar.gc 
number of miners went north from the Cariboo 
and eastward from the coast by the Skeeiia 
river and discovered Vital creek, a tribntar}- of 
ihe Silver creek. Here for some A'cars rich 
di.g.gings were worked. So htlle prospeclin.g 
was carried on at this time that it Avas eight 
years after the discovery of Vital creek that 
Tom creek Avas found to be rich in gold and it 
Avas left to a Hazelton SiAvash named Tom 
.'\lexis to make the discovery and tell. the white 
men about it. .Mthou.gh the discoverer he was 
denied the right of staking tiie discovery claim 
and instead Avas taken farther up the creek and 
told he might stake there, Avhich he did, and as 
luck AA'ould have it the claim given him turned 
out to be the best one on the creek, and is still 
being worked today. 

During tlie next fcAV years after the discoA-- 
ery of Tom cr;cek, Germansen, Manso':.' Slate, 
Lost creeks AVere found and became the scenes 
of bu.sy mining camps. Some very ricli claims 
Avcrc struck, llolloway's Car on Germansen, 
the Golden I lill and many others are ])ointed 
out today as having yielded large sums in dust. 
On Manson, Discovery bar, Mosquito bar, Geo. 
Kenny's claim, and the Brown Co.'s claim 
Avere among thosfe that /paid big dividends. 
Lost creek and Slate creek each had their rich 
claims and there Averc over two thousand 
miners scattered about the different creeks, 
liven in those early days and isolated as thev 
Avcre from the rest of the Avorld, German seii 
and Manson had all the adjuncts that have al- 
Ava'ys been considered, necessary to a mining 
cami) from California to the Yukonr-barrobms, 
gambling saloons, dance hou.ses, all were there 
and Manson even boasted of a theatrical troupe 
one Avintcr. At that time a large number of 
men Avintered at the mines, some busy drifting, 
others getting out limbers, some trapping and 



many preferring to submit to the long winter's 
confinement rather tlian face the many weary 
miles of hard travel to the coast in the fall and 
back again in the spring. Pack trains arrived 
in tlie fall loaded Avith all sorts of provisions 
for the camp, took back the mail and orders 
for the spring, Avhen they Avould folloAV up the 
feed and generally arrive at Manson about the 
middle of June. The first pack train in was al- 
ways loaded with a goodl}' supply of "spiritual 
comforts. " Flour, bacon and tea came on the 
later ones. 

In the spring of 1873 or '74, in the begin- 
ning of March, there suddenly appeared at the 
door of one of the saloons, about 9.30 one even- 
ing, an Indian Avith a letter for one of the min- 
ers from a friend, saying that fabiUously rich 
di.ggings had been struck- in Cassiar and telling 
him to lea\-e ininiedialely and come out tu the 
coast Avith the bearer. The news spread like 
Avild fire, word was sent lo the different creeks, 
;m(I wit ilill tiie wcxl 24 hours the Omineca was 
virluall}- a descried cam]), for over 1500 men 
had abandoned claims, outfits, cabins and ca'- 
erylhing, had rolled their blankets, taken what 
,gru1) tlie\- could carry, and Avere on a mad rush 
lo the eoasl. following this Avill-o'-tlie-Avisp, 
Avhich beckoned them on lo the nev,-"(lig,gings 
farther afield. Some of iheni did very Aveil, 
others regretted ever after liavin.g left their 
claims in ihcOmineca. h'or A'cars ;ifler the 
district saw very few men. Vital creek Avas 
deserted and given over to Chinamen, where 
successive companies worked the creek- and 
made Aviiat to them were fortunes, sold out and 
Avent home lo China. 

A fcAv of the old timers, however, remain- 
ed, among whom Avere Jim May, on Tom creek; 
William Kentyoii, on Germansen; Charlie Mc- 
Kinnon, on Slate; George Kenny and Ezra 
h"\-ans, on Manson, until in 1895, they were 
practically the only white men left in the dis- 
trict. 

Three or four prosi)ccting parties, myself 
among the number, some Indians either hunt- 
ing or employed by the miners and about 20 
Chinamen, comprised the population oi^ the 
mines, where a few years before there were 
thousands. 

In the early days travelling Avas much 
easier, as the country was then green, the 
timber bein.g mostly jack ]iinc and spruce. 
There was very little underbrush and i)ack 
horses could be t;d<en anywhere. Ihit since 
then the counii-y has !)een swept by fire, the 
trees arc mostly down, lying six and eight 
deep, and the ofily w,ay to get through the 
country is by cutting one's Avay through every- 
thing that is ton high to jump a pack horse 
over or that Avill not allow him to go under 

Outside the creeks already named there has 
been very little prospecting done in the dis- 



trict, principally on account of the great dif- 
ficulty and expense of getting through the 
country. The Omineca, Findlay and Peace riv- 
ers haA'c been folloAved and their banks and 
bars mined in different years. As early as '67 
Ezra Evans and Peace River Jack mined the 
bars of the Peace and Parsnip. Pete Toy, 
about the same time, worked a baron the Find- 
lay river, Avhich is yet known as "Toy's Bar," 
and Jim May, universally knovA'-n as one of the 
finest types of the old-lime miner, discovered 
j\Iay creek on the Osilinca. 

The Omineca district, covering the large 
territory it does, displays a great diversity in 
its physical geography. Although it must 
rightly be classed as mountainous, there are 
alon.g its many rivers beautiful A'alleys opening 
out in places to thousands of acres of the 
richest ground, lieavil}- tiuibercd in jiarts, and 
again patches of open prairie are found givin,g 
the appearance of a beautiful park-like country. 
These arc more especially seen along the Peace 
and Parsnip rivers arid between Fort McLeod 
and Stuart lake. Wild grasses, such as red 
top, pea vine and vetches groAv lu.xuriantly. 
\Vild floAvers are seen cxerywhere and wild 
fruits, such as strawberries, |-aspberries, cur- 
ants, .gooseberries are jjlentiful on all (he ojhmi 
spaces. Lar.gc deposits of ,-i very fine (|uality 
of bituminous coal have been found both on 
the Parsnip river and on the Peace. Coal has 
also been found near the Ori-»ineca 
river. Along the valleys of the dif- 
ferent rivers in the district are hundreds of 
miles of the finest (piality of spruce and Cot- 
tonwood of a large size, which are only await- 
in.g tiie advent of the railway lo add lo the 
Avealtli f)f tlie i)rovince, b\- l.>ein.g con\-crte(l in- 
to lumber and |)ulp. Water power to turn the 
machinery is to be found everywhere and the 
rapids and falls of the Omineca district arc 
among the most beautiful in Canada, which is 
saying a great deal. The climate of the dis- 
trict is health}- and enjoyable; the summers are 
a succession of warm sunshiny days with cool 
nights and just sufficient rainfall for ve.gela- 
lion. The winters, allliou.gli cold and calm, arc 
much less severe than they are in Alberta or 
SaskatchcAvan ; the snoAv fall is moderate ' and 
horses Avinter out and c6me through in the 
sprin.g in good condition. Garden vegetables 
and grains are grown to iierfeclion. At Fort 
St. James, Stuart lake, and at I'ort St. John, on 
the I'eace river, I saw vegelables and grain 
.grown that Avould conifjare very favoi-ably 
Avilh any seen on llic market in Vancouver. 
The miners at Manson, Germansen and Tom 
creeks all have their little patches of garden, 
Avherc they groAV cabbage, turnipis, lettuce, on- 
ions, .etc., Avhich proves that Avhen population 
does, go in, the district, Avhich is now a Avilder- 
ness, can be transformed into a farming and 
ranching community.

' Tllie 'men AArho had selected the loAvcr trail 
presse'd'^on and just before dusk reached the 
trysti'rigiplace. Their first inquiry Avas for the 
Rousseau" part}'. They Avcrc told that they 
had not' -arrived. 

"That's strange," they reasoned. "They 
, should have been here Iavo hours ago." 

The night closed doAvn and the men had not 
put in an appearance. , Interest increased to 
anxiety. Something had happened surely, for 
the. men were, -niot .equipped for a night, in .tlie 
biish. Se\'erar meri;viljelieA'ed to be miners,' 
came down by the riildriritain trail after Vdairk, 
and reported that they" liad seen nothing 'of the 
missing trio. 

One of these presumed miners Avas an Ani- 
erican named Boone Hclin. He had Avorked 
as a carpenter on the creek and elsewhere, and 
Avas a Avild, dissolute man, Avith an evil record 
from his own country. He Avas accompanied 
by tAVO friends. This party ate supper .at 
the inn and laid down on their blankets. In 
the early morn they had breakfast and resumed 
their journey. They apparently had little ox 
no money and experiericed difficulty in piaying 
for their meals. 

With tlie first streak of daAvn fiftv men 
lunied out to scour tlic mountain trail for the 
missing men. 'J'lie day Avas a glorious one. 
Again Ihc sky Avas cloudless, and the Avarm 
rays of the rising siin lighted the path of .the 
searchers and led thein silently up the moun-r 
tain steep. The birds carolled their SAvect 
notes amid the sylvan groves and the graceful 
little spotted chipmunk darted like a ray of 
li.glit from branch to branch and Avith its Aveird 
scpicak seemed to Avant to tell the searchers 
if it but could of a ghastly tragedy that had 
been enacted the day before in the deep re- 
cesses of .th.e lonely trail. When halfvway up 
the inountain at a sharp turn in '"tlie trail the 
searchers came to a place Avhcre the under- 
brush Avas trodden down and there Avcre the' 
marks of many feet. A little further on a 
hat — Rousseau's hat — Avas picked up,, and next 
a piece of cloth torn from some garment Avas 
.seen lying in a ])Ool of blood. There Avas 
blood sprinkled everywhere on the trail, on 
the leaA^e-s, on the trunks of trees. Ne.xt there 
Avas a sign of a heav}' bodv having been drag- 
ged along the ground. FoUoAving that sign 
the' 'searchers found tAVO dead bodies lying, 
one on top of the other, in the underbush at 
the side of the trail, Avith Avide-staring eyes 
fixed in expressions of fright and horror. One 
hundred yards further on the bod}- of 'Lewin 
Avas seen. He had been shot through the 
head Avhile fleeing frojn the murderers.- The 
three packs of blankets wefe next found. They 
had been rifled of the gold, not a sign of Avhich 
Avas found, but a place Avas discovered Avherc 
the robbers had apparently lain in Avait for 
their victims and fired the first volley from 
ambush. 

Tlie bodies were taken to the I'orks of 
Ouesncl. where an inquest Avas held. Several 
persons who had passed over the mountain 
trail shortl}' after the discovery of the bodies 
Avere apprehended and their packs exainined; 
but nothing was found of an incriminafirig ria- 
lure. Among the susjiected persons Avas 
lioone Helm. He Avas known to have already 
done murder in California, and he AA'as be- 
lieved to live by robbery. Helm was followed 
lo Victoria and taken into custody at the in- 
siancc of men Avho were anxious to earn a 
large reward that had been offered. When his 
pack was searched nothing was found therein. 
^Magistrate Pembertoii's courtroom -oh Bastion 
street Avas densely crowded one morning Avhcn 
Helm Avas placed in the dock. He aams a 
well-proportioned muscular man -of about 
forty, with deep-set eyes. He had a soft and 
gentle voice, and as he had just left a barber's 
haiids that morning he Avas quite presentable, 
although his clothes Avere shabby. . ;V 

Confronted with the cliarge Helm denied 
it. He had passed the spot AvhEn the bodies 
Averc found an hour after the tragedy, but he 
kncAV nothing of it until the following day. 
If he had done the nnirder w-ould not. his pack 
reveal the |)reseiice of .gold? What had the 
police foimd in the pack? Nothing, not even 
a pistfil. Me was an honest man avIio Avorkcd 
hard for his livin.g, and he Avas now hungry and 
poor. 

The chief of police here interposed Avith 
the remark: "If you AVork for a living Avhy 
are your hands as soft as a woman's?" 

"There's' different kinds of AVork, chief," he 
replied. "Some work with their hands, others 
Avith their heads. I'belong to the class who 
use their brains and don't have to work AVith 
my hands." • ' ' ' 

'"What is yoiu' avocation — Avhat do you' 
do?" iiersisted the chief. 

"\\'ell, 1 si)end (.>ne-haif my time in figur- 
ing how I'm to get into debt, and the other 
half in figuring how I'm to get out of debt," 
Helm replied Avitli an impudent leer. 

A titter ran through the courtroom at this 
Avitty reply. And as, after a rigid inquiry, no- 
thing could be found to connect him Avilh the 
horrid crime he Avas discliarged with an ad- 
monition lo leave the country at once and 
never return. The murderers Avere not caught, 
nor Av.'is the gtdd ever recovered. There arc 
many Avho to this day believe that Helm Avas 
one of the culjjrits and that the gold Avas hid- 
den near the ghastly scene, and is there still. 

The .subsequent career of Boone Helm in 
IMoiitana and Idaho indicates that he Avas 
one of the Avorst of the many desperadoes Avho 
at that time infested the Pacific coast. He. 
will appear again vin these chronicles.

Great Britain strongly protested 
against the. tt-eatirient of her Canadian 
aubjeots, .Vclalmlng for pelagic seallnp 
that' It was "the legitimate develop - 
ment. of "tbo orlijrlnal method of talcing 
seals ' pradttsed by th^ Indians on the 

• coadt'of Amerl^." .Gr.eat Britain fur- 
ther claimed for lier subjects "the riglit

therefrom at will and pleasure tlic 
produce of the sea." Russia and the 
United States paid substantial sums 
to Great Britain fo'r'assiiming to treat 
sealing in the open sea as "i)iracy."

Krom that time on and up to the date 
of the purchase of Alasica by the Uni- 

i ted Slates, Russia enjoyed a practical 
' monopoly of the fur-seal industry. 
Kollowing tlie :ic(|iiisltlon of Alaska 
by the United States in ISGT, legisla- 
tion was adoi)ted on the 1st of .luly, 
1S70, under which the .A-hisk.-i Coni- 
merclal Company secured a lease for a 
term of twenty years from the 1st day 
of ^Ta.\-, ISTO,' for the exclusive rlglit 
to take seals on the Priljyioff islaiuls. 
Prior to the Iransfei- (jf tills territory 
from Russia, the seal hunting conduct- 
ed b.v British subjects was practically 
conlined to the "West <;oast Iiullans, 
l)ut about that time, and for .■^omc 
years after, the bii.siness l.)e.i;an to at- 
tract attention and some attempt was 
made to hunt seals by tlio iiietliod now 
known as jielagic sealing. About tlie 
years 1S7S and 1S7!) .several -Vessels 
were eiiga.ged therein; the number 
was gradually Increa.'^ed, althoiigb the 
operation^ wore conlined to the Nortii 
Pacific ocean, outside of Bchrlng sea. 
•It''.w'as not until about the year 1885 
that anything like a concerted move- 
ment' to Behrlng sea commenced, al- 
though in previous years some ves- 
sbls had entered these waters with 
Interfer^^ico occurring to, but two or 
three 'tThjted States vessels, which ap- 
proaghed close to the Island.?. The at- 
tention of the lessees of the Prlbvloff 
islands was attracted to this menace 
of their "hitherto practical monopoly 
of the sealing business In this local - 
it.\-, and strenuous efforts were made 
In- them to discourage and prevent 
the growing industry of pelagic seal- 
ing. 

In the summer of 1886 the United 
Slates government for the first time 
sought to exerci.-;e as against foreign 
nations exclusive jurisdiction over 
iieliring sea, outside the territorial 
limit (three niiles.) bv the .-.-eizuro of 
threp ]5ritlsh sealing scliooner.s and 
the warning out of a fuurtli. . Great 
l^ritain immediately remonstrated 
.-igainst these ,..\tra territorial claims 
and re.-erved all rights to compensa- 
tion. 

In ISS7. while tliiilomatic correspoii- 
clence was proceeding, six • additional 
British sealers were seized and ono 
was ordered 'not to enter I3elirlng sea 
by United States authorities. All thi' 
\-essels .sel-/,e(l v,-ere eondemned, and 
the masters ami ni.-iles were fined and 
Imprisoned. Renewed protestn were 
fl'od and diplomatic corre.SDondeiice 
rpijlilted, having in view tlie sett lenient 
,.of the main question as to the right 
•<il' the United States to territorial 
claims in the Behrlng sea. 

In consequence of peniling negniin- 
tions, no attempt was made during 
1U88 to prevent British vesseKs from 
participating in the seal fishorv of 
Behrlng sea. 

. In the year 1880, negotiations nut 
having resulted in a satisfactory so- 
lution, of the, question at Issue, the 
United States government Issued a 
IM ocIamatlon against sealing, and five 
Hritl.-<h vessels were seized In, and 
tliree ordered out of Behrlng sea. 

A conference was hold at Washing- 
ton In the spring of 18!)0, resulting in 
a proposed convention j-irovldlng for a 
mixed commission of experts to report 
on regulations on land and at sea, 
jiending wliicli a .spring ifnd fall close- 
season was to be ob.^'erved on land and 
at sea norlh of a line to bo drawii: 
tlie pelagic sealer.T to bo prohibited 
from apijroacbing within ten miles of 
the islaiuls. etc. 'I'liis proiiosal was 
eventually rejected by IJnited States, 
and orders were is.-sued for the seizure 
of log books aiKl se.-il skins of \-o.--sel.'j 
fiMllKl sealing in tlu-Pehrlng sea. Great 
Britain formally iirotested. 

During the pendency of negotiations, 
ff)r tlio puriiose of avoiding diCferonees 
and witli ;i view of promoting a settle- 
ment of the (lUcUlons existing be- 
tween the two governments touclilng 
llielr respective rights In Behrlng sea, 
and for th9 pr<)servatlon of the seal 
species, a modus; .Vivendi, was effected 
on the 16th irUnisiUSl)!,'. by which It was 
a greed", that -^^Grdat Britain should, on 
the one hand, until May, 1892, prohibit 
seal killing in that part of Behrlng 
sea ly.^g onstwiird of the line of de- 
marcation described In the treaty of 



18G7 between the United 'States and 
Russia, and 'that the United . States 
should, on the o ther* hand;"- profilblt' seal 
killing for the same,-porl6a in "i'the 
•same part df Behrlng sea ahd^on• the 
shores and "islands • thereof, ':ln 'Tsxcess 
of a ' stipulated 'nuhiber— 7,500— for 
food for the. natives. This pro- 
hibition was strongly protested against 
and the claims were filed, which re- 
sulted In tlie payment by Her Maj- 
esty's, government of compensation to 
the sealers for loss tluit season 
through insufficient notice, to tlio am- 
ount of $100,234. 

On the 29th of February, 1S92, a 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States -providing for arbitration 
respecting the seal fisheries in tlie 
Behrlng sea, was signed, and It was 
deemed i.'xpi'dient that u slnilliir ar- 
rangement to the modus viveiidi of 
IS'.U should obtain during the period 
neces.s.-iry to secure the award of the 
arbitrators. Ccmsefjucntly a formal 
convention was cDncluded on the IStli 
April, iSDi;, whicli effected sudi a jnir- 
posc, and under whicli the sealers were 
tlebarred from entering Beliring sea 
during the sealing season of lS;i:; and 

Thus forced from the eastern lialf 
of Behrlng sea in IS'.IJ, the sealers, in- 
stead of returning to \'ictoi'ia, from 
the Aleutian pas.ses and abandoning 
their \'oyages exijloited^ tlie .\siallc 
waters, and si.x were seized and four 
were interfered witli In- the Russian 
authorities. 

inuring 1S9:! the steamer "Cotiuita- 
lam" was cliartered by llie sealers to 
convey tlieir coast catch Iiomc and to 
supply them for a continuance of 
their voyage in Asiatic water.--'. Before 
she liad fulfilled her mission and after 
she had made a few trtinsfers of jiro- 
vislons and collected about (!,000 skins 
.ill of wliieii took place outside the 
territorial limit in the Nortii Pacific 
ocean, she was seized by thfe United 
States authorities for unloading coirgo 
Avlthln four leagues of the coast. This 
>-asc. was defended in the United States 
courts, untiUflnally a decision was 
given; adyerse to- the United States, re- 
sulting In claims amounting to $107,- 
44G.14., . This claim has not yet been, 
paid. 

In 1893, growing out of the Russian 
sclzuiMss of tho -year ■ previous, Great 
Britain-entered Into. an. agreement with 
tho Russian government, providing 
protective -sidne'k- of 30 -miles around tho 
Russian seal Islands' aiid ten miles 
along the Russian coast, from which 
limits the I'anadian scalers were de- 
barred. i:)urlng the year the award of 
the Paris arbitration was reached. In 
the first five Questions of ri.t;lU which 
had been r.riiscd, the claim to ?iny ex- 
tra territorial jurisdiction in Behrlng 
sea by tlio United States was disallow- 
ed, and the second branch of the

r,;vThe tJh.lted 'Stfit'es. proposed' that the 
g6verhmerit:."'o£>Great Brlfaln .and the 
United States agree' at 'once, to a mo- 
dus Vivendi providing "for . i'the;.', com- 
plete suspension of the killing of seals 
In all the %vaters of the Pacific ocean 
and Beliring sea for one year from the 
3l3t December, 1897, and for suspen- 
sion of all killing of seaU on the Pri- 
byloff Islands for the sanio period. 

To this proposition Canada was un- 
able to agree. 

I3y tho terms of the Paris award, 
tho regulations for the government of 
tho -.-leal fishery were to be subjected 
to a new examination every five years, 
so as to enable both Interested gov- 
ernmenti! to consider whether, in tho 
li.iht of pa.st experience there was oc- 
casion fur any modification tlioreof. 

'L'lle year I, SOS concluded the first 
five-year term of the regulation; the 
lime, therefore, had arrived for any 
revision tiiat migiit be considered nec- 
e.-isary. The reproseiitatioiis made to 
the Canadian government by those en- 
gaged In the sealing Industry in Brit- 
ish Columbia were to the effect that 
no modification.^ of those regulations 
should be agreed to In tho nature of 
further limitations -tOtthe business, but 
ihiit, on tho contrary, tho successful 
))rosecutlon of the Industry demanded 
that the existing restrictions should 
be curtailed allki^ as to tlio close sea- 
around tho Pribyloff Islands. 

Summarized, these restrictions ;ire: 
I'lider the regulations provided by ar- 
hllratiiin and the arrangement entered 
Into with Russia, as well as under ad- 
nilttde priiicijdes of international 
law, tlie sealers arc today 
operating under the following prohilM- 
tlon.^: 

1. They are excluded at all times 
from tlie tlireo-mllo limit along tho 
coast of tho United States in the north 
Pacific ocean; 

2. Tliey'may not at any time ap- 
proach the Pribyloff Islands within a 
zone of KO miles; 

S. They n-iay not at any time use 
firearms in tho Behrlng sea. 

i. They may not use rifle.i, but arc 
confined to shot-guns In the open sea- 
son, in all that water ax-ea situated 
north of the 36th degree , of- north lati-

5. They are precluded , from using 
nets or e.\pl08ives in the-above area; 

C. AVithln the above: area they can- 
not take"^eals In any .n^ailner what- 
e\-er between 1st day of May and tiio 
31st day of July; 
7. They may not take seals within 
■Mm: of 30 miles around"- the Koni-

' ' 8. They may not take seals within 
a zone of 10 iiillos along any of the 
Russian coasts on tho mainland in the 
North Pacific ocean, and these restric- 
tions have been extended by le^i&la<- 
tlon to give them effect and applica- 
tion. 

The Belirijig se.a f|ucstion was also 
one of tliose tliat received the consid- 
eration of the .loint High Commission, 
wliicli foi-maIl.\- opened at Quebec, 
August 2:1, ISliS. A propo.?aI was .■'Ub- 
mitled, ill effect that iieliiglc sealing 
should bo jirohibited in Nortii Pacific 
ocean, and tliat the government of the 
United States jiay to Great Britain a 
certain .■^uni In full compensation for 
the reliiKiulshment of the rislit.-j cf 
her subjects to engage in. sealing in 
that ocean. This proposal was not 
favored by Canada, as It was felt tliat

The operations of tlie pelagic sealers 
during the year 18!)1 were conducted 
under new conditions imposed Ijy the 
Paris award and legislation of tlie rcs- 
))ective governments for Its applica- 
tion. .-Vt the outset the prevailing 
opinion in Canada, especially among 
the scalers tlieiiiselves, was that tiie 
restriction.--, were severe iind tlie legis- 
lation unnecessarily penal. These 
views were corrof'oratcil by tlu' Unit- 
ed Stales autlnirities connected with 
the commission, who were of the opin- 
ion that pelagic sculhig could no long- 
er proceed with profit under the new 
condition of affairs. Although tho 
catch that yeirr proved to be the larg- 
est in the history of tho industry, be- 
ing 95,048, 57,000 skins were taken in

In JS;i;->, for reasons proviouslv ex- 
plained. (.;ieat Britain was unable to 
agree to tlu? renewal o^ the arrange- 
ment of sealing up of arms, and com- 
plaint »vas made of the excessive in- 
terference and boarding of vessels. 
This year strenuous efforts were made 
by the United Slates government to 
bring aliout a revision of the Pari.-; 
regulations, liie inefficiency of which 
it was stated was sliowii b\- tlie re- 
sults in 1891, and the closure of I3elir- 
Ing sea from America to Russia wa.s 
asked and a resort to a quadripartite 
convention, including Russia and Ja- 
l)a n. 

In l.Slo; practically llie same jjro- 
posals were renewed, to whicli Greiit 
Britain was unabh; Id accede. But in 
vle^v of conflicting and liKliserimliiate 
contentions touching the effect of 
pelagic sealing, scientific imiuiries on 
tlie islands and at sea were under- 
tiikeii by vGrcat Britain and C.-uiMd.-i, 
a.-; well as by the United States. 'J'hi.i 
>e;ir also a. convention for the 
sessment of the claims growing out of 
the seizures previous to arbitration 
w;is signed, and tho work of inquiry 
the reinto begun. 

An adjustment of Great Britain's 
claims to compensation followed, the 
award of J437,145.44 rendered by the 
claims commissioners in December, 
1897, after full and ■ exhaustive exami- 
nation of witnesses by counsel on both 
sides, thus finally disposing of United 
States obligalfons attending unlawful 
seizures of British \'eK.--els in the op- 
en sea. 

in 1897 continued iiroposals for t<u]i- 
rdemiMitar.v arriinginiieiit.^ for the se;il- 
niliig up of fire.-iriiis during the I'lo.se 
season in Beliring sea and the exuml- 
natlon cd' seal .-kins at Victoria by 
tlie United States officials were re- 
ceived, JJer :\IaJ<'sty's go\-ernment fln- 
iilly consenting to the sealing up .of 
iirms. This year the schooner "Kat(;" 
was seized In Mehrliig sea, two fur- 
seal skins being found on bo;ird bear- 
ing evidence of having been shot. She 
was atterw.'irds released, as she did 
not liave any guns on hoard. 

The sealers continued to jiress for 
relax.-ition of the Purls regulations, 
suggesting the reduction of tlu' ju-o- 
tecti\-e zone from (iO (o 'M miles and 
the permission of pelagic scaling in tin; 
Pacific until 30th of Juno Instead 1st 
of May, the protection of vessels from 
unnecessary, boarding and searching 
and consequent delaj^f and some other 
amendmentsif ln -r .the Veaulatlona to 
prevent unnecessary s'eliiur'e, while the 
United States government insisted for 



as a result of a bounty of $10 per ton 
given by tlie Japanese government , to' 
encourage the ,dov^Idprheriti'''oC': the 
deep-^sea fisheries," - Inoludlngi; pelagic 
sealing, there wore nineteen" vessels 
-flying the Japanese f|ag sealing off the 
Japanese coast. ' Since that tlihe the 
Japanese operations have extended over 
tile North I'acific ocean, without re- 
gard to the regulations imposed up- 
on Canadian subject.^;, with the reaiilt 
that their untrammelled operations arc 
proving dangerous to Canadian In- 
terests. Recent despatches from J;i- 
pan state tliat tliere ;in; now some 
tlilrty pelagic sealers under tlic Jap- 
ane.-;c flag, wlio tire operating witliout 
interference or restriction. 

This point was eiuiiliaslzcd and 
brought ver.v forcibly to the i\ttentlon 
of tlio people of Canada Ijy the seizure 
of tlic Canadian schooner "C'arlotta G. 
Cox" by the United' Slates revenue 
cutter "hush" on May 29th, 1907, while 
in nortii latitude degrees 10 minutes 
and west longitude 141 degrees .19 
minutes. Thi.-J locality Is l^nowa as the 
Falrwcathcr Grounds, and the point of 
seizure was jrtade for an • alleged- 
violation of the regulations of the Par- 
is Tribunal of Arbitration, the offence 
claimed being sealing Jn the closed 
season, namely. May" 1' to July 31. 

The humiliating feature o£ this Tna.\- 
be more fully understood when I state 
that there were In that .immediate vi- 
cinity, when the selKtire'-.was made, no 
less than five Japnnesb sealing 
schooners pursuing their calling un- 
molested. The' only schooner seized 
wa.s tho one llying the British Hag. 
Further commont upon this incident 
would appear unnecessary. 

Such, In brief Mr. Speaker, Is an out- 
line of tlie history of pelagic 'sealing 
up to the i)i-c.sent time. 

I liave referred briefly to the treaty 
between Great Britain and the United 
States for the arbitration of the seal 
fl.<>herle3 in the. Behrlng sea, signed 
at Washington ' 29Ui -February, 1892, 
and I wlih to consider the last- para- 
graph of Article ■VH.. 'of this" treaty, 
reading as follows; . ' . ' 

"Tlie liigli contracting parties fur- 
thermore agree to co-opcrnte In secur- 
ing tho adliesion of the other powers 
to HUcli regulations." 

Great Britain in the outline of argu- 
ment pri!seiited to the Tribunal of Ar- 
liltration was also emphatic on this 
point at this time, as on page U, Brit- 
ish case, I find the following; 

"Great Britain has throughout been' 
favorably disposed to, "the adoption of 
general measures of cqnttjoipf the fur-- 
seal fishery, should .tha'sfe-^be' ^ found 
necessary ;or desIrabl6''.\^Uhi a vle"\v to 
the protectibh ,of ■thq:;fUr-seal.s, pro- 
iridcd that:8tich;lnca'sur^'s|.^be equitable 
and formed onjJustjSfj^uiidB of eom- 
mon Interest and tliat j^tjh^' adhesion of 
other pofl'iers be scoured,' .as a guar- 
antee of thefr contlnudil'T'and ^Impartial 
execution." ; ' 

Aguiii On puge O of llVe argument of 
Great Britain: 

"So long as the cltiim of tlie United 
States to impose reguhilions on pelagic 
sealing Is based on ilie' as.^ertlons 
of a legal right, that claim is strenu- 
ously opposed, and the right as strenu- 
ously denied. 

"But when the f|iiosUon is put on tlie 
lower and jiractical piano of common 
benefit to iill tlie nations interested, 
on the recognition of tlie right of tlio 
pelagic sealers as v.'ell as of tlutt of the 
island sealers, then the Brltisli gov- 
ernment will cordially co-operate In 
giving effect to sucli measures as may 
be found necessary for the preserva- 
tion of tlie fur seal.'. 

"Should any regulations be tho out- 
come of this arbitration il i.s confident- 
ly expected by Her Majesty's govern- 
ment that they will be such as not to 
protect -only the United ' States In tho 
manner in which their present conten- 
tion urges, but to protect an Industry 



in which all the nations of tho world 
have' an interest' 

;V '!W' were useless to make regulations 
.which -should bind only the citizens 
and subjects of the United. States and 
Great Britain, As in~the 'case of the 
Jan Mayen fisheries, so Irt the case of 
the Pacific fisheries, tho subjects of 
all the nations who now participate In 
tl;em,' or who may be reasonably ex- 
pected to do so, ought to bo equally 
bound." 

U'itli special reference to tills, I 
am going to read to the" House 
some correspondence which passed 
between the two governmejits inter- 
ested and the other powers also, and 
propose to make some comment upon 
tlie apiiaront indifference displayed in 
securing this adherision.

The treaty between Great Brit- 
ain and Japan, rutllied July 17, 
1904, marked, as has been re- 
cently stated in the Uousi^ by 
the lion. tlio l^ostmaster-Oeneral, 
"a new era in tho history of Ja- 
p"an."

It Is dotfbtful. at this time, if tho 
peoplle .of- the.

Japan' b'elhgVan-.' ally of Great Brit- 
ain, it might "even -^be' reasonable to 
suppose that she would respect the 
regulations entered Into iuid which 
wer<' binding on tho subjects of Great 
Britain. But .Tapan, on tlio contrary, 
is ignoring those regulations entirely, 
while Brltisli subjects are laboring un- 
der the disabilities imposed upon 
them by the regulations v.'lilch I have 
previously summarized. 

When the attention of Japan was 
called to tho report that efforts would 
be made by the Canadian Pelagic 
Sealers to ovado the regulations by 
tlie use of the Japanese Hag, jirompt 
measures were taken to prevent this, 
and it was cliaracterized as "dishon- 
orable business" and "designing 
sclienies contrived to evade the law." 
I do not know If 'the report was well 
founded or otherwise. It is now Im- 
material. But the attitude of Japaii 
was and is that it was dishonorable 
for Canadian sealers to use the' Jap

leronce to this treaty I fail to f hid [ ljut it was not dishonorable for tho 
where Great Britain had ever suggest- Japanese flag to Ignore the regula- 



'd, much less urged, upon Japan tho 
desirability of lier adlierance to the 
Bails award. On the contrary, al- 
I bough the United States had written 
f-ireat Britain as to the urgency with 
.•-peclal reference to Japan and Russia, 
of desptitching llio identic not<> on .May 
7. and again 011 W;iy 22, it was not un- 
til after the treaty with Japan, sign- 
ed on Julj' 17, that any attention wtuj 
paid b.v Great Britain to tho request 
of the United .States. Japan at that 
time would, no doubt, have readily 
consented to respect the regulations 
adopted for the protection of tho fur 
seals if requested to do .so by Great 
Britain, rutlier than Jeopardize tho 
treaty which was to give licr a new 
status in, the "svorld's nations. 

It Is. difficult ito understand Great 
Britain's' failure to protect the Can- 
adian pblaglo ;aealers and the regula- 
tions for the'protbctlon of the*ur seal 
with . 'sot fa-vdrable- "ani opportunity pre- 
sentpcj, especially when I remind you 
that -she. was erapihatic on this point 
bath"'-ln the . base,- and In the. argu- 
mentjpreserited.;to. tho tribunal, 
. The United rStiates also concluded an 
Inipprtant treat^' , of trade and com - 
jnerce with -Japan on November 22, 
1834. But the -United States did not 
exhibit the aggressive spirit which we 
generally associate and credit her \vith 
I^ossesHlng. They, too, appeared to, 
have been as liulifferent as Great Brit-, 
ain In securing Japan's adhesion to the 
identic note. 

1'he Hon. Kllhu Root, the present 
secretary of ^tate, has stated on many 
occasions liis friendly lii'terest in Can- 
ada, but b.\' exacting from Canada a 
strict adlierance to the regulations for 
the protection of the fur seal, in view 
of the inability of the Uiiitc-d States 
to make tho same operative as agabi,.st 
Japan, it cannot in apy sense be con- 
strued as sympathetic to our Inter- 
ests. 

Kspi^clally is this so when it is ap- 
parent tliat while the United States i.s 
patrolling over fi, 000,000 square miles 
of the N'orth Pacific ocean as against 
the Canadian sealer, yet as T will show 
they are evidently powerless to pro- 
tect even the Priblyoff Islands- . and 
their territorial waters there fl-6m the 
Japanese sealers, who have' taken 
ihousfinds of seals within the- three 
mile limit around their Islands " and 
actually landed and killed seals on 
these same Islands proving conclu- 
sively to lhat extent that the concur- 
rent regulations are now iifeeless and 
their enforcement against Canada by

It was In 1882 that Dr. Robert Koidi 
announced to the world his cardinal 
discovery that tuberculosis is due to 
inoculation by the tubercle bacillus. 
Be-iore tills iirlnciple was accepted 
Ijh.\-i!;icians hail been groping in the 
liark, and the proportion of cures li) 
case.-; was pitifully small. Nur ilid 
Koch induce the iirfU'ession to accept 
ills coiu-lusioiis uitliout ;i long, tierce 
battle. Ill fact, the hopelessness of 
medical men was a faithful reflection 
of the hopelen.Hnesa of the laity; but 
gradually Kocli forced hope and 
cheer into them, and now It is un- 
likely that any capable medical man 
does not unreservedly accept Koch's 
prime discovery. 

Tho discovery of the cause b.v no 
means ended Koch's interest in tubcr- 
eiilnsis. Oil llie contrary, he spent 
maii.v >-ears in expei-lnieiiling fm- a 
i:ui-e. I'^i-iiin Ilie beginning ho worked 
upon the belief tinil some jiioduct of 
tho'bncillus would be found to con- 
.stitutc !i specific for the disease it- 
self. Finally he was !il)lo to announco 
the discovery of tuberculin. 11 was 
.supposed that Injections of this pre- 
paration would check tho disease. By 
tho time Koch discovered tuberculin 
he was generally recognized as Ihc.

It 
was li.-isllly prescribed In thousands 
of liopeli.s..; cases, and by lliousauds of 
medii.-il men who ;vi're swejit niong 
by eiillmsi.-isni. llere and then' It 
succeeded, but in so many ca.'-es it 
failed tluit there camo a great reac- 



lioii against it. The peiuUilum swept 
hack from Irutli ;is far as eiilliiisiasiii 
had carried It forv.ard; and for years 
no Olio jjrescribed tuberculin. Never- 
llicless, in the opinion of many e-'c- 
perts, tuberculin remains today a 
living force. 

Il is not the specific that was at 
first hoped, nor Is it the delusion .tlia t 
later It was called. Some medical 
men have cautiously used It for fifteen 
years, and with the moat satisfactory 
results, Beraneck and Von Bchrlng 
have Improved it; and the hitter in 
tiiloHO claims to liavo a .serum that 
will render one immane from tuber- 
culosis. It is jirobablu that this an- 
nouncement was prematurely made; 
but the weight of e\-i(lence goes to 
show that Von Beliring no mor(! than

may come of the -work of Wright and 
others with reference to the opsonic 
Index.

lions. It was dishonorable for the 
Canadian -sealer to evade the regula- 
tions; but It was not dishonorable for 
the Japanese sealer to ignore the reg- 
ulations. It was dishonorable for a 
subject to evade the disabilities im- 
posed upon him by his nation; but it 
was not dishonorable for the 'subject 
of another nation to take advantage 
of these disabilities. It is, however, 
apparently perfectly legitimate for tlic 
subjects of Japan to not only set 
aside tlio regulations but to even in- 
Viide also tlie territory and territorial 
waters of the United States in their 
pursuit of the fur-seal, as 1 have just 
pointed out. 

The advent of the Japanese sealers 
operating without restriction has ma- 
leriallv decreased the eatclies of our 
sealers as the following ligures would 
indicate:

]''or instance, this ' can be more 
readily understood when It Is remem- 
bered that there la a 60-niH.e zone 
around Pribyloff Islands which. Cana- 
dian sealers may not enter,' and''out- 
slde of this zone they are confined to 
tho use of spears. The Japanese seal- 
ers operating within the aone area 
and using flre-arms mBiko • the seal 
more wary and impossible' to approach 
within spearing distance. The llnal 
result Is not dlinrailt to foresee. This 
government Is in no wise responsible 
for tho bringing Into existence of these 
discriminating restrictions, but I trust, 
Mr. Speaker, that this government 
will not be saddled with the responsi- 
bility of their further continuance, 
and that an earnest effort will be 
made for an arrangement of a more 
equitable and satisfactory character. 

Wliat I contend for, is this, Mr. 
Speal:er, tliat so long as unrestricted 
Pelagic Sealing is to be recognized, as 
in tiit^ case of Japan, then Canada 
ii'Jusl liave equal rights. 

;Mr. Sjiroule; Would It not have 
been an opportune time to make rep- 
resentations before the treaty was' An- 
ally accepted by Canada'.' 

Mi: Sloan: 1 think 1 made that clear, 
that it was done on the part of-Great 
Britain. Some proposals have been 
submitted liy the United States look- 
ing to a .-rettlemcnt of the question. 
(Jne of the lirst was In the form of a 
Bill, introduced in the United States 
House of Representatives -In 1892, 
which provided that If tho President 
should fall to secure a suggested 
modus Vivendi with Great Britain, 
then authority be granted for tho des- 
truction of all seal life on the Islands, 
except 10,000 females and 1,000 males. 
A Bin Of a similar nature was intro- 
duced by Mr. DIrigley in 1894. To nij- 
mind this proposal was unworthy 
even of criticism. 

In 1895-6 tho United States made 
strong efforts to get tho other Powers, 
vW..: Great Britain, Japan and Russia 
with herself into a conference, to be 
known as the quadripartite conven- 
tion. From the fact that Russia and 
Japan being owners of seal islands, 
and having already expressed a desire 
for the extension of the Paris regula- 
tions lo tlic whole of the North Pacille 
ocean north' of tlie 3.^) degree of north 
latitude, and tlndr interests at this 
time being identical witii those of the 
United St;it(.'s, it can rt^adlly be seen 
thai Great Britain acted v.'isely In not 
coniniiUing lierself and her Canadian 
subjects to what would liave most as- 
suredly luive resulted In a further 
abridgement of our privileges on tlie 
Paclllc ocean. 

Ill 1S9.S-9, originating at the Joint 
High I 'on: m isKlon, v\-.-io a proposal to 
prohibit pelagic sealing; tho United 
•Stat, H government agreeing to com- 
Ijcnsate in full the ptdagie scalers. If, 
as is understood, this proposal meant 
the: ab.-indonment of our birtliriglit 
for all time to kill seals at sea, then, 
Mr. Speaker, It Is one which this gov- 
ernment could not well entertain.

ment had been arrived at to submit, 
In conjunction with Newfoundland, to 
the Hague Tribunal for Interpreta- 
tion Article I. of tho treaty of 1818. 

I have no intention of making fur- 
ther allusion to this proposal at this 
time, other than to say that any 
abridgement of Article T. of the treaty 
of 1818 may liave serious results to 
our lislieries on the Pacilic co;ist, as it 
is liy virtiK? of this treaty that our 
lishery rights are secured and main- 
tained. 

W. F. Maclean: Docs the treaty re- 
fer to the seal lislieries? 

Mr. Sloan: What treaty'/ 

Mr. W. V. Maclean: The treaty of 
1818. 

Mr. Sloan: I have not so contended. 

The submission, however, of the fur- 
seal lislieries, whicli I have been dis- 
cussing-, to tin; Hague Trli)iinal would 
1 think, be received with favor. ,'\nd 
I would siigg(>st tlio total jirohlbiticin 
of killing seals, both on laud and sea 
for a term of years, or until sucli 
time as tho vaiious herds had recov- 
ered from their present depleted coii- 
dltliin. 'Phis would involve the coin- 
Iiensation (jf tlu. pelagic sealers i)y 
their respective governments, 

"Wlien the lierds had again, recuper- 
ated the killing could then be super- 
vised and tho skins divided ' pro rata 
among tho four nations .Interested un- 
til auph time as they had been re- 



couped for the amounts expended on 
compensation. The other maritimo 
Powers, in the meantime, agreeing to 
the above propgsa!. Afterwards, if 
desirous of sluiring In the Industry, 
they could not bo denied. 

Tho proposal will preserve to Can- 
ada e^iial, rights; to,,the seas with the 
otherrnatlo'nsrbfStheiivdrld and relievo 
us of our .present dlsahllltlos. 

Unless commercial and moiietary 
considerations are eliminated and 
some such arrangement entered Into, 
there will In a few vears be nothing 
loft for whicli to negotiate. It Is 
fruitless to rely upon concurrent reg- 
ulations as between Individual na- 
tions, or oven groups of nations, for a 
settlement of this question. The only 
Iiermanent solution, In my judgment, 
is tho adoption of il universal law of 
nations 'and the Hague conference is 
tlio tribunal to give it a dclinlte ex- 
pression. 

AVIth further reference to this, Mv. 
Whitlaw Roid, United States ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, on the eve of 
Ills departure to London, In publicly 
speaking on matters relating lo the 
tv.-o countries Is reported to have said: 
'-.Vo have a little list of other mat- 
ters unadjusted betweii our uvo coun- 
tries. They relate chlell.\- to Canada. 
Peoples who have large interests 
along three ^thousand mlle.i of front- 
ier, as well as around the globe, must 
constantly have outstanding', ques- 
tions; but we rely , upon the -fairness 
of our Canadian ■ friends, ; headed'- by 
the aecomplLshed. 'stajesnian, ivHose 
services they erijdy as premlert' 'Sir 
AVIIfrid Laurior, to- got moat of thent 
equitably adjusted between ourselves; 
and what we cannot settle tho Haguia' 
conference .snrolv can." 

Because, Mr. Speaker, wo refuse to 
recognize tho property rights to the 
fur-seal In tho open sea, which Is 
claimed by the United States, our attl-- 
tude has been referred to bv tliem as 
•'unnelghborly, in that it is destroying 
a valuable lndu-i»try of our govern- 
ment." 

AVe have in Canada a parallel caso 
in tho important .salmon ti.sheries of 
the Praser river, which have been for. 
many years recognized as a Canadian 
Industry. ■ 

■yearly, we have the runs of salmon 
coming in from the ocean through the 
Straits' of Fuca and ascending the 
Frasor to the spawning grounds. Dur- 
ing recent years the United State.-i 
fishermen have in their lerrltorial 
waters trapped these salmqn in ex- , 
travagant. quantities with the ^ result 
that It has almost , destroyed our , ' In- 
dustry. Arid, although > these, salmon 
spawn In Canadian territory arid^ are 
returning to. Canadian rivers when 
caught, we do nqt characterize tho ac-;; 
tlon of the Americans as unnelghbor- 
ly; but on the contrary we are adopt-- 
Ing niora atrineent regulations upon 
our fishermen. AVe are yearly si^end- 
ing Increasingly largo sums even in 
a-i tlficlal propag.ntion and taking every 
means possible to preserve tho Indus-, 
try to tho benefit, not only of Canada, 
but of tho United States. . 

'Before resuming 'my seat I shall 
give briefly some figures showing tho 
commercial importance of the fur- 
seal industry under discussion. The. 
figures submitted are also talien from 
the report on the Alaskan fur-seal 
]'''isherlc- -. m.'irle aist August, 190G, by 
Kdwiii AV.

The exclunivo lease given to tlio Al- 
asica Commercial Company, for twen- 
ty years allowed thi.5 company to kUl 
100,000 seals per annum. On the ox- : 
piratlon of their 'lease in 1890 It •vvaK' 
estimated that the herd had.decreased'-' 
to 900,000. 

In 1890 an exclusive lease was given 
to the North ,^lnerican Cmiimercial 
L'ompany. with restrictive regulations 
— as to tlie number of seals to be kil-. 
led. This lease expires In 1910. 

The last estliiiato of the herd yvi<a 
made in 1906 and it is given os iindep • 
200,000. At the present nite of de- 
crease the herd will lie practically 
extinct in five year.-^.

In conclusion, Mr. Speaker, tlie'des-..

rlotlc policy. 

Tho protection and conservation of 
the fur-seals In the North Pacific 
ocean is an obligation due posterity 
by the nations of today who are di- 
rectly responslblo and directly inter- 
ested. 

This question Is not one thtit can 
bo settled on lines of selfish Consider- 
ation. It can only be settled by com- 
pronilso .and generous broad patrlotia 
.■statesmanslilp.

Sane Imperialism. 

I will, however, say one word as to 
^the sane Imperialism, which, peVhups, 
'was the origin and purpose of our 
foundation. The necos.sity for sano 

■ Imperialism contlnuea to exist at tho 

'• present time.' I am one of those who 
af^ anscious for friendly relations witli 
not "one, but ivUh all the great Power-s 
of Eurbpc. (Hear, hear.) I bellovo 

' that '^Imt should be' the ' arlnciple of 
the foreign policy, of Great Britain, and 
although I Know well the difficulty of 
c'aiTyIng that out, I.shotild a,Uow noth- 
ing that was possible to Interfere with 
that fixed purpose of the foreign pol 
.ley of Great Britain. ., But that does 
liot do away with the necessity for 
Constant viglldnco for the mainten 
anco of a vast superiority at sea (hear, 
hear), and for constant readiness, con- 
stant vigilance, with regard to our ar- 
maments on latid. All that is neces- 
sary, because when you allow your ar- 
maments to sinlc below a certain level, 

, you will bo liable to periodical and 
sometimes absurd panics, unworthy of 
a great nation (cheers), and dangerous 
to the very heart of tho Empire. The 
second rea.son for maintaining our 
sano Imperialism is this — that it Is 
necessary to hold high that Hag, keep- 
ing it pure and mmlloyed from that 
Imperialism wlilcli has protection as 
it.s basis (cheers), and. which sees in 
protection the surest guarantee of tho 
Empire. I speak with groat respect of 
our self-governing colonies. I do not 
for a moment criticize their tariffs, 
wliich, from their point of view, are, 
no doubt, expedient and even neces- 
sary, but I must nialce this remark — 
that from the point of view of Empire 
those tariffs are not an Assistance,- but 
an impediment t6 the union of the Bm- 
plre. I for one shall never consent, 
except under the pressure of powerful 
necessity, to a new and more universal 
tariff springing from the centre of tlio 

.■Jihnpiro Itself, which would add that 
greater element of diauhlon, to those 
protectionist elements ' of disunion at 
which I have' already hinted, and 
which would have this further grave 
disadvantage. If not peril— of making 
every nation whose interest now is to 
preserve our free trade Empire in ex- 
istence — of. making it tho Interest of 
every nation to destroy and break up 
that Empire when it Imposes a ram- 
);art of tariff to the rest of the -ivorld. 
(Cheers.) One last word on Imperial- 
ism a.s rcRards arinamonta. There are 
inovoineiits in augu.st assemblies 
•■igainst the malnlonance of our arma- 
ments — honest movements, Hincero 
mo^■enn•nts, dlsa.strous movements. 
They have :is their motto the idea that 
sm-ial rL'forin i.-i the important thing, 
nnd that mlltarlsm jars and Interferes 
with social reform. Gentlemen, social 
i-efi)i-m is a great thing, and our Im- 
neriaiism is mlxeil up witii social ro- 
forni, l.M cauHe we believe in making an 
Imperial nation worthy nf It.s destinies 
from every point of view; but social 
reform is of very little uso unless It 
lias protection from without. It la of 
no use converting Great Britain Into a 
verv riardrii of Eden if your fenco 
let.s In the wolves that would ravage it. 
You may have tlio best vineyard In 
the workl, but as long as It is unpro- 
tected It Is apt to be very useles.s to 
yourselves antl to otlier.-5. Ulcar, hear.) 
Free Trade, Protection and Socialism. 

I pass from Imperialism to the cog- 
nate subject, In bur estimation, of 
l-reo Trade. I have nothing further to 
say about Free Trade at this juncture. 
liy an enormous majority it was safe- 
ly established for a long iierlod to 
come, and Is therefore not one of tho 
vita! questions of tho moment any 
more than Iri.sh Homo Rule, but T say 
that there are considerations—and I 
would beg our legislators to reflect on 
tlieso considerations — which might 
drive us even fi'om free trade. One is 
'the enormous pros.sure, and possibly 
the increasing i)ressuro, of direct tax- 
ation, which miglit make tho nation 
.-^eek sonic relief from an intoloraljle 
Inirden in .shifting Home uf that bur- 
den on to another .source of supply. 
•V second cause that might occur is 
ililH- that In the race for armaments 
tho cost of arniamonts might become 
so excessive, the necessity for a vast 
o\peiidlturo might bo so sudden, that 
it might be necessary to forsake for a 
moment for that Imperial reason of 
necessltv the doctrine of free trade. I 
allude to these only as- poHslbllties 
which should he kept In view by our 
h glslators. Hut, thirdl.v, there is an- 
other consideration, dnd it Is thls~-wo 
might he drh-en--I trust In (Jod wu 
t^hall never bn driven!--to tho forinid 
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Socialism, and if It 
between Socialism 

for one should havo no lie.^tation, dls 
agreeable as tho course would be, in 
preferring protection. (Cheers.) 1 will 
tell yuu why. Protection is a great 
evil (heaj', hear). It is a groat tyranny, 
it is A great source of corruption 
(hear, hoar); but Socialism Is the end 
(if all things, Empire religious faith, 
fri!eiiom, property — Sooiallsm is tho 
death blow to all. ("Hear, hear," and 
cheers.) , It is for that reason, whqn 1 
recall to you what a death blovv S0C7 
lallsm is to reliEfion, to Empire, to lib- 
erty, and to property, that I read with 
pained .surprlstj the protect on behalf 
of Socialism sighed by 100 ministers of 
religion, who seoriii Imperfectly to com- 
prehend the doctrines they have ad- 
vocated, but lend their honored name 
to a system which I will not now char- 
acterize. Well, now, gentlemen, with 
regard to that phimtom of evil to 
which I have alluded — iiorliaps tlni 
word "iihanlom" i.s not well chosen, 
bocausn it Is ;i reality — we liad some 
notable elections in 1007. We had tho 
Ijlberals and the Conservatives lighting 
at each others throats for their own 
causes — "free trade and no Second 
Chamber" on one banner, "protection 
and the House of I.,ords" on the other 
-—at close grills with each otlier, striv- 
ing witli each other for the husks, and 
letting the Socialists slip away with 
the kernel, which was the seed. 1 do 
not know any spectacle whicii struck 
me tti so ludicrous, and at tho same 
time as so tragic. The Liberal party 
was Jigliting- for free trade and ;io 
Second Chamber — no Second Chamber 
just at the moment when a Second 
Chamber was. most noocssary '(bear, 
hear) and free trade. Why, what 
would become of free trade If Social- 
ism were predominant?, Protection 
would not be merely a national bene- 
fit, but a national! necessity. When all 
the means of proauctlon, manufacture, 
the land were tho property of tlie 
State, the State would only be pro- 
tecting its own without the risks that 
protection entails in tho present state 
of our cominunit.v. Therefore the ban- 
ner -of the Liberal party was, I \-onturo 
to sny, an absurdity in that contest. If 
Socialism were to dominate our com- 
munity tho Liberal party must bo 
aware that it would Inevitably lUsap- 
pear. The advocates of progress would 
either enter on the path of false ideals 
hold out by the Socialists, or would re- 
coil from such progress altogether and 
join tho Conservativa forces. The 
Conservative party would probably 
fare better, because in all communities 
there must be neccssaril.v a conserva- 
tive force,, but what would tlio uso of 
a Conservative party be when there 
was nothing iolt to conserve'/ 

"An Effective Second" Chamber." 

1 have hurried on to the Uist point 
on which I wish to lay special stros.s 
today, because I anr anxious to lay 
most stress upon It as bi;iiig the least 
obvious of all the points on which I 
have touched — I mean tho iioint of an 
erCective Second Chamber. This is a 
country in which all the barriers to 
popular caprice, popular impulse, pop- 
ular whim are by far the weakest. 
You had formerly a very strong Sec- 
ond Chamber backed up by the veto of 
tho Sovereign. The' veto of the Sover- 
eign has long disappeared, and it Is 
now sought to do away with the ef- 
fectiveness of the Second Chamber. 
Now, contrast that with the United 
States, the most democratic commun- 
ity in tho world. There you have a 
written Constitution, not one syllable 
or letter of which can be altered wltli- 
out grave and lengthy constitutional 
processes. You have a Senate of over- 
powering authority. You liavo tho 
veto of tho President — not a form that 
has fallen Into desuetude, but an active 
and a vigorous element in tho Consti- 
tution.' Here we have notliing, abso- 
lutely nothing, but the feeble barrier of 
an hereditary Second Chamber, which 
It is now sought nntirely to abolish. 
(Hear, hear.) Now I must honestly 
say that, considering the menucc that 
Socialism reared in this community 
last year and that it is preiiared to 
rear on every occasion again, it docs 
strike me as a. most amaxlng policy 
that any Government should liuvc em- 
barked .at the present time, should have 
proceeded to attempt to abolish tho 
only barrier, feeble thoujrli It be, that 
remains. I frankly admit, with regard 
to the Government plan, that I myself 
was jircparcd to jirnceed by resolution 
In tho 5-ear 1834 ;ind in the year 1S95. 
(Hoar, hear.) A great deal has passed 
slnco tliat time. In thp flsst place, 13 
years have passed, and 13 not unevent- 
ful years. In tho second place, wo dis- 
covered by the general election of 1835 
that In the Issue on which we intend- 
ed to proceed by resolution the House 
of Lords was right and the Hoiiso of 
t:oinmons was wrong In Interpreting 
tho wishes of the country, 'i'hirdly, 
there js the active menace of Socialism 
in our midst which makes me more 
than reluctant to remove the last fee- 
ble barrier which might interpose be- 
tween the will of a hastily elected 
llouso of Commons and its execution. 
You may hear that there 1,5 no chance 
of this. ("Hear, hear," and a voice. — 
"No ciianco at all.") No chance at all 
of that? Well, I will cnine to that in 
a moment. I will come to it at once. 
(Laughter.) I think there l.s a very 
cfliislderablo cliance, if you abolish tho 
House of Lords or any Second Cham- 
ber whatever, of the will of the House 
of Commons provalllng in a manner 
ab.s-olutely uncontrolled In any way 
When it only nnTresents the hurried 
verdict of the country. I am afraid 
that tills is only too jirobable. You 
Hay the Socialists are in a minority. 
They are in a very i;reat minority — -I 
hope they will always ri?maln in a 
minority — but tho les.^on of history 
written on c\'ory jiage Is tliat revolu- 
tions are nuide, not by a majority, but 
by ;i, minority — an earnest, violent, 1£ 
you like, minority, but still a minority. 
Do you suppose that the Puritans in 
tho great revolution which ended in 
tho overthrow of tho Throne and in 
tho life of Charles I. were In a major- 
ity of the nation? No historian thinks 
so now. Do you 8UPP0l3e that the re\'- 
olutlonarles who overthrow tho Throne 
and took the life o£ IiOuis X'VI. \verc 
in a majority? No historian thinks 
so now. The, fact is that, In view 
of tho general apathy oC tho, mld- 
dlo clashes all over tho world, an ac- 
tive, vigilant, energetic minority, with 
a determined will and a clear ideal be- 
fore It, is, exceedingly prone to upset 
flven .tho^powera. of a majority opposed 
to it. 

The- Voioo of the Nation. 

Now let ino go back to the thread 
of my own argument, wliich was in 



a choice I and I will give you a concrete 
protection, I stance. I w 



as told la.?t night by the 
Lord Chancellor from the woolsack 
that the voice of tlio nation can only 
be found In the House of Commons. 
(Hear, hear.) That l.-i a truth whU^h 
eontalns a fallacy. Was the voice of 
the nation found in the House of 
Conunons in the year ISOa, when It, 
passed a Bill for Irish Home Rule';' 
Certainly not. The fact is that at a 
general election, which is very often 
brought about under a sudden impulse, 
a sudden" enthusiasm, or a sudden re- 
pugmance, the voice of 'the„ natioii is 
heard ..In' gross but not; in .detail, it 
gives a mandate in gross and not in 
detail. - It glve3 p, certain body of men 
— tho Government for the time, or tho 
Government coming in, or the Govcrn- 
niont having 'the majority — it gives to 
them a general authority to act In its 
name, but it certain ly ' docs not Imply 
by that that it is bound to agree dur- 
ing the whole 'sl.x years of the Parlia- 
ment with whatever measures, unex- 
pected or otlier,- that Government may 
clioose to bring forward. We had a 
concrete insiaiice last night that tha 
Scottish l-.aud Tiill must be passed be- 
cause 57 Heottlsli members supported 
it. I never questioned the fact for a 
moment. The .Scottish members are 
always a loyal, devoted and enlhuslas- 
tic biul.v of men who cling to a cause 
in which the\' ;ire enlisted. That Is 
the secret wliy the .Scotch clung to tho 
Stuarts long after every one else had 
(riven them up. lint if I am told that 
tho Scottish meiubers, when they wero 
elected in 1805, wero elected on tho 
basis that they wero to Introduce thi! 
Irish land system and tho Irish land 
courts into Scotland, that they were 
to cast aspersions and disparagement 
on every Scotashv^county .council and 
the whole system of elective bodies in 
Scotland, then 1 say, I beg your par- 
don, I. cannot go so -far- as that. I 
never heard such a measure 'dreamt or 
thought of, and I do not believe that 
at that time, outside a lunatic asylum, 
it was even contemplated. (Laughter.) 
But I admit that a mandate is given 
in gross and not in detail to a Gov- 
ernment at a general election. Tho 
inundate Is conlirm(;d by by-elections 
.showing that the nation is still anx- 
iously supporting the Government. I 
cannot say that that Is tho case at 
present. ':riie by-elections have shown 
a nagging faith in the Government 
which docs not imply that all ' tho 
measures In detail are all they wero 
supposed to be in gross two years ago. 

Government and House of Lords. 

Now I como to another point. 1 
have been taking It for granted all 
along — and perhaps yon b:ive n'>t 
been able to follow' iiic— that the Gov- 
erninent means tlio abolition of tho 
Second Chamber. ("No, no.") I do 
not know what tliat "No" moans— 
wliethor you moan that you agree with 
me or not — but I must .pr6ceed, t^hat- 



ever It means. I can imagine many 
earnest and prudent Liberals to say, 
"We do not want to abolish tho House 
of Lords, wo only want to oviscer'ato 
and emasculate it." Now, evii-cera- 
tion and emasculation are rather ser- 
ious processes. (Lauglitcr.) Tlioy may 
.'-lay "We want to convert .it Into, , What 
it should be— a regis ttiriffhousb ' for 
bills sent up by the House dt'-Com- 
•mons." That may be. 1 am not r.ulto 
s'Ure that;' that , would be altogether 
satisfactory to the present members 
of that assembly, which cont;iins 
some men of extraordinary ability, 
some men of great .ability. I do not 
know how far they would be content 
to sit im red benches Insufficiently 
covered with rod leather until tlin 
sorgeant-at-arms comes up and says, 
"a bill is coming up from the House 
of Commons; "be good enoiigh to pass 
it as soon as you can or you will see 
It again in six montlis, and, fallln,g 
that, again In six months, and after 
that It will become law." Some philo- 
sopher has said that the worst uso 
you can jiut a man to Is to hang him, 
but I think, if this plan is carried, the 
ver.v worst use you can put a man oi! 
ability to is to \mt liim Into ).lic House 
of Lords. I know very well— at least 
I think 1 know very well — that tho 
government do hot mean to abolish 
the House of -Lords. (Cheers.) I do 
not care what they mean, but I know 
what they are doing, and I know this 
also, that if tliis plan had been In 
operation in iSfl:; wc should now havo 
had .'in Irish parliament sitting in 
JDnblin, ("Hoar, liear," and "No, no.") 
I5ut the matter is a good deal graver 
not only as it affects Home Rule; it 
moans tho .aljolitlon of tlie second 
chamber Itself. Suppose a more Rad- 
ical, more advanced government 
than .this, were to come Into power, 
and It became weary of this idle for- 
mula sitting In another room, sick of 
sending up to those dessicated mum- 
mies in red robes a bill and causing 
tlioreby a delay of possibly 12 or 18 
months in its becoming law. Suppose 
this — and it Is not a remote supposi- 
tion; in fact, I rather think If the 
House of Lords is to 'become what the 
government would make it, I sliould 
be in favor myself of its instant abo- 
lition — but suppose such a govern- 
ment as this thinks it is time .to make 
an end of a<sham'an<l a mockery: it 
has only to embody In a bill tho fam- 
ous resolution of January, 1040, which 
declared that the House of Commons 
was tho source of all power and 
should bo tlie meana and machinery 
of all power, and that, therefore, the 
House of Lords do C(^aso to exist and 
that henceforth all laws iiassed by 
tho House of Commons alone do have 
tho force of law. you -send that up 
once. The House of Lords rejects it. 
You send It up a second time. They 
again reject it, -unlesSj aweary of liv- 
ing such n life.- which I'can well con- 
ceive, they pass it — that, of course, 
accelerates the procedure. You send 
it up a third time, and the House of 
Lords rejects it,;4)Jit whether they re 



second chamber ceases to exist. That 
is the procedure which the plan of 
the government facilitates, and which 
it makes absolutely certain of opera 
tlon in the event of a mlnf,-?tvy which 
wishes, as many members of the 
House of Commons do, for a single! 
cliamber alone. I put that boforo you 
as a. ver.v grave possibility of a policy 
which at this Jnnetiire I confess 
look forward to with apprehension, is 
that Llberall.im'.' it Is not the Liber- 
alism in which 1 was reared, (Choors.) 
A general election turna, as I have al 
ready said, generally on Bontp ; enthus 
lasm, -, somo proposed . '.particular 
measure, some qiicstlon of foreign 
policy, but it does not moan — at least 
the nation in its cooler mood does 
not mean — that it returns a govern- 
ment to absolute and imcontrolled 
power for six years. Think how that 
might turn out. .Suppose, for exaijT 
pie, a giMieral election were to turn on 
the present Licensing Bill. I do not 
suppose It will, but supposing It did. 
I do not pronounce an opinion on the 
Licensing Bill one way or the other, 
but I do say this, that all the enor 
mous force of an overpowering inter- 
est will bo brought to bear against 
tho party or the government that are 
responsible for this Licensing Bill 
and suppose by an accident an olec- 
llou were to lake., placi- on that issue 
and tho enormou's and overpowering 
interest 1 have sjioken of succeeded in 
throwing out the government. You 
^vouId have a goveiiinient brought in 
— what for'.' To advocate tlie inter 
ests of one particular trade. There 
would be nothing else In the general 
election,' and yet they would bo free 
to legislate under our' Congtltutlon for 
six years without control. You may 
think that this is a fanciful idea. It 
is not a fanciful idea. It is only five 
years ago since you and I and all of 
us wero haranguing audiences from 
platforms Ih tho contry - on what was 
called the khaki question — an election 
brought about ohtlrely on the quos 
tlon of completing the South African 
war. and whlcli brought iBUok a ma 
jorlty whlcii did a great miny other 
things besides completing tho South 
'African war, and whicli esta'bllshed 
lts(-If In power comfortabl.v, for every 
object which the party had at heart, 
on that solo Issue alone. Oh, but you 
."ay, "But after all that Is the British 
Constitution." Y'es, it is the British 
(.'onstitutlon, but so is the Second 
Chamber the British Constitution, and 
If you appeal to ,tho British Constitu- 
tion yoti must have.lt one way or tho 
other. I think, and' I defy any mem- 
berrln tJilp haU to dtsprovo .It^ that if 
the giiw'efnment plan- of resolution 
against tho house of Lords were em- 
bodied In a Hill and passed that' body 
— neltlior of which contingencies I 
think immediately probable — It would 

li-uu, In iiiy JUuginexiL It iil'uat lead, to 

the abolition of any second Chamber 
whatever, and the removal of tho last 
barrier between tho uncontrolled will 
of the House of Commons and its op- 
eration. Now I think that Is a. very

With the 
m'esonco of his E.Kcellency the Gov- 
ernor-General and his Honor tho 
Litutenant-Governor there was given 
at tho affair a striking rffect that was 
more than- sustained bv tho .splendid 
quality of the siioeches. A high In- 
tellectual note w;is .struck in tho re- 
mark-s of the I'reskleiU Falconer, of 
tho University of Toronto, which was 
not lost in the other addresses, and 
throughout thi' c-ntlro proceedings 
there was maintained an atmospliero 
of bro;id and clear thought that be- 
.-^])oke much for the influence of tho 
association.

President Clark, after tho Royal 
toast was honored, expresed pleasure 
at tho presence of so many delegates 
from the remotest parts of Canada, 
and Introduced tjio Governor-General, 
who was received with evidences of 
marked appreciation. 

J^arl <;re>- regretted the necoj^.'dtv of 
his Immedia te return to (Ottawa, wiilch 
prevented his hearing the siieeche.'s of 
tho fourth and moat ijnwerful estate 
of tho realm. . It had usurped the jiart 
of the church. They wore all afraid of 
it. and regarded It as an arm of tho 
Almighty, to reverence all that was 
good, and to chastlae all that vras evil.

history. It waM tiic Individual that 
moved tin- world, and the gentlemen 
of the i)re;-s certainly directed tho 
destinies of mankind. The press of 
tho l,')omlnion, ho thought, could well 
offord to take a leaf from the policy 
of tlu^ Chicago Tribune, the manager 
of whlcli he coiigratullited on the sen- 
timents exi)resse(i in his spcecli bo- 
foro the association earlier' in the day. 

Ills Excellency referi'cd to tho prom- 
ised visit of tho Prince of Wales, than 
wlileh no greater coiriplliuent could he 
paid Canada. On that occasion he ex- 
pected to bo ablo to hand 'over the 



title deeds of th-n Plains of Abr.aham 
to the Prime Minister of Canada as 
nn Imperial trust for all time. He had 
given tlie assurance that the money 
for tho expropriation would be paid by 
tho school children of the Dominion, 
and asked the assistance of the news- 
paper men in making his word good. 
The tercentenary celebration would 
bo of the greatest Importance, as rep- 
resentatives would be present from all 
of Greater Britain, and he hoped It 
would Impress not only the Empire, 
but the whole world. It wfcs of Im- 
portance for educational purposes, as 
it would bring home tho fact that tho 
historic events of tho Plains of Abra- 
ham wero almost sacred history, and 
every member of the Empire could af- 
ford to take part. Ho hoped that every 
child in the Empire would have an op- 
portunity of associating himself with 
till, historic events that laid tlie foun- 
dation of Greater Britain and formed 
tlio basis of Imperial greatness. 
Education for Journalists. 
Tho toast of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor was presented by President-elect 
Williams, of Collingwood, and Sir 
Mortimer Clark, in response, said it 
was a good many years since he bc- 
caiiio Interesf.eu !n the jiress. He had 
written some -z. iieles for a journal 
when attending tho University of 
Edinburgh, and on coming to Canada 
ho for somo time acted as correspon- 
dent for the same paper. He added 
his protest aglnst uniiesir.i hie ad\'er- 
ti.sements, and said that he always 
looked at the end of an attractlvi'-look- 
ing article before ho read it. In con- 
clusion, lu^ hoped that the association 
W(nild Initiate a movement wheridiy 
an educational course Avouhl be liiiat- 
0(1 in schools and colleges that would 
1)0 of value to the journalism of the 
country, 

M'r. L. S. Channell, Slierhronkc, Que,, 
lu'oijosed the toast of "()ur (liic'sts,"to 
which the Hon. l''rank Oliver first res- 
ponded. Hi: would not say that the 
pri. s!i had supplanted, but it certainly 
supplemented, the work of the clerg.v. 
Its business was to level u]), not to 
drag down; to boost, not to knock. 
Newspaper men wero in business for 
tho good of tho country, not for the 
lucney, which could be found In other 
\-ocatloiis. He agreed thoroughly with 
the (Ml Iter of tho c:hlcag<> Tribune in 
his view of the standard that should 
lie upheld by nowsiinpcra. He had had 
the honor of conducting one of tlio 
smallest newspapers that over was 
printed, but it was none the worse bo- 
cause it was small. The people wanted 
the news of tho day, and the views of 
the editor, and the more clearly and 
concisely theS? were put, the better. 
There was nothing in trying to bear 
down public opinion by a mass of 
matter. He had heard much of a pos- 
sible famine In pulpwood, but ho 
thought the tendency wop to use pulp 
In iiiace of brains, and the papers 
woiihi do their work much better by 
ushig not ;io much paper. 

Mr. Medlll JlcCormlek, of tho Chi- 
cago Tribune, followed, with an ad- 
dress on "Tho Respoiifilblllty of tho 
l'>ngIish-.Speaklng Press." He expres- 
sed a desire to participate in tho ter- 
centenary celebration, and thought the 
school children of the United States 
would have a similar feeling. He trac- 
ed the history of the Influence' \ylel(lcd 
by llio press, ro'iii hided his hearers of 
their responsibilities, and expressetl 
the opinion tlia ; yellow journalism was 
on the wane. y 

Mayor Oliver- exiiressed his pleasuro 
tlitit the assoc.' litloii had Kclected Tor- 
onto as ltd placio of meeting, and Pres- 



ident Palcoiier, of tho University of 
Toronto, spoke on the common ground 
between the unlversit.v and tho press 
— both being educators of Democracy. 
Ho had of late liad much more sym- 
pathy with editorial writers, and 
thought it should be necesary for thoni 
to have a strenuous and thorough 
academic education, with a strong 
background- of knowledge and compo- 
tenoy. The universities were now -pro- 
viding a conatitupncy to which tho 
papers must adjust themselves moro 
than In the past if they wished to re 



tain their hold. The men of today took 

an Independent attitude such as nev6r| then, as I thTnkr that the ^alue of tho 



ornmcnt wero to be carried out. It 
tho plan of proceeding by resolution 
and sending Bills up three times were 
to be carried out.

I omitted In stating what had oc- 
curred since tho resolutions of 18115 
against the House of Lords — I omit- 
ted, and I bog your pardon for It, 
the most lmj)ortant of all the changes. 
It Is that the House of Loriis has 
pledged Itself to reform Itself. (Laugh- 
ter.) Oh, you may laugh. They have 
pledged themselves to reform them- 
selves — that which they- havo always 
refused to do hitherto. ..I-db not Jtnow 
who tho gentleman was who laughed 
at that I am, chairman of , that com- 
mitted. , I., think i know (more of it 
than: ho does, "and I can say this, that 
I have, found a spirit of earnestness 
and' anxte.ty f.or reform in that com- 
mittee which I at any rate on euter- 
ing it had not ventured <to hope. 
(Cheers.) Therefore, if I am not very 
much disappointed, the Issue at the 
next general election, so far as It in- 
volves the question of a Second C;iiam- 
ber at all, will not lie between tho 
House of Lords a.s it is and no Sec- 
ond Cliamber,, but it will lie between 
no Second Chamber and a reformed 
Second Chamber. I, for one, at any 
rate, feel that, unless the Liberal 
League in Its renewed programme and 
constitution is prepared to maintain 
tho principle of a reformed, efficient 
Second Chamber, I at any rate could 
have nothing to do with it. (Cheers.) 
There Is coming a time — In my Judg- 
mout it is imminent, nay, it may havo 
already come — when members, when 
people may have to choose between 
Socialism and anti-Socialism, or Soci- 
alism (or seml-SoclalUm) and protec- 
tion. On the other band ^here may 
bo coming a time when you will have 
to choose between- no Second Chamber 
and fl. reformed Second Chamber. I 
hope those times have not yet ar- 
rived, but when the time comes for a 
choice between Socialism nnd protec- 
tion — what I may call a hideous al- 
ternative—then it is that Liberalism 
will have to look out for itself, then 
it Is that some such assoolatlon as 
this will assume, as I believe, a para- 
mount value. 

The Government and Socialism 
,What is it, in the meantime, that I 
look to to protect us against Social- 
ism? (A voice— "Mr. Asqu\th.") Mn 
ansivor may surprise you," but It is 
sincere: I, look to the present go^ydrn- 
nient as' oiii" 'bulsyarfc against Social- 
ism, (Cheer's.) It is quite- true that 
I differ "lylth It in Ita'programmo with 
regard to 'the Second Chamber, It Is 
quite true that I differ from it with 
regard to the Land Bill which It has 
introduced for Scotland, but not with 
regiird to that which it has introduced 
for England. But these two meas- 
ures. In my Judgment, are not likely 
ever to pass; and, therefore, they In 
no ruspect interfere with my confi- 
dence in the present government. I 
look to tho present government and I 
see there an assemblage of earnest, 
able, courageous men (cheers), sin- 
gularly successful in administration 
so far, in whose hands our foreign 
policy and our services" are safe; and 
I rejoice to think that we have such 
'.a body of men to stand between us 
and what I believe to be a great evil 
and a great danger. But governments 
are not eternal. We have to look be- 
yond the existence of this government 
to the perllout future when tho So- 
cialist or soml-Soclalist left wing of 
tho Liberal party maj^ capture Its des- 
tinies, or when protection' may be in 
the high places of the land. It is 



before; writers were listened to now 
only by right of their ability. In Can- 
ada thcro \vas probably a larger pro- 
portion of university mon than in any 
other country, the audience was neo 
cssarlly crltlca,!, and unless the papers 
gauged the intelectual power of their 
readers, their hold would lessen.

I'Mton, president of tho 
Alberta and ICasterii liritlsh Columbia 
Press Association, olTcred greetings, 
and triistiHl that the association wopld 
at some time be able to accept 'tho 
hospitality of the "W'est, and Mr. ,T. A. 
Dawson, of the London St.andard, as- 
sured his hearers that tho progress in 
tho Old Country for the last few years, 
of the Interest taken In Canada, was 
very striking, as It had trebled in ox- 
tent since the South African War. 

.Mr. J. S. Willisoii proposed the toast 
of "The. I'numlers of the Association," 
criiipled with tlic name of Sir JLacken- 
vAi: Jiowell, the only charter member 
prc-sent. The ex-l'remier reviewed 
tho hi,~tory of the organization, and 
trusted that many of thoso present 
would liv(^ to see its centennial. 

He sjjoke of the trouhhis of publish- 
ers in early days, and referring to tho 
lectures that had boon given, said that 
at that time tlie.v would have been 
glad to accept advertising of any kind. 
Ho gave an int(M-estliig ticcoiint of tho 
manner in which ilr. il. I'. Dwiglit 
took tho lir.st message over the wiro. 
In nelleville, and tho speaker wrote 
out the matter for the printer. The 
tone of the press w.as now much bet- 
ter than in former days, but tho great 
mass, of newspaper readers were not 
university mon. Ho advised a strict 
attention to tlie moral attitude of the 
paper, which would command respect 
In the rising generation and give an 
influence that would not otherwlao 
arise. 

Col. Hugh Clark, M.P.P., of Kincar- 
dine, proriosed the toast of "The , Can- 
adian Press," In a witty speech, , and 
Mr. Louis J. Tarte, of Montreal, made 
a plea for a better understanding of 
tho temper of the .French-Canadian 
people, who were dontent to remain 
under British rijile. - .. 

Mr. Frod Cook,, of Ottawa) Mr.- Geo. 
H. Ham, of Montreal, Mr. Hal. B. 
Donly, of Simcoe, and Mr; Dan McGll- 
llcuddy, of Calgary, followed In lium- 
oroua- speeches of short length, and 
tho gathering broke, up shortly after 
mldhlffht. 



Mr. R. D. Stiibbs, of Worthing, who 
has just died in Ills clghty-flfth year, 
voted at every parliamentary election 
In the CDUstltuenoy during tho la.st 
sixty- thr(!e years, Imt ho was never 
on thcwinning aide. He was a Lib- 
eral. 



Liberal League will be seen, and it 
i.i for that contingency that tt should 
be organized. (Cheera) I do not 
think that for that purpose wc can 
too soon reorganize the Liberal League 
It conllicts In no way with party loy- 
alty. It does not In any way touch 
tho Bills that the government' has in- 
troduced, for I have not mentioned 
one of them except in the way of il- 
lustration, and It may be wanted soon- 
er than you think. But I honestly bo- 
liovc that tho time may como wlien, 
organize as you may, the Liberal 
League will not be enough for tho 
purpose which I have Indicated, A 
time may come — It may not be in my 
time, for me thcro Is only tod.ay or 
tomorrow, I do not think of tho dim 
and distant future — but a time may 
come M-hen all the forces that opjiose 
Socialism and that oppose protection 
may have to gather together, to unite, 
to make thoir Influence felt. I do not 
know when that ina.v be. I do not 
care to look so far forward. But In 
the meantime, sure I am of this, that 
we cannot too carefully strengthen 
nnd reorganize such a force aa this 
that we already have In hand. I ask 
you today, then, to rally to tho pro- 
gramme of which I have given you 
tho five salient points — eano Imperial- 
ism, free trade, hostility to an Irish 
Parliament, hostility to Socialism, a 
reformed and eftlolont Second Cham- 
ber. I believe If you arc willing to 
do this, you will achieve a great work 
lying to your hand today — to maintain 
principles sound in themselvi's, - to 
combat tho forces of disunion and 
clinos and operations that can only 
spoil di.saster to the Empire, and to 
provide a centre for men .-ill over the 
country, and they iiro many, who de- 
sire to work together on this basis 
for these objects. (Loud cheery.) 

lilr. R, W. Perks proposed a vote of 
thanks to Lord Rosebery, and In the 
course of Ills speech reterrdd to L,ord 
Rosebery's Cheaterfleld programme. 
After the lapse of .the years which 
had Intervened betw.eeii the announce- 
ment of that programme and the pres- 
ent day, they had listened to hhn re- 
commending or recasting that pro- 
grninmb to fit it to the altered con- 
ditions of the political situation of 
the day. (Cheers.) He^,thought they 
would all — nt all events, the over- 
whelming majority of tho members of 
the Liberal Loag-ue— feel that if that 
groat organization was needed then. 
It was even morn necessary now, nnd 
It r.'iight form a 'suitable, and indeed 
a necessary organization, round which 
many of the Liberals might rally who 
othorwlso might lie alienated from 
them or encouraged to throw their 
lot in with the o|ii)osing political par- 
ties. He especially thanked the presl- 
dont for his reference to the necessity 
there was for them to present a '.solid 
front against some of those '.social 
theories and comblnntlons which wero 
Hcrlously likely. If thoy gained any 
hold In the country, to undermine its 



commercial interests, and the rclisloua 
and social conditions of ouf people. 
At tho same time we must not for- 
get that two of the main fpaturo-s of 
Lord Rosebery's Chesterfield pro- 
gramme not hitherto carrlef into prac- 
tical effect still formed part, as ho 
hud told them, of ..their, .programme. 
'J'hey \vore to Insist! on .■arreatef;;atten- ■ 
tion being paid 'to tlje ediicatl'gnalVre- 
nulroments of the country/ :ajid, On a 
more aorloiis ' consiaoratloh.'belngl-glv- 
en to the'thouslng of -the peoplb.' Whilo 
they wore opposed to the declaration 
to which their president had referred, 
which declared In favour of state own- 
ership of land, and that all nieans of 
production and dl.strlbutlon and .ex- 
change should bo In tho hands of tho 
State, yet, at tho same . time, their 
great political party had always been,-, 
aiul ho trusted always would be, at- 
tached to a programme of sano, mod- 
erate, and necessary social reform. 
Tholr president had never lacked cour- 
age. He was, and lie trusted would 
continue for many years, one of thoso 
groat ))olitlcal reserves and a.ssets of 
our nation to whom they lobkod for 
guidance, and ho trusted they might 
also look for leadership. (Cheers.) Ho 
proposed that tlie.v should offer their 
most sincere thanks to their presi- 
dent for his address. (Cheers.) 

Sir Thomas Glen-Coats seconded the 
resolution, causing soma .merriment 
by Inadvertantly describing" 'It as a 
toast. 

Mr. C. Wilson Secars asked loavo 
to propose an amendment to tho effect 
that that meoting of Liberals ex- 
pressed its hearty sympathy with Sir 
Henry Campboll-Banncrman in his ill- 
ness and also with Mr. Asqulth, whom 
ho hoped those present would do no- 
thing In any way to thwart or to 
make it difficult for him to carry out 
noble reforms. 

Lord Roseberry, as chairman, point- 
ed out that that was not an amend- 
ment, and the resolution was carried 
unanimously. 

Lord Rosebery, in response, said, — < 
1 am greatly obliged to you for your 
vote of thanks,' more especiallv as It 
was unanimous. I am a. little sur- 
prised at our friend in the audience 
who thought' that a, vote of sympathy 
to my old friend Sir Henry- Campbell- 
Bannerman' In his grave IUnesB;''WhIoh, • 
we all deplore (cheers) fiahobld be con- 
sidered as an amendment'-to'' b-fiyote 
of thanks to myself. (Laughter.) If 
ho will kindly move It when I sit 
down I shall be happy to second" it; , 
and we shall ' conclude • our proceed- 
ings, I trust, with our usual unanlmltyir 
(Cheers.) I am very glad that though 
It fell outside tho scope of my ■ re- 
marks tonight, which, of course, wero 
In the nature of a new depariuro, I\lr. 
Perks has made pointed reference to 
the schemes of social reform which 
wero emphasized at our meeting at 
Chesterfield. I thought it the less nc- 
cessar.v — and, indeed, I 'should not 
have had timo to do it in connexion 
with other matters — because, strange- 
ly .enough, all tho three measures, all 
the' three points oh which I called for 
Instant legislation whan tho Liberal 
party should come Into power, are in 
the King's Specoh of this year, and'-'' 
wc may faithfully trust tho govern- 
ment -to carry them, into effect. They 
were education, IIcenBlng,,rand 'housing. 
Two of the Bills have, been introduced, 
and a, third, we may be. sure, will; not 
tarry. -We accentuate the Imperial- 
ism in our programme, itils true,-;but; 
our Imperialism, <^as .1' ^haye already 
stated, Is founded-' On: the Mhealttt- an* 
well-being of the pobpje as lts:surest 
basis, and therefore , the-- social -pro- 
gramme is indlssolubly united '.with 
tho Imperialist sentiment of tho Lib- 
eral League. (Cheers.) I do not 
know that you will wish to go on 
with tho Liberal League on tho basis 
which I havo stated today. That will 
he ;i matter for your mature cojisid- 
cratioii. Either way I )i,shall be per- 
fectly content. I shall not bo sorry 
to obtain my complete freedom, tho 
onl.v check to which Is my connexion 
with this influential body, while, on 
the other hand, until you find a more 
efficient president — which you could 
easily do ("No, no") — I hope to con- 
tinue the work of the league strenu- 
ousl.v. I shall be only too happy to bo 
associated with you; hut, of course. 
I have passed tho sixtieth year when 
Charles James I'^ox said that ho would 
abandon politics if he ever reached it, 
and as regards which Mr. Gladstone 
laid down the rule that no man '.should 
take fresh office afterwards (laughter) 
though ■ his superhuman energies, 
which I do not share, enabled' hina 
to transgress it with pretty tolerable 
completeness. But, .there aro.few Mr. 
Gladstones, and reraepiberlng . .these 
two aphorisrhs, which my.' experience 
entirely confirms, I am not at all'Suro 
how far It Is ivise to keep a president 
tif such maturity and not look forward 
to some younger man. However, as 
long as my energies enable mo to re- 
tain your confidence you niay bo suro 
I shall endeavour to deserve It. 
(Cheers,) T thank Sir Thomas Glon- 
Coats for his words, and for kindly 
endeavouring to give a moro convivial 
aspect to our in'oceedings, (Laughter.) 
I am sorry wo had to drink tlio toast 
In imagination, but I am quite sure 
from tho aspc'ct of the ai^dlei}ce that , 
It was none the less cordial.-' (toud 
cheers.) 

Jlr. HInchcllftc Iligglna said some of 
lliem wore concerned to know whether , 
that was an obituary notice of tho . 
lilberal League or whether it was tho 
announcement of a new league to bo 
formed. At all events they had, so 
far as ho had been able to gather, 
no distinct programme beforo them 
nnd no shadow of a programme, Thoy 
would go away from that meeting 
feeling that tho league, if not dis- 
solved, was suspended. ("No, no.") 
He was glad if he was mistaken; ho 
would like, however, to say how much 
thoy wero indebted to his lordshln 
for the inaguillceiit service he had 
rendered to them from lii.s place In 
UiQ House of Lords the other day In 
'reference to the German Emperor's 
letter. (Cheers.) Ho thought tho 
whole of England felt next morning 
that thoy had lived to h6o one tpap. 
ono statesman, one orfiit6r^T*h6/c6ula 
say at a very' difficult "'nnd- 'delicate 
time, a time that needed .Very delicate 
handling Indeed, just thb' right word 
and say It with effect. ,, (CJheers:!) ' 

A-.iother speaker rose -from the bod.v- 
of the meeting and endorsed what had 
been said. 

Mr. C. 'Wilson .Scears then proposed, 
nnd Lord Rosebery 'seconded, n very 
hearty vote of sympathy with Sir 
Hehry Campbell-Dannorman In " hlis 
severe Illness and of hopes for lila 
speedy recovery, and this was carried 
unanimously. 
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TRAGEDIES WRIT IN THE SNOW 

Tracks That Told of the Search for 
.1, ..' Food and the Result

Beneath its 
iiuiRic toucli even tlio nio.st prosaic and 
im.slBhlly objcct.s arc transformed Into 
things ni: romanco and of boauty 
Along the road.s and hlgluvay-s llio rail 
fences and stone wall.s are almo.st liicl- 
den by tliiit.'^. Blllow.s ot .-^now jirojeet 
out from the eavo.s oC llio low-rooCcd 
farm-iiouses. 

"Up anions the timbered ridge.s, far 
from .slRht or liearInK of railway or 
trolley, not a .sound breaks llie .still- 
nos.s. The wood.-; .seem held beneatli 
; some spell, waiting Cor the toucli of 
'isp'rinB to stir thcni into life again. 
Tlie traveller, plodding slowly 
through tho powdery snow, uncon- 
.■jcious|y slackens .his pace, 'dtrainirtg 
oyo and ear to catch even tite faintest 
indica^ltion of. sorno living presence. 
■jFrequcntly. he stops, breathing sus- 
" p6rid(5d for an instant, as hiis eyes rovo 
over the hill.-! and valleys. Far below, 
lilcUion beneatli a foot ot clcai- iee iind 
the endless bed of snow, the broad 
. river winds peacefully along bc^twoen 
..the hills. Near b.\- a swiftly flowing 
broolt chafes at Us ley bounds, its 
usual clatter .subdued to a fretful mur- 
mur. 

Suddenly a sharp rat-a-tat-tat 
breaks the stillnes.-; as a drowsy wood- 
jieckcr lianging head downward from a 
dead limb sinks its sharp bill far into 
tho wood in search of a grvil)- .\- flock 
of snowbirds frightened by tlie noisy 
intruder' rise hastily from the snow 
and settle in tlie top of a tliicli hcm- 
look chirping forth their alarm. 

A faint breath. oC air stir.s the tops 
of the trees and a dead oalc leaf 
drifts slowly to the ground, the rustle 
of its passage tlirough tho branches 
falling clear and distinct upon the-ear. 
Vrom a grove of cliestnuts on the 
l idgc across the river comes the clear, 
fluteiiltc note of a blucjay, its. slirlll- 
iies.s m?Uow£d ■ by ti^o distance. A 
scattered , flock of grows, winging their 
way. toward the distant sea coast, call 
'.back arid forth to each other- at; tlteir 
• isharp eyes distinguish the outlines of 
Vjthe black -spot on the snow far below 

cyi.;tChe .'Intruder smiles In appreciation 
" of their Vigilance and plods slowly on- 
ward. As he gains the crest of the 
ridge his eye is caught by two par- 
allel lines of dainty footprints plainly 
dsccrnlblc In the deep snow. At first 
glance he recognizes the trail of a 
pair of foxes, forced l)y hunger and by 
scarcity of food due to the long con- 
tinued cold spell to violate their usual 
cu.-;tom of hunting singly and to ooni- 
lune their strength and intelligence in 
tlie chase. Close inspection of tho 
trail show.s one sot of footprints to 
ho considerably smaller than the other. 
Evldentlv thov were made by a young- 
ster who still lacks complete Initiation 
Into the mysteries of tlie hunt. Now 
.the lines diverge as the mother fox 
bears off uo the left to investigate a 
hollow stump from which peeps forth 
part ot a mouse's nest made of torn 
cedar hark. Further on tho footprints 
draw close together again and cross 
and recross, forming a hopeless tangle 
•as the .two animals play like puppies, 
racing side,' by side, snapping and 
growling in pretended rage and leap- 
ing over each, other's backs. Gradual- 
ly they subside and trot along as se- 
dately as before. 

The youngster mounts li rocky knoll 
as they enter a little clearing and i 
gazes far out over tho placid valley 
•beneath. Seeing nothing to disturb 
his peace of triind he jumps lightly to 
-the ground and starts out at a long, 
BVvinging lope after his mother. 

Half way down tho slope is a fallen 
■tree, its bulk rising fully six feet 
above the ground. Instead of swer- 
ving aside the fox cle;irs the olislaele 
at a bound,' his body floating thrn\igh 
the air like a bit of thistle down, 
inarvelllng. the woodsnuui paces off 
the distance, full twenty feet between 
ihe point of initial si)riug and the 
little hollow that niarlis tlie landing 
]>lace. A hundred yards further on 
the trail stops abruptly, then contin- 
uos- in a chain of footprints nnly a 
few Inches apart. LlirectlN- aliead lies 
!l^massive log. one end supi)orted by j 
a crumbling .-tone wall. In tlie shel- ■ 
tered holln-vv beneath, hunched Into 
.■1. round ball and seeming a i)arl of tlio 
(load leaves ii.rouiul hini, is a ralibil. 
AltliouiTb seemingi.\- asleep, his sen- 
siti\-e nose twitches roniniuaily and 
bis lung ears ari- s])reafl to eati-li tlie 
faintest sound. Tlie fox draws nearer 
and nearer, then cro\iehes and laun<'b- 
os liimself forward. As he leaves the 
ground the ralibit, trained for just 
such an emergency, s|)rings lightly to 
one side, lust out nf reach of the snap- 
]iing jaws. Before the fox can recov- 
er himself the white beacon ot the 
rabbit's tall has flashed over the top 
of the hill. 

IMcanwIiile the older red fox hn.- 
been more fortunate in her hunting. 
'I'lie ti-iiil rutis along smoothl,\' for a 
long distance, then halts behind a 
thick cedar. ( )n the other side Is a row 
of iiueveu little footprints made by a 
gray .sciuirrei who 1ms descended from 
liis bulk\- nest In tho oak tree o\-er- 
licad iind has nosed around in the 
snow In search of hidden -store of nuts. 
*r.Iic dainty fontmarlts weave in and 
•out among tlie bu.shes, then head 
Htraight for tiie cedar. Ten feet awa> 
■th.ey cease altogether, disappearing in 
ft tumbled hcsip of snow. Two cu^ 
three reddfeh drops and a few scat- 
ie'red ImlrS tell a story easily read. 
Tho mother fox had cunningly bideil 
lifer. time an had pounced on the sciuir- 
rei when ho came within reach. The 
ypiingster, coming ui) at this moment, 
fqrgot his keen disappointment at los- 
ing the' rabbit In tho joy of breaking 
Ills loi^ fast, 

Tlio fox. trail now bears oft to tho 
nor th ward, pnd. tjio woodanxan strikes 
through a level e):pnn>e whose smootli 
jjyrface l.s Indented only by the Ince- 
• work r'iittern left by a colony of white 
footed mice. At last; he strllii>s a wlnd- 
.'Avept ridgo beyomi which lie.^ a grove 
of big liemlocks. Half obliterated b.c 
the drifting snow are t-.omo Klra)ige 
tracks over whicli he pu^/zles I'nr 
t^ome timi.'. The footprinls ai-e \'er,',- 
large, .'(lualllng hi size the track of a, 
heavy dog, but uiillko a dog's track, 
nre almost round mid witliout the im- 
Dresi of long claws. They are not 



deer tracks bccau.-ic of their shallow- 
ness and because of tho unscarred ap- 
pearance of an exposed root that the 
animal stepped on in passing. Tliu 
•sharp hoof of a deer if set down on 
this root would have -stripped off tlic 
bark and .left .< a scar. - Nothing but 
padded l;£<!et* couia have; left.ssuch a 

traii:;;.?: ; .. • ;•■ •"' 

Further-.- on- -'tho rayatery was ex- 
plaineid. - A narrow .ravine -^extending 
far off to right and ' left apparently 
barred further' jirogre'ss.' "A tall hem- 
ioclc, overhanging the opposite bank 
had bee'ri blown down by tho wind 
and hud lodged with Its top about fif- 
teen feet below the verge on one side 
and its roots a corresponding depth 
below on the other. Tlie trail led up 
to the base of a big oak. near the 
brink of the ravine and disappeared. 
i\Ii(lway on tlie truiilc of tlie fallen 
hemlock and about tea feet out from 
the edge It began again, continued 
smoothly to the opi)osito side and 
tlien reappeared on the ground level. 
Kxteiuling out over the ravine was a 
branch of the oak tree that supplied 
the nii>f::ing link In the chain and af- 
fordeii a clue to tho animal's Identity. 
Nothing but a wildcat could havo 
jumi)ed lightly to tho overhanging 
limb, run out to its extremity and 
and dropped lightly to the snow cov- 
ered trunk of a dead tree twenty-tlvo 
feet b^low. Eagerly, yet w'th some in- 
ward trepidation, tho woodsman 
scrambled acro.sa tho ravine and took 
up tho trail on the other side. Tho 
lino or footjirints in the snow told a.s 
Idalnly as a printed page every move 
that tho wildcat had made. 

In his mind's eye he could plainly 
sc-e the dim form slinking In and out 
among the tree trunks, swlftb' yet in 
perfect silence, seeming a part of llio 
(inlet shadows in which it moved. 
(Occasionally the wlIdc:U ivould stop 
for an Instant, his great front paws 
resting lightly on the trunk of a fal- 
len tree, liis yellow eyes searching 
the gloom ahead. Tlien he would i-e- 
sume liis onward course. Suddenly 
he stopped abruptly, his wliole body 
.stiffening, his front legs extended 
straight before him pushing up a lit- 
tle mound of snow. "Crouching low, 
.so that the ruff of long hair around 
ills neck swept the surface and his 
body left a deep Impress In tho snow, 
the cat crept forward step by step. 
Just ahead -was a small hemlock, Its 
branches weighted down by snow un- 
til they fprmed a dome shaped cave. 
Inside the hollow, Imddied together 
for-" warmth, wore several partridges. 
•Jhey clucked softly to each other and 
stirred uneasily as if feeling .-^onio pre- 
monition of the danger threatening 
them. The cat approached nearer and 
nearer, gathered his legs under liim 
and sprang. The jiartrldges burst 
from their covert witli a whir oC wings 
and a cloud of powdery snow. But 
the last one was an instant too late. 
One stroke of the long claws, a crunch 
of sharp teeth and the bird besame 
an inanimate bundle of feathers. The 
woodsman gaxed tor an instant at the 
trampled snow, shook hi.! head slowly 
ami then resumed his course. 

Overhead. through tho drooping 
inanchos of the hemlocks, appeared 
patches of blue sky. Under foot lay 
the broad snow lield. The sun grad- 
ually mounted the heavens and shone 
down upon the tranquil scene -below. 
Beneath its daz-/.ling radiance tho lit- 
tle tragedies of the night before seem.- 
ed far oft arid unreal, things entirely 
foreign to the air of peace and soli- 
tude that pervaded the quiet woods.

It is kno\vn on the Zainl)esl as the 
Baloka (lorge. The Zambesi, the 
fourth largest river in .Africa, flows] 
smoothlv along, a mile in width, until j 
in ;i twi'nlcling, witliout even prelimin- 
ary ruffling of its waters, it pours 
o\-ei- the brink and (Iroj)S -100 1V-(-t. 

Nature furnishes few spectacles so 
colo.-^sal as the drop of this river into 
tlie abvss below. Tourists are travel- 
ing thousands ot miles to see the 
sight. Then the Zambesi tlows out 
through the Batoka Gorge., if. Tlie mile 
wide river is now only 10)J to 'JiiO 
feot across. Above Its foaming sur- 
face rise the^ black walls of the chasni 
about 500 feet high, that tho Zambesi 
has dug for itself. 

No "no knows the deplh of the pent 
irp waters, but it is at least .'.Cirt fei-t 
In the more coiiceiilrated parts of the 
chamiel. 'I'he river drops -lOfi feel In 
one leap b< fore it enter.i tlie gorge. 
It drops l.inn feet iikm-c in the gorge. 

It la a torrent lashed to fury for 
nbout nrty miles. The walls of iho 
e.nnon reverberate with the roar ot 
tlie rushing Hood, and in plac where 
the onllow is broken by ealaraels tiie 
vegelathm tha' roots in the walls is 
drenched with spray.

In the March number of ..the ,"Pro- 
-cendings" of -tlio American Phllosoph- 
, Society, which ■ has just appeared, 
Prof. T. J. J. See. U.S.N., tlio astrono- 
mer, has a. paper on "Tho new theory 
of earthciuake.s and mountain forma- 
tion us illustrated by processes now 
iit work in the depths of the sea." In 
It ho gives further evideneo In sup- 
port of his proposition that mountains 
are formed by the action of Ihe sea, 
and not at ail by the secular cooling 
and shrlnka.ge of the earth. Tho old 
theor.\' which compares the earth to a 
withered apiile is pronounced unsound. 

In two previous jiapers Pr(.)f. See 
argued that six great classes of iihe- 
nomona, namely, eartluiuaktfs, volca- 
noes, mountain formation, the forma- 
tion of Islands and plateaus, seismic 
sea waves following great earthquakes 
and the feeble attraction .of moun- 
tains long noticed 'in geodesy, are but 
different effects of one common cause 
— the secular leakage of the ocean 
bottom. This forms - steam beneath 
tlio earth's crust, which brings on 
eiirthqunkes, and tho earthquakes up- 
lift Islands in tho sea and mountains 
along the shore liy tho expulsion of 
laVa under the land. 

AA'hen the earth's crust is thus up- 
lifted along the seashore mountains 
are produced, and some of the moun- 
tains breali into ei'uption and form 
volcanoes. Tlie expulsion of lava 
from under the sea undermines treni li- 
es In the sea bottom and the cru.-it 
goes down and forms tho deeps so of- 
ten noticed near the land. The sink- 
ing of the sea bottom after an (-arth- 
qnake iiroduces the seismic wave so 
often following great earthtiuakes. 

'fhus tlie uplift of tlie coast into 
mountains and the sinking of tlie ad- 
jacent sea bottom into a trench is the 
effect of tho expulsion of lava from 
under the bed of the sea. This ex- 
pulsion is due to steam which forms 
under the sea but not under the land; 
and' hence wlien the steam pressure 
becomes very great It pushes out un- 
der tho land and uplifts tho coast. 

In 1899 tlie coaat near Ynkutal Bay, 
Alaska, was uplifted by a great earth- 
quake for a liundrcd miles, and at the 
maximum tho rise was forty-seven 
feet. This sliows tliat a vast nuautity 
of lava was expelled from under the 
bed of the ocean and puslicd under 
the land. 

Ill the pre.-^ent paper Prof. See 
seeks to show that tile Aleutian Is- 
lands are merely a branch of the 
Roek.v :Mountains still la the ocean 
tlial dr-mouatrate.i exactly how all 
mountains wore formed. In llie deep 
waters just south of the Aleutian Isl- 
ands tlic sea bottom is sinking Into 
a great trench. It is . from ."5,000 to 
4,000 fathoms deep and just par.allel 
to the Islands. 

At almost every big earthquitko In 
this region some ono of the Aleulinn 
Islands Is uplifted, arid sometimes 
a new volcano breaks out. On the 
other hand, a -seismic wave frequent- 
ly accompanies thls. mpvement, show-^ 
iiig that tlie'Bca bottoria to tjie, south 
has sunk. ■ rPhe uplift » of the Island 
and the slnlting of the sea bottom 
show that lava is being expelled from 
under the se.-i. 

.Prof. Sec gives maps of the ocean 
depths near the Aleutian Islands and 
also near tiie Kurile and .Iai)anese Is- 
lands, and as llie eavthiinakes follow 
these subsidences, he .-ays. It Is evi- 
dent that the cause of llieso disturb- 
iinces Is everywhere the same, namely, | 
tho exT'ulKl(m of lava from under the i 
se.-i, so that the bottom sinlis down !

In this way the Island of .Iai)an wa.« j

'i"ii.-;c!irora deep, from the American 
ship Tuscarora. whicli lirst discover- 
ed this deep trough. It is evident 
lliat the island of Nippon came out 
of there because if it were loosened 
and thrown Into the hole It would 
about till It up.

If we go along " in a 
(ieid and come upon a trench with a 
ridge beside It, adds Prof. Sec, we 
know tliat the ridge was made by dirt 
taicen out of the ditcii. 

Tills investigation showing how 
mountains are formed in the sea ma.\' 
jirovo of profound signlflcanec for all 
the sciences which deal with the earth. 
Prof. See declares that the s. a imt- 
toms leak even when the underlying 
rock Is twenty miles deej). ami that 
all of the mountains were once in the 
depths of the sea. They were uplift- 
ed bv earth(iu!ikes pushing up the 
land imd not at all bv the shrinkage 
of the earth. 

Prof. See calculates that the enrth 
U no'i\ expaiidiug fri>ni ten to a lum- 
di-ed times nmri- lapidb' than it is 
contracting under The inllm-nce of se- 
cular co.diiiR. Thus ,,11 the ,dil books 
on geologv- inusl be rewritten. 

He discu.-ses also a mountain 
range now forming in the sea be- 
tween Samoa and .New Zealand. Here 
the «ea is verv deep and has a ridgo 
to the we -it lust as in the case of tho 
Kurile islands. Tho Paciflc Ocean Is 
erecting a v,all on the West just like 
the South American Andes on the

People 
kncMV him for months and years, and 
were in almost dally IntercpurBO wltn 
lilm before learning, and then only 
through others, of his splendid record 
In the Soudan, wln^ro he rilddo the ilrst 
survey of the Albert Kyanza. 

Al the Kuggestlou of Lord Cromer 
he was re(iuesl(.'d by the British Gov- 
eriinient to act with Admiral rilr AVil- 
llam Hewitt to a spocial ami confldeu- 
tlal embassy to the late King .John or] 
-Vbyssinla. ,lt Is the only occasion that 
l ean recall of an American eitl-zeii kie- 
ing eutrnated v.-lth a diplomatic 'mis- 
sion by the Brillsli Crown, and It is 
understood that- it was precisely on ae- 
eounl of his American iiallnn.-dity tliat 
he declined the titular reward therefor 
offered him in llie name of Queen Vic- 
toria. Over and over a.galn was promo- 
tion to the rank of paclia pressed upon 
hiui, not merelv by Khedlvo TewHlc, but | 
also by the J-:ngllsh authorities, Lord | 
Cromer being esp(.eially enthusiastic in i 
reconimending him f(n- Ihe distinction.

SHARKS OF MAGDELENA BAY. 

Naval Officer's Interi-upted Eath— 
V , i • . Steam ji-V/hiajtlo^j. Tackl e. 

Havaria 'ls' -wont to'" boast proudly^i 
that her Nez do Tibourones — tho big I 
pool in the rocks under Mbrro Caatloj 
whore tliey used to drop the iiodies of 
tlio executed prisoners out tlu'ough a 
chute — is the sharklest spot in the 
world, ami there are numerous other 
points in tile tropics vvhieii lay claim 
to the same distinction; but iMagdul- 
eiia Bay is the only true and original 
fount of sliarkdom, writes n I.,os An- 
geles corresiiondent. 

I heard an old lur on one of the ar- 
mored cruisers telling some Visitors 
that the man eaters were so thick 
around tlu^ bow of Ills slilp when she 
steamed into the bay that they couldn't 
heave the lead through llieiii to lake 
soundings. And another chimed In to 
say that .Magdalci.a Bay was as good 
as ;>. dry (lo'cic because the dorsals of 
the .'iha:-;;,. :;cra])ed all the barnacles 
of the Ijottoins of the vesels. Allowing 
for "leeway" on these stories, the fact 
still reiii.-iins that sharks art temark- 
alily numerous there. 

The morning plunge overside regu- 
larly enjoyed by tlie olllcers and men 
in many of tlie tropical ports is quite 
out of the question In the bay. There 
I.'^, to be sure, no record of anyone in 
tho navy having been attacked by a 
shark in these waters, a fact not uo 
remarkable when it is also learned 
tiiat there is no record of anyone lif.v- 
iiig exposed himself. The closest call, 
perhaps, was that of a well-known 
Lleulenaiil- Commander w-lio took a 
dive Into tho bathing pen at the same 
time that this small enclosure was oc- 
cupied bv a 14-foot man eater. 

The bathing pen Is a .'iO by 30 railed 
in sjiaci! on the shore of tin; bay that 
was built with the ostensible purpose, 
not of keei-ilng sharks In, but of keep- 
ing them out. An unusually high 
spring tide, however. Hooded the top 
rail to a depth oC a, couple of feet or 
more, and during llie i>erlod of sul.i- 
niergeiice the big .shark in some man- 
ner nosed lils way in and was left 
captive when the water subsided. 

Tile commander In ciuestlon sprang 
from the rocks and disappeared under 
the cool water in a long, deep, com- 
fortable looking dive. An Instant later 
the pen was a vorte-x of White foam. 
In the midst of which whirled the 
white shoulders of the commander, 
and through wiilch cut with lightning 
siasiies the black dorsal and tail ,flns 
of the big ■ shark. The frightened 
swimmer reached the outer palings at 
tho end, 0,f....half a dozen desperate 
overhand sifokeSf clambered over tho 
barrier, tumbled Into the water be- 
yond, and wild-eyed with terror start- 
ed lunging right off toward the open 
sea. 

When lie was finally recalled lo the 
bank it was to declare that the pen 
was literally alive witli sharks, and 
not even after the ubiquitous in:in 
eater, riddled with bullets from the 
revolvers of tlie ofilcers, harpooned by 
some fisliermeii and lassoed by some 
cowljoys was hauled out on the beach, 
could he bo made to believe tiiat the 
score or nior( of Its fellows among 
which he imagined he had plunged 
Iiad not escaped. Inasmuch ' as a 
frlglitened shark has never been known 
to touch m^eii as much as a piece of 
rav.^ beef, the impetuous commander 
was never in real danger of anything 
Inil lieart failure and a slap from the 
iiionslcr's tail. 

'i"ho sharks of tlic bay lake almost 
any kind of ball, and it is rarely that 
a warship is at anchor without from 
ono to half a dozen lines dangling over 
its stern. .Watching a .shark line is a 
tedious business, but It is strictly nec- 
essary 111 order for tho flsherman to 
know when the monster Is hooked, as 
his frantic rushes It allowed' to go Un- 
checked are pretty sure to cause some 
of his own anatomy to give way and 
result In. his escape. 

To this end the olllcers and s'allors 
Iiave hit on an Ingenious plan. In- 
stead of taking In their lines when the 
dinner gong sounds or when for any 
reason tliey are on duty elsewhere 
they run a stout piece of marlln twine 
from tho sharic lino up to tho steam 
whistle, leaving It for tlie man eater 
himself to announce the event of Ills 
beiii>; hooked by sounding a loot. 

It is re.grettiiljle to state that tlie in- 
viMit(n- of this clever expedient, a sur- 
geon on a torpedo boat, (-ame near to 
losing Ills imsltlon as a result of his 
first exiierinK'Utai trial of this lime 
saving contrivance. This came about 
as a result of his laclc of judgment in 
running the main line, instead of the 
ciuniiarati vel.\- light twine now cui- 
plo.\-ed for liiat connection, ii]) lo Ihe- 
whistle.

French Thrift. 

The thrift of the French people is' 
an ever increasing topic for Engl isiii 
writers. One in the London Times' 
aayx: I 

The most striking feature of ;i | 
I'"reiicli village lo British eyes Is its 
freedom from class distinctions. 

IMioro' is no parsonage, no "parson's 
lady," nb small squire or retired 
tradesman with ambitions towards 
country society; no well-to-do farmer 
with an army of good-looking sons 
tmd daughters to organize cricket 
matches, tennis tournaments, hookey 
and football teams. There is, in fact,' 
no social life at all. Year in, year 
out, the peasant families follow the 
same round of work, broken only by 
an occasional Sunday evening dance 
at tho inn and the yearly fete of their 
own and the surrounding villages. In 
the old days, of course, when M. lo 
Cure wielded the sword of political 
and religions autliority, his jiarLslion- 
ers gleaned a certain amount of ex- 
citement from his regular visits among 
them, and the obsei-yancc of church 
ceremonies relieved the dullness of 
their dally round. But no wit Is the 
village schoolmaster who lakes the 
lead in politics and the lialfpeiiny 
dally wlilcli provides excitement, while 
iM. le Cure is merel.v an anxiet.y, to be 
fed and clothed at the expense of the 
village, because ho is still a necessity 
on account of the funerals, which no 
Government can obviate, and' at -which 
the mayor cannot ofiiciale. 

TIk^ meeting-places of the vlllngc 
elders are the Inns, tind ot these xhcvo 
Is no lack, as any man may set up a 
refreshment house in France when 
and where he pleases, without-- leave 
or levy of any kind. ■ There rendez- 
vous very soon lly political colors^ and, 
according to Whichever star is In; the 
ascendancy, they flourish or fail. ' One 
year the billiard' balls of the Malson 
Durand will click ~niOst merrily, and 
tho next, with a change of Ministry, 
mayor, and schoolmaster, Legrand's 
will be the home of discussion. 

Tlie elder women wear blue hand- 
kerchiefs twisted round their lieads, 
the girls big .sunhats in summer, ,'ind 
none at all in winter. Short isklrts, 
blue blouses and aprons, with sabots 
or list-slippers, makit up tlie every- 
dav garb of most of them, and only 
on" .Sundavs do the old women don 
whlt,^ friiled mutch ca.ps and the 
\'oungor ones smart modern hats. IJn- 
fortunatel.v, these hats are a sign of the 
times, for undoubtedly the younger 
generation' of both men and women is 
Lurning towards the city and Us 
ways. 

At present the effect of this on the 
vllinge life is not obvious to the pas- 
serby, but even now the girls who 
make such charming pictures as they 
knit and mind the cows by the road- 
side are more often than not hired 
maids from some very poor neighbor- 
ing family, and nol, a.s of old, the 
daughter.^ of the farmers themselves. 
This, tlie farmer's wlft; will tell you. Is 
an extra expense, and the farmer will 
grumble tliat it is nol the only one; 
for now his son lias gone lo I'aris, lie 
cannot manage lln^ whole of the work 
on the land alone, or even with tho 
help of Ills wife and the servant, but 
is olillged lo hire among llie neighbors 
al a ])ricc lixed by them and nol by 
him. tils tale is a sad one, sadly told, 
for he is the last of the old order, like 
tlie cure and the old-fashioned Inn- 
l-;eeper. Tl-.cir day is very nearly done, 
and thougii they cling to the old. ways, 
and plough and sow and reap, much 
as their fathers, did before them, It Is 
without the subtle spur of energj' 
wlilch comes with tho thought that 
another, and that other his son, is go- 
ing on with the work when he has been 
gathered to his fathers. 

Ills wife aKso feels this, but less 
welghtllav for she likes to see her 
daughter well dressed, and to hear her 
gossip of the fine doings in Paris. 3ut 
In iter own ways and household she 
-makes no change. The big bed still 
fills up a corner of the kitchen, which 
is otherwise furnished by a few plain 
chair.?, a round table, a closed cooking 
stove, one or two solid walnut chests 
illled with strong linen sheets, and a 
grandfather clock, which does not go. 
No sign of modern ornament has crept 
in except a few cheap oleographs . of 
studies In still life, which are hung as 
near the celling as possible. All other 
ornaments are relegated to the grey 
niiirble-topped chest of drawers, which 
stands in tlie bedroom, and is llie sine 
(|ua lion of evei-\' household in J-'rance, 
from llie lowest to tiie lilgliest. Prob- 
abl,\- we lOnglisli -bred ])eople attach 
too great an linpi^irtauce to the. crochet 
mat f(U- the family Biliie. the rag 
lieartlirug before tlie open lire, .ind the 
framed funer.al cards whicli decorate 
tlK^ walls of oiir lOngllsh coltagi.'s; but 
it is certain tliat the cottage or l';irni- 
liouse kitchen In France is a far les.; 
comfortable-looking place than it is in 
England. ' It Is nevertheless true that 
this somewhat sordid exterior often 
liides a solid little fortuiK! which will 
keep the old iieople from want during 
tliiM!- last >ears, and allow them to 
leave consideralile legacies to their 
clilldr(>n, for Iheir motto has even lieen 
"Thrift," and witli a fmv excc-jilioiis it 
is that of their offsin-iiig, so that 
whether tliey Helllo In city or village, 
gain little or much, tliey will save as 
their fathers iiavo before them, and al- 
ways tliey will count the linen died 
m more Important than the parlor, 
and tho money in tho .savings bank 
will never bo drawn except In dire 
need. '

thenticity and speed in such nativw 
telegraphy was pro ved.-rl>undee . Ad- 
vertiser. 

GiiFts to Libraries. 

Mr. Carnegie is very secretive about 
his benefactions of this sort, and do-, 
nles information about thom to all 
enquirers. His private secretary, in- 
deed, savs that the expenditures for 
libraries arc .set down on pages that 
are largely occupied by otner items, 
and that even .Mr. Carnegie doesn't 
know how much he has given for any 
p.-irtlcular purpose. 

Tho Library Journal, however, 
keeps close tab on Mr. , Carnegie's , 
gifts to libraries, and receiving re- 
ports front all parts of the world, is 
able to give a fairly accurate list, 
which it does in' its current number. 
Here are some of tho facts contained 
In the report: 

In Canada, liino libraries received 
original gifts of $75,500, and one got 
an increase of 54,000. In the United 
States and Canada together Jlr. Car- 
negie gave 5008,000 for 85 new muni- 
cipal library buildings, and gave a 
supplementary $297,700. to,.3q,. mur%,. 
clpal libraries; ... . .. '.".- ,....;.';- '""• 

In the United, Kingdom he gave 
nOl.aOO for 13 new- libraries, ."..nd $25.1S0 
for twelve llbrarlies previously contrl-j 
butcd to. His original gifts in Eng- 
land and "Wales amounted to £35,255, 
which provided for eight 'buildings. 
Increases were provided for nine' libra- 
ries, tho total being £'1,334. 

His total gifts to libraries in Scot- 
land were £3,127. In Ireland the Iron- 
master provided two buildings, at a 
cost of £2, SOD, Here are some of the 
Hems In the miscellaneous column, in- 
dicating the wide range of Mr. Cer- 
iiegle's library gifts: 
Halswell, New Zealand.... ....£1,500 

Gore, New Zealand 2,000 

Seychelles Islands 1,750 

Harrlsmllh. Drange River col- 

onv. South Africa 2,000 

Suva, Fiji 1,500 

All these ivcrc for private libraries 
or llbrarlca connected with schools. 
In addition, Mr. Carnegie gave two 
municipal library buildings in New 
Zealand at a cost of 517,500, one in the 
Scvehelles Islands, $8,750; ono in South 
Africa, 510,000, and one in Fiji, J7,500. 

The total of Mr. Carnegie's gifts for 
201,000 for 13 new libraries, and. $25,180 
250 for 103 new building's,; arid;.$322,800 
in supplementary gifts to 42 libraries. 
His original gifts to colleges, five in 
the United States and one in Soutli 
Africa, amounted to 5i;i5,000. In- 
creases were made to tho funds ot six 
colleges, all in this country. 

The grand total for the year, 51,6,";],- 
030, looks small as compared with the 
grand total for 1900. which was 53.- 
06S,92!j. But, as the Library .Tournal 
points out, "that is perhaps because 
tlier(! are less worlds to conquer." 
That publication, commenting on Mr. 
(Carnegie's contributions to libraries, 
.says: 

"It has 'been ciuerled wlietlier Sir. 
<:;ariiegic would nol be willing lo pro- 
vide and endow liead(iuartors tor the 
library work, as he has provided a 
Tenipie of Peace at 'I'he Hague, the 
lieartlistoiK? for .American Republics; at 
Washington, and the great Engineer- 
ing Building In Now York, all witli not- 
able libraries. Possibly his further 
beneficence, may one day shape Itself 
In a modern secular cathedral, whicli 
would furnlsli a common centre for tho 
Institution of light and leading, such 
as the American Llbrar.v Association, 
the N.'itioiial Educational Association, 
and the American .'Vssoclation for the 
Advancement of Science. 

"If, through Jlr. Carnegie, or other- 
wise, such n consummation should 
come to pass, Kew York or \Vasliing- 
ton would naturally bo Its seat, and In 
the latter city it would be comparable, 
in its relations to education, witli thp, 
Carnegie Institute in its relation to 
scientific progress."

Kept dry on a nmseum shelf since 1002, 
have every year at a period correa- 
poiuiiug to llie rainy season In their na- 
tive liabll.al produced llilii stems, wlileli 
iiuickly (lie. In some cases five years' 
jvrnwlli has been made witii the aid of 
v.-ator stored up In 11)01. and tho stor- 
age organs are still sound.

READER of The Colonist has handed 
in the fohowing, taken from a British 
v.^exchajige/,for>publica : 
V;, ' AS ' ' extremely interesting- lecture 
■ was given' at Witney Church llouse 
•by the Rev. F. E. Robinson, of Dray- 
ton;-'master of the Diocesan Guild of Bell- 
ringers, the subject being "Church Bells and 
Bell-ringers." In' tlie absence from home of 
the rector (president of tlic C.E.M.S.)) in con- 
ncctioxi with Vvhich the meeting was arranged, 
the Rev. Cyril W. O. Jenkyn: presided, and-in 
introducing, the Rev. F. E. Rbbinson said that 
i geatleman vsras no stranger to . any one in that 
'room; and lie migbt even go further and say 
there were very few people in England who had 
not heard of him; in fact, Mr. Robinso'i was 
known to many as "the old parson who went 
about ringing bells." (Laugliter.) It was per- 
fectly true that when INlr. Robinson went about 
it usually was to ring bells or in some connec- 
tion with bell-ringing, except when two or three 
times a year he lectured for the S.P.G. He had 
asked Mr. Robinson to come' tliere that even- 
ing, and tell them something about church bells 
and bell-ringing. To some in that room he was 
known as the most honored and respected 
Master of tiie Diocesan Guild of Churcii Bell- 
ringers, and there was no guild in England who 
had such a master. (Applause.) Pic was going 
to ask Mr. Robinson to begin his lecture with a 
word which some of Ihcm knew very well — 
Go! (Laughter and applause.) 

The Rev. F. E. Robmson, who was heartily 
received, said he would first give them a slight 
. histor}' of church bells, and then refer to various 
uses, religious and superstitious, and almost, if 
not quite, profane uses to which they had been 
put, and then to the art of scientific change- 
ringing, which at a certain stage in their history 
was introduced. First, then, what was a bell? 
They would all agree, he supposed, with the 
definition that it; \yas a musical instrument or, 
i ^t all events, that it' was an instrument that pro- 
duced.a musical sound by concussion of metals. 
If they traced out the history of bells ihcy found 
mention made of them in the Book of Exodus. 
But those bells must h'dvc been very small, be- 
cause they were attached to the vesture or gar- 
ments of the high priest, and were to sound 
when the high priest entered into the holy place 
before .the Lord. Again, mention was made of 
Beilis- in tiie Btfok of Zechariah, and these, too, 
must have been very srnall, liecause they were 
to be attached -to the bridles 'of the horses. In 
the isotli Psalm mention was made in the same 
way of cymbals, some being descriljcd as well- 
tuned cymbals, so he supposed these cymbals 
must have been made, to a certain extent, like 
the bells which were now put up in our church 
towers. As early as the fifth century mention 
was made of bells in Italy in connection with 
. church services. Bells seemed to have been in- 
troduced into England in the seventh century, 
and the first account of a bell being used for 
church purposes was that given by Bede, the 
historian. This bell was said to have been 
brought from Italy and put in the old abbey at 
Wearmouth, near which the historian lived. 
Then a little later on in the history of our coun- 
try we found that universal historian, St. Dun- 
Stan, was instrtimental in casting and ptitting up 
several bells,- the first authentic account relat- 
ing to those at Croyland. Later on, a ring of 
bells was put up at King's College, Cambridge. 
These were put up in a wooden cot, almost like 
a dovecot. Eventually the cot fell down, no 
trouble being taken to put it up again, and the 
bells were allowed to remain in the ante-chapel 
till they were eventually sold. In tiic 13th cen - 
tury four heavy bells were cast for th'e Cathe- 
dral at Exeter, and these were the precursors 
of the present magnificent ring of bells. In the 
period before the Reformation there were many 
churches in which there were not merely two 
or three bells, but as many as eight. He him- 
self had seen in Buckinghamshire two pre- 
Reformation bells, by r^lichae! W'imhisli, and 
bearing on them the ilate 1350 or thereabouts. 
They were not bad bells, though of peculiar 
shape. He believed the tenor bell of Oxford 
Cathedral was also a pre-Reformation bell. Tliey 
kne\y in the i6th century at the instance, he 
■feared, of Henry the Eighth, and others who 
shared in the plunder, all sorts of church proper- 
ty was confiscated, and amongst other things 
a quantity of beli metal was sold, and an im- 
mense amount of desecration spoliation took 
place. j\Icntion should be made of tlie ]:irocess 
of making a l)ell and also of bell-founders Vidiose 
names deserved honoi'al)lc mention. First, as 
to the process of making a bell. A core of 
brickwork covered with soft clay was first 
hiQuIded to the intended form o: the inner sur- 
face .of th'e bell by means of a curved comjjass 
called a crook, and in a similar way the form of 
Jhe outer surface was moulded on the inside of 
■■'the outer mould or coi)e. The cope was tilted 
over the core with a hole left at the Lop for the 
escape of air, and the meal in a state of fusion 
was admitted to fill the space between the cope 
and the core, th'e general proportions of metals 
used being three parts of copper to one of tin. 
The process of tuning had during the p?ist few 
years. been brought to a high state of perfection. 
The shajie of the bell consisted of an almost in- 
finite number of concentric circles, all varying 
in si;:e, the result being that there was not only 
-one tone produced from a bell, but a great 
many, and, as far as' he understood the art of 
tuning, to get a bell into good tune, they would 
have a correct musical interval from the ground 
note. Authorities differed as to correct tuning, 
and although tiicre were those who ■ thought 
they had mastered this most difficult art, they 
found there were others who had a totally dif- 
ferent opinion as to what was the correct tune. 



There was also this peculiarity about a bell, that 
its proper tone was produced not only by strik- 
ing the clapper agalinst the bell-r-r-the real tone 
was not brought out unless that concussion 
took place in undulating waves of air. The best 
sound was jjroduced when the bell swung three 
parts of the way "up." As to bell-founding, 
this was looked upon in former days, more or 
less, as a religious work, and all church workers 
in the middle ages received not only an artistic 
but a religious training in the monastries, and 
that was the real secret of the wonderful beauty 
of their work. The abbot was called to bless 
the metal as it came, out of the furnace into the 
mould, and when the bell was completed there 
was a very elaborate ceremony, followed by an- 
other when the bell was hoisted up into the 
tower. The oldest bell foundry in this country 
was in Whitechapel, having been established for 
over 300 years, Messrs. Mears and Stainbank 
being the present proprietors. Another firm 
was that of Rudhall, of Gloucester, who carried 
on the business for a century, and whose busi- 
ness was eventually bought by the Whitechapel 
firm, who still used the Gloucester crooks. An- 
other well known name was that of Miles 
Graye, in the eastern counties, and several of 
his beautiful bells were still to be found in Not^- 
folk towers. Down in the far west there was 
Bilbie, of Somerset. Various weights of bells 
were next noticed. The heaviest bell that 
sounded was one in Burma, weighing 200 tons. 
There was another bell weighing 200 tons in 
Moscow, which was cracked almost innnediately 
after casting, and was now used as a dwelling 
house or something of that sort. (Laughter.) 
Another Moscow bell in#use weighed iSo tons. 
There were several in China weighing 50 or 60 
tons. Some of those on the Continent were, he 
feared, made out of English metal, which was 
sept out of the country at the time to which he 
had already referred. The great bell at St. 
Paul's weighed 17 tons, it was hung in the 
southwest tower of the cathedral, and the sound, 
to his mind, was disappointing, and in the street 
no one would think it weighed 17 tons. The 
next largest bell was Big Ben in Westminster 
Tower. This bell was cast twice. Towards the 
end of the 17th century there sprang up a curi- 
ous art called change-ringing (laughter) invent- 
ed by a man named Stedman^ — a method which 
was still in vog^e, and which they had been 
practicing at Qanfield that day. It was over 
200 years since change-ringing was introduced, 
and since then when bells were replaced in 
church towers, instead of three or four being 
put up, they found rings of si.x or eight, or even 
ten or twch'c gradually put up all o\'cr the 
country. In 1724 a ring of twelve bells w^.-e put 
up at Cirencester, in 'Gloucestershire. They were 
satisfied as to the date, which was cast on 
the bells. There were now several rings of 
twelve, the finest he had ever heard being at 
St. Peter Mancroft, Norwich, the tenor there 
weighing 41 cwt. There was another ring of 
twelve at Great Yarmouth. The heaviest was 
at Exeter Cathedral, where the tenor weighed 
3 tons 3 2 cwt. There was also a ring of tw'elve 
at St. Paul's, the tenor weighing 62 cwt., and 
these were rung twice every Sunday by scientific 
ringers, the only cathedral in tbe world whcie 
the very best ringing was applied to twelve bells 
twice every Sunday. All over the country there 
were a great many rTngs of ten bells, and an in- 
unmcrable number of eight ; and they were con- 
tinually increasing them from six to eight in 
this diocese. The first and most important use 
of bells was their religious use. The probable 
reason why more than one bell was fixed in a 
tower was that different bells were used for dif- 
ferent services or for different parts of the ser- 
vice. One would be used for the ordinary daily 
service, another would be used for the celebra- 
tion nf the holy communion. Then in mediaeval 
times there were many other services at canoni- 
cal hours, such as tercc, sexls, nunes and \x-s- 
pers. There was also the custom of saying 
Paternoster, which still prevailed in the Roman 
church. After that came the superstitious use 
of bells. They were supposed to drive away evil 
spirits, and at a funeral men used to be paid for 
ringing all day. Consequently, if they looked in 
their prayer book they would see a rubric to the 
effect that there should be only one short peal, 
because this continual jangle, as it frequently 
was, became a nuisance. There was one place 
in the eastern counties where this custom of 
ringing all the bells at a funeral was still ob- 
servei-l, but in most cases the rubric was obeyed, 
and only one short peal was rung. Then came 
the superstitious use of the bells to break up 
thunderstorms. It was interesting to notice in 
the old accounts how much beer was thought 
necessary when they went to ring for a tempest 
or to break up the thunder. (Laughter.) He 
might here mention an act of desecration which 
he knew to be a fact. Instead of the bells being 
dedicated for their use in a solenm way as now, 
one bell was set mouth upv^'ards and fdled with 
beer, and the parishioners were invited lo enter 
and regale themselves, which they did, drinking 
with handbells. This actually took place last 
century in this diocese, and an old man he knevv 
well was present at tlie time. The. passing bell 
had slipped out of its proper use altogether, it 
used to be rung, not after death, but just before 
de.'ith, that jieople might be warned of the pass- 
ing of a soul, ami pray for God's mercy on it. 
i\o\v the bell simply announced the death. The 
.sacring bell was a small bandbell used in the 
church.' The sanclus bell was very often hung 
in a bell cot over the chancel, and Vi'as used in 
connection with the holy communion in days 
when the service was iii Latin, and the people 
church did not knew what was-'going. Qn, -The; 
I)urpose of th.e sacring beil vi'as'-tb^ rouSq- the 
people and prepare them for the consecration of 



the blessed sacrament. In like manner the sanc- 
tus bell was rung • outside the church to an- 
nounce to the people tiie moment at which the 
consecration of the blessed sacrament took 
place. With reference to his own little ring of 
bells at Drayton, he found «ix new. bells from 
the Whitechapel foundry when he went there, 
and he soon augmented them to eight. The 
first time the tenor bell was ever soiindfid was 
at the consecration of the holy conrniuinioii. He 
always'had the bell rung at the act of consecra- 
tion in the holy conmiunion, and had often been 
thanked by sick people. The pancake bell ori- 
ginally \vas rung on Shrove Tuesday, to call 
people to the priest to confess their sins, but 
the consecrated use of the bell was changed in 
some parishes to a secular use in connection 
with the collection by housewives of fat for 
making pancakes, because the people were to 
have nothing but fish all through Lent. The 
curfew bell was introduced by William the Con- 
queror, and was still nmg in some places. As 
long ago as the year 1634 the Society of College 
Youths was founded in London. l"hat society 
was still in existence, and he supposed was the 
largest m the world, having about 3,000 mehi- 
bers. They had in their own diocese the next 
largest, containing 1,600 members. (Applause.) 
Tiro first-named society was started by titled 
people. After that society there did not seem 
to be anything at all until late in the eighteenth 
century, when another society called the Cmn- 
berland Youths was formed in London. Noth- 
ing further was done till the middle of last cen- 
tury, when the Yorkshire people sla^rted a 
Yorkshire Association of Ringers, followed by 
one for the Midlands. About forty years ago 
the bishops and the leading clergy in the various 
dioceses seemed to have taken the matter up, 
and they thought it was high time to decide 
what line the church was to take in the matter, 
lie himself remembered attending several meet- 
ings in this district and other parts of the coun- 
try, and the result at which they arrived was 
that the}' would recognize the art as they had 
previously recognized music and architecture. 
The result was that they had improved church 
music, and magnificent cathedrals and churches. 
His view was that this art having been taken in 
hand by the church, the scientific ringer ought 
to have the same welcome which other arts al- 
ready had, and the result was that there was 
now in almost every diocese in the country an 
association for furthering the art of change- 
ringing and promoting in various ways belfry 
reform. lie had been privileged to help take 
part in the formation of various diocesan associ- 
ations all over the kingdom, and now no diocese 
was considered c|uite comj)lete in its organiza- 
tion unless it had one of these ringing associ- 
ations. (.Anplausc.) Tlicway in which ihey had 
tried to put the ringer hi a ]n-oper position — 
and the Oxfordshire Guild cmild claim that they 
were amongst the first in the field in that di- 
rection — ^was by introducing the custom of be- 
ginning every ringing with an office of prayer, 
and concluding every ringing with an act of 
])raise. This plan ])nt the ringer on a proper 
footing, aufl made him feel he was a Church 
officer, privileged to do a distinct Avork for 
God in His Church. There were jjcople who 
asked him how he coidd justify devoting so 
much time to peal-ringing, and indeed that 
question was brought up at their ringers' par- 
liament last year. His contention was that as 
long as human nature was what it was they 
wanted something to stimulate men to do their 
ve.'-y best. Pic should be very sorry if the 
higher motive was ever lost sight of. They 
had these inducements to men to do their best 
in cricket, football, and on the river, and his 
contention was that this peal-ringing was 
quite legitimate because it was, he believed, 
tiie only way of bringing men out and making 
them do their best. It was quite a red letter 
clay in a ringer's existence to score his first 
peal. Pie had helped four young men to do so 
that day, and had done it many times before. 
Of course, there was the danger of taking up 
bell-ringing simply for the sake of one's own 
honor and glory, as there was in everything 
human; and they could not do it iii a corner 
because they had the bell paper in which all 
their doings were chronicled. He mentioned 
the advantages in bell-ringing, such as the ex- 
cellent bodily exercise it offered, and also the 
habit of concentration of thought, the amount 
of patience and forbearance, and a really spirit- 
ually-minded man nu'glit, if he jileased, find 
in almost every peal an opportunity for bear- 
ing the Cross. In conclusion, Mr. Robinson 
noticed some notable performances, and the 
number of possible cbanges. They arrived at 
the latter, not by addiiidu but by multiplica- 
tion. They got only 120 changes on five bells, 
but when they got eij:;!;t as the fact'ir they got 
40,320 changes. There was a record of a peal 
being rung in the eighteenth century at Leeds, 
in Kent, occupying 27 hours, thirteen men tak- 
ing part therein, and although one man rung 
his bell for thirteen hours without resting he 
lived to the mature age of 03 }-ears. so that it 
did not do him any harm (laughter). The 
longest time that he himself had taken part 
in a peal was 9>^[ hours, some nineteen years 
ago (applause). 



WIND AND FISH 

A singular corres])ondence has, says 
Youth's Companion, lately been brought to 
light between tite [jrevailing direction of the 
wind on the coast of New South Wales and 
the average catch of iish. The winds infhience 
the ocean currents, wl'.ich in turn influence 
the course of the fi.sh. These influences have 
periods of three or four years. Thus in 1898 
there was a general scarcity of fish,-^bttt after- 
wards they became more and more abundant 
in 190:. In 1905 there was another scarcit}- of 
fish, but the next year they ijcgan to return 
in increasing numbers. The cause of these 
variations was a mystery until the coincidence 
•with the prevailing direction of the coastal 
winds was noticed. Now it is thought that by 
the study of the winds the prcspccts of tl"." 
fishermen may be predicted two or three years 
in advance.

jffe. issue, had tlie followmg: 
^^lS? The announcement that Drury 
•sse^M Lane theatre has been destroyed by 
fire will attract attention all over the 
-' world. "The Lane," as the acting 

profession styles the place, in contradistinction 
to "The Garden" (Covcnt Garden theatre), is . 
a place of historic interest, and its conflagra- 
tions are events of historic, importance. When 
last Drury 'Lane theatre was destroyed by fire, 
so great 'was public sympathy with its pro- 
prietor, the great Sheridan, that the British 
Plouse of Conmions adjourned its sitting as a 
sign of condolence. ' 

When a theatre is burned down it has to.be 
rebuilt, and the rebuilding of the theatre on 
the last occasion (,1812) was a greater event 
than the 'burning down. The theatre's com- 
mittee advertised for an address to be spoken 
at the opening of the new building. Three- 
and- forty addresses were sent in to the com- 
petition, some written by prominent authors, 
and of course forty-two were rejected. There 
lived in those days "the brothers Smith," 
James Smith, and Horace Smith, clever satir- 
ists, authors of Horace in London, etc. These 
clever rhymsters hit upon the idea of imagin- 
ing the writers of the rejected addresses, and 
AN'rotc clever parodies on the poems of the lead- 
ing ]5oets of the day. Byron was enraptured at 
the imitation of his poetry; and Scott rubbed 
his eyes and could hardly persuade himself 
he was not the author of the parody of his own 
verse. 

I ]nirposc here to give a few specimens 
from Rejected Addresses. Plere is an imita- 
tion of the "creaking couplets" of AV. T. F., 
the "hoarse Fitzgerald" of' Lord Byron : 

Hall, slorlDus edlflce, stupendbus workl 

God bloss the Kegent and the Duke ot York! 

Yea Muses! by whoso aid I erted down Pox, 

Grant me In Drury Lane a private box, 

Where I may loll, cry Bravo! and profess 

The boundless powor.i of EngUina'-s glorious yress; 

While Alrlc's sons proclaim from sliore to shore, 

"Quashee ma boo!" — the slave trade is no more. 

and so on for a page or two. 

"The Baby's Debut," by William Words- 
W'Orth, is a charming parody. It is spoken in 
the character of Nancy Lake, a girl eight years 
of age, Avho is drawn upon the stage in a 
child's chaise. There is space here for two 
verses only: 

My brother Jack was nino In May, 
And I was eight on New Year's Day; 

So in Kate Wilson's shop 
Papa (he?s my papa-and Jack's)

The question of houses I leave to the jury; 
The fairest to me is the home of the fair. 

Wiien wiiman'.s .soft smile all niir sense.s bewilder, 
A;;d s'ld.';, whDo it carves, her dear form oa the heart, 
Wliat need has new Drury of carvers and Kihlors? 
A\ilh Nature so bounteous, why call upim Art?

RUSSO-JAPANESE RELATIONS 

IP^^HE St. Petersburg correspondent o£ 
the London Times recently sent the'; 
^k*^ following to his paper : , 
<ss^j^h 1'hc Duma, was crowded when the; 

Bill for the conversion of the Rus- - 
sian Legation in Tokio into an ernrr 
bassy, introduced by the Ministry of Foreigfi;": 
Affairs and favorably reported upon by com-^ 
mittce, came up for discussion. In the diplo"; 
matic 1)ox were the Japanese Minister, the. 
German ambassador, and other foreij^n repr^^^^ 
sentatives. . ' • 

The jNIinistcr for Foreign Affairs, M. Is-, 
volsky, said he found the exposition of how 
Russo-Japanese relations hadj finally • shaped' 
themselves most opportune for 'the ihtrb'duc- 
tion of a Bill which should dissipate the fears 
and dotibts that had been evoked. He pointed 
out that, in accordance with the preliminary 
character of the Treaty of Portsmouth, only 
general bases had been indicated therein as re- 
garded manv' important questions for future, 
agreements between the two States, as for in- 
stance, a commercial treaty, a fisheries con- 
vention, and a railway convention. ' He had 
incurred a difficult task in the handling of 
these cpiestions. The House would remember 
the alarmist mood wdiich had prevailed during^ 
the negotiations — negotiations wdiich had been 
made fully apparent by the indefinite charac- 
ter of Ritsso-Jai)anese relations. Open mis- 
trust on both sides in the situation thus created 
became manifest. Ail-that contributed to pro- 
long and complicate matters. It became evi- 
dent that lasting peace and the protection of 
Russian interests could only be assured by a 
recasting of the relations Avith Japan. That 
was what he had kept in view. There were 
many examples in history of peoples wdio had 
learnt to respect each other after a war and 
had found scope for good and sincere relations 
and for work in common in' the spread of 
civilization. That, however, was only possible 
when neither of the two parties suffered loss 
in that wdiich it was entitled to regard as its 
historical jiatrimony, wdiich its ancestors had 
won through their own sacrifices, and was the 
natural conscffucncc of national development. 

1 lowcver distressing might be the sacrifices 
made in the Portsmouth Treaty, it must still 
be acknowledged that Russia had through the 
war with Japan lost nothing of her historical 
ii-hcritance, but only wdiat not long ago be- 
longed to Jai:)an, anc! geographicalh^ and econ- 
omically gravitated towards that Power, like 
South Sakhalin, or else what was the result 
of enterprises not consonant with Russia's 
actual strength, lik-e the enterprises in South 
Manchuria or the Kwang-tung Peninsula. The 
heroism of Russian soldiers still remained in- 
tact, the unity of Russia was still unimpaired. 

Accordingly there was nothing to prevent 
Russia, who reipiired peace abroad and tran- 
(|uil regeneration at home, from stretching out 
her hand to her o|)ponent. In jap;in, too, pa- 
cific entlea\'ors were undoubtcdl}' to be per- 
ceived. The ])ersonal acquaintance of the Min-;; 
ister with leading Japanese statesmen con- 
vinced him that the desire existed in Japan 
to arrive at a firm nhderstanding with Riissia. 
He Avas firmly convinced that the Conventions 
with Ja])an signed in St, Peterslnirg on July 
2S last were of great material and moral A'alue. 
.■\s an luiswer to the attacks that were made 
on the concltision oi these Conventions, the 
Minister pointed out that they were not the 
sole fiuaraiitec of the preservation of peace in 
the Far.^'East.. Their .foixe and significance 
were enhanced' by the circumstance that they 
constituted links in the chaiii of other agree- 
ments and were in complete hariTibny with the 
general .system of Russia's international 
treaties. This system was, as was well-known, 
based on the tried alliance with France, which 
Power concluded a political agreement with 
Japan very similar to that of Russia, and al- 
most synchronizing with it in point of time. 
Last summer Russia also concluded an agree- 
ment with England, Japan's ally. , , '■
